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CHARTER 



AN ACT TO INCORFORATB THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOOKTY. 

Whereas, it is conducive to the public good of a State, to encour- 
age such institutions as have for their object to collect and pre- 
serve the memorials of its founders and benefactors, as well as the 
historical evidences of its progress in settlement and population, 
and in the arts, improvements, and institutions which distinguish 
a civilized community, and to transmit the same for the instruc- 
tion and benefit of future generations: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly, That Wm. H. Brown, Will- 
iam B. Ogden, J. Young Scammon. Mason Brayman, Mark Skinner, 
Geo. Manierre, John H. Kinzie, J. V. Z. Blaney, E. I. Tinkham, 
J. D. Webster, W. A. Smallwood, V. H. Higgins, N. S. Davis, 
Charles H. Ray, S. D. Ward, M. D. Ogden, F. Scammon, E. B. 
McCagg, and William Barry, all of the City of Chicago, who have 
associated for the purposes aforesaid, be and are hereby formed 
into and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
the "Chicago Historical Society," and that they and their suc- 
cessors, and such others as shall be legally elected by them as their 
associates, shall be and continue a body politic and corporate, by 
that name, forever. 

Sec. 2. Said society shall have power to elect a President, and 
all necessary officers, and shall have one common seal, and the same 
may break, change and renew at pleasure; and, as a body politic 
and corporate, by the name aforesaid, may sue and be sued, and 
prosecute and defend suits, both in law and equity, to final judg- 
ment and execution. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall have power to make all orders • 
and by-laws for governing its members and property, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State ; and may expel, disfranchise, or sus- 
pend any member, who, by his misconduct, shall be rendered un- 
worthy, or who shall neglect or refuse to observe the rules and 
by-laws of the Society. 

Sec. 4. The said Society may, from time to time, establish rules 
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for electing officers and members, and also times and places for 
holding meetings; and is hereby empowered to take and hold real 
or personal estate, by gift, grant, devise, or purchase, or otherwise, 
and the same, or any part thereof, to alien and convey. 

Sec 5. The said Society shall have power to elect corresponding 
and honorary members thereof, in the various parts of this State, 
and of the several United States, and also in foreign countries, at 
their discretion: Provided, however, that the number of resident 
members of said Society shall never exceed sixty; and William H. 
Brown, or any other person named in this act, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to notify and call together the first meeting of said 
Society; and the same Society, when met, shall agree upon a 
method for calling further meetings, and may have power to ad- 
journ from time to time, as may be found necessary. 

Sbc. 6. Members of the Legislature of this State, in either 
branch, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and officers of State, 
shall and may have free access to said Society's library and cabinet. 

Sec 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLEO 
AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
APPROVED FEBRUARY 7, 1857. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly, That section five (6) of the 
act, to which this is an amendment, be so amended that said 
Society shall have power to increase the number of its resident 
members, from time to time, to any number that shall by it be 
deemed expedient. 

Sec 2. The said Society shall have power to borrow money and 
mortgage its real estate to secure the same, to an amount not 
exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be used in completing and 
pasring for the buildings now in process of erection on the real 
estate of said Society. And the real estate and property of said 
Society shall be exempt from taxation. 

Sec 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

ARTICLE I. 



NAME AND OBJECTS. 



This society shaU be called the CHICAGO HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY. 

Its objects shall be to institute and encourage historical inquiry, 
to collect and preserve the materials of history, and to spread his- 
torical information, especially concerning the Northwestern States. 



Section 1. This Society shall be composed of Life, Annual, 
Honorary, and Corresponding members, all of whom shall be 
elected by ballot only at a regular meeting of the Society, and only 
upon the recommendation of the Executive Committee, unless, by 
unanimous consent, they shall be elected by a viva-voce vote cast 
at a regular meeting by twenty legally-qualified voters. Three 
adverse ballots or three dissenting votes shall reject the candidate. 

Sec 2. The dues for membership shall be as follows : For Life- 
membership, five hundred dollars; and for Annual membership, 
twenty-five dollars per annum; the first year's dues being payable 
within one month after election to membership, and notice of such 
election. 

Sec. 3. The right to hold oflfice and vote, and to take any part 
in the proceedings of the Society, shall be accorded to and may be 
exercised only by the members of the two classes first hereinbefore 
named. 



Section 1. The oflScers of the Society shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, First and Second Vice-Presidents, and an Executive Cbm-

mittee, consisting of the President of the Society, ex officio, who 
shall be the chairman thereof, and eight others, all of which afore- 
named officers shall be members of the Society, and also a Treas- 
urer, a Librarian, and a Secretary. 

Sec 2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall be elected by 
ballot at the annual meetings for one year, and shall respectively 
remain in office until the election of their successors. 

They shall perform such duties as are common to such officers 
or as may be prescribed in the By-Laws. Vacancies occurring 
from any cause in any of these offices may be filled by ballot at 
any special meeting, notice of such election being given in the 
notice of such meeting. 

Sec 3. The Executive Committee shall also be chosen by ballot 
at the annual meetings, two members of which shall, from the time 
of the first election hereunder, hold their office until the next annual 
election of officers; two of them until the second such election; 
two of them until the third such election; and two of them until 
the fourth such election. The terms for which the first members 
so chosen at the first election shall hold their office, shall be deter- 
mined by lot immediately after such election. 

Sec 4. At each annual meeting thereafter there shall be elected 
by ballot two persons to fill the places vacant by the expiration of 
the term of those heretofore elected as members of the Executive 
Committee, and of those who shall hereafter be so elected such 
members. 

On the expiration of the term of any of the members of said 
committee, their successors shall be elected by ballot for the term 
of four years. 

Vacancies in the Executive Committee during an unexpired term, 
caused by death, resignation, removal from office, or inability to 
act, may be filled by a majority of the remaining members of said 
committee, until the succeeding annual election, at Which time such 
vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner 
as members of said committee are elected for the full term of their 
office. 

Sec 5. The Executive Committee, constituted above, shall alone 
hold, manage, administer, and control all the money, property, 
effects, and affairs of the Society; and said committee may appoint 
a Treasurer, a Librarian, a Secretary, and such assistants and em- 
ployes in the service of the Society as to said committee may seem 
fit; and may prescribe the duties and fix the compensation of such 
officers, assistants and employes; and said committee may make in- 
vestments of the Society's funds, provided that no fund bequeathed 
to or held by the Society for a specific purpose shall be appropri- 
ated to or used for any other purpose, and provided further that 
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said committee shall not incur any liability on the part of said 
Society in any one year which shall exceed its annual income; and 
it shall be the duty of said committee to make an annual report to 
the Society of all its acts and doings. 



Section 1. The annual meeting for the election of officers and 
the transaction of other business relating to the affairs of the 
Society shall be held on the third Tuesday of November in each 
year, and the fiscal year of the Society shall begin with each such 
annual meeting and end on the following annual meeting thereof. 

Sec 2. The regular meetings shall be held at such times and 
conducted in such manner as shall be prescribed in the By-Laws 
and directed by the Executive Committee, provided no such regular 
meeting shall occur at the same time with the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meetings not less than twenty members 
having the right to vote, and at the special business meetings not 
less than ten such members shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec 4. Special meetings and special business meetings may be 
called by the President, or, in case of his absence, by one of the 
Vice-Presidents, of which due notice shall be given at least two 
days beforehand. 



This Constitution may be altered by a two-third vote at any 
annual or special business meeting; provided that not less than 
twenty members having the right to vote shall be present when 
such vote is taken ; and provided, further, that the printed or writ- 
ten proposition to so alter shall have been submitted at a previous 
annual or special business meeting, and that notice of the proposed 
amendment or amendments shall also have been given in the notice 
of the meeting at which it shall finally be acted upon.

DUTIES OF OFflCIKS. 



Art. I. Sbc. 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society and of the Executive G^mmittee, and call such special 
meetings and special business meetings as he may deem necessary, 
or as he may» in writing, be requested to call by five members of 
the Society. 

Sec 2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the Pres- 
ident in the case of the absence of the President from the meetings 
of the Society or from Chicago. 

Sec 3. The Executive Committee may adopt such rules for 
their own action not in conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Society, as they may find most convenient or necessary. 

Sec 4. All nominations to membership shall be submitted to the 
Executive Committee, and reported upon by them to the Society. 



II. Section 1. The regular meetings of the Society shall be 
held on the third Tuesday of each of the following-named months, 
to- wit: January, April, and October. 

Sec. 2. The annual meeting shall be held on the third Tuesday 
of November, the precise hour in the case of this and all other 
meetings of the Society being designated by the President and 
stated in the notice of the meeting. 

Sec 3. The exercises of the regular and special meetings of the 
Society shall be under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
and in general conformity with the objects of the Society. 

Sec 4. The order of business at the special business meetings 
of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding business meeting. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Deferred business. 

6. New business. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding meeting.

III. Section 1. The dues of the annual members of the Society 
shall be payable annually in advance on the third Tuesday of 
November in each year. 

Sec. 2. Should the dues of any member remain unpaid for the 
space of one month, the Executive Committee shall notify him in 
writing, that unless his dues are paid within one month from the 
date of such notice his membership shall cease, and unless such 
dues are paid pursuant to such notice, or such default is accounted 
for to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, such person 
shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Society. 



IV. The By-Laws in whole or in part may be suspended during 
any special business or annual meeting, by vote of a majority of 
the members present at any such meeting. The By-Laws may be 
amended on the same conditions prescribed for amending the Con- 
stitution. 
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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 

November 17, 1903. 



The annual meeting of the Chicago Historical Society was held 
in the reading room of the Society's building, comer of Dearborn 
avenue and Ontario street, on Tuesday evening, November 17, 1903, 
at eight o'clock, pursuant to notice and as ordered by its constitu- 
tion. President Jewett in the chair. 

Upon calling the meeting to order and stating its object. President 
Jewett congratulated the members upon the Society's continued 
prosperity. 

On motion of Mr. Merryweather, seconded by Mr. Heai>, the 
reading of the minutes of the last annual meeting was dispensed 
with, tticy having been printed and distributed to the members. 

The Secretary then presented and read the following: 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
For the Fiscal Year Ending Novei£ber 17, 1903. 



In conformity with the constitution of the Society, the Executive 
Committee has the honor to submit to the Society, through the 
Secretary, its annual report, as follows : 



The Society's Funds consist of six special funds and a general 
fund. 

The Henry D. Gilpin Fund ($64,314.34, as per report) is under 
the exclusive care and management of the trustees appointed under 
the will of Henry D. Gilpin. The income from this fund, as paid 
to the Society by said trustees, is applied entirely to the maintenance 
of the Gilpin Library. The present trustees are Augustus H. Burley, 
Eugene H. Fishbum, and the President and first Vice-President 
of the Society, ex officio. A full statement of this fund is given in 
the report of the trustees, presented herewith on page 41. 

The Jonathan Burr Fund consists of a legacy of $2,000 from the 
late Jonathan Burr, the income to be used to help defray the ex- 
penses of printing the Society's publications. It is invested in 
twenty-one lots in the Town of Calumet, acquired in settlement of 
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a note of Alice L. M. Trowbridge, secured by trust deed on said 
lots. The account is as follows:

1. A coupon note of Parker C. Porter and Charles A. Welch 
for $8,750, secured by a trust deed to Lot 11, Block 25, Elston's 
Addition to Chicago, with interest at five per cent per annum.

2. The balance of said Fund, to wit: $4,750, is now deposited 
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in the Savings Department of the Merchants' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany as a special fund, drawing three per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually.

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The Treasurer's report of the Society's funds in his hands is pre- 
sented herewith on page 42. 

The Society is entirely free from debt. Its trust funds are all 
intact and productive and aid in carrying on the work of the Society 
alcmg the several lines for which th^r were given. The Society 
needs, however, a general endowment fund su£kiently large to meet 
at least its current expenses. This matter has received the earnest 
thought of the President and Executive Committee and a beginning 
has already been made by the bequests of the late T. Mauko Gassstt 
and the late Henry J. Willing, noticed elsewhere in this report. If 
an endowment fund of one hundred thousand dollars were provided 
for the current expenses, the membership fees could be used in 
publishing a part of the valuable material which the Society has 
collected. This is one of the main purposes of the Society and the 
one which will give the Society rank among learned bodies. 



One would be within the truth to say that the meetings of the 
Society during the present fiscal year have been more largely at- 
tended and the addresses given have been of more local value and 
interest than usual. 

The following statement gives the dates of the meetings, the 
speakers and the subjects: 

December 4, 1902, W. W. Wight, of Milwaukee, addressed the 
Society at a special meeting on the subject, "Eleazer Williams, not 
the Dauphin of France." The address was an able one and well 
presented, and those who heard it seemed to regard the arguments 
as unanswerable. The address has been published by the Society. 

A special meeting was held on January 29, 1903, at which the 
Society was favored with two addresses. A. H. Burley read a very 
interesting and valuable contribution to Chicago history, entitled, 
"Illinois' First Response in the Civil War : the expedition from Chi- 
cago to Cairo." After this C. W. Mann added a paper equally valu- 
able on "The Attitude of the Chicago Common Council toward the 
Fugitive Slave Law." 

On February 26, 1903, at a special meeting, the Society was favored 
with two addresses. Elias Colbert read an address on "Joseph 
Medill," and Charles A. Church on "Allen Curtis Fuller, the War 
Adjutant of Illinois." 

All of the above were upon request presented to the Society for 
preservation in its archives. 

Fernando Jones addressed a special meeting of the Society on 
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March 17, 1903, on the subject, "The Indians of the Vinci^ of 
Chicago, and Anecdotes of Early Settlers/' Mr. Jones appeared in 
Indian costume and told the events and conditions which he himself 
witnessed a half century and more ago. 

A quarterly meeting of the Society was held April 21, 1903, at 
which one honorary member and twenty-two annual members were 
elected. After this, the Society was favored with a most valuable 
contribution by Frederick J. Turner, who spoke on the subject, 
"George Rogers Qark and the French Designs on the Mississippi 
Valley." 

On the 28th of September, during the week of the Centennial 
celebration, the Society gave a reception to several hundred guests, 
visitors, and distinguished residents of the city. It was one of the 
most interesting features of the celebration and has done much 
toward winning new friends for the Society and stimulating new 
and old alike in the Society's work. 

On October 20, 1908, Daniel O. Drennan, of Washington, D. C, 
read before the Society and its guests, at a quarterly meeting, a 
paper, the result of many years of research, on "Fort Dearborn." 
Before the address, six annual members and four corresponding 
members were elected. 

Besides the foregoing, the Society opened its doors to the Geo- 
graphical Society of Chicago and loaned the use of the lecture hall 
on three occasions during the year. May 15th, Professor £. C. 
Perisho, of Plattville (Wis.) Normal School, gave an illustrated 
lecture on "The Geography and Geology of Southwestern Wiscon- 
sin." On May 29th, Professor U. S. Grant, of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, delivered an illustrated address on the "Iron District of 
the Lake Superior Region," and on November 13th Professor T. C 
Chamberlain, of the University of Chicago, delivered a most inter- 
esting lecture on "Hypotheses of the Earth's Origin," illustrated 
with a large number of stereopticon views. 



During the present fiscal year, the Society has added to the roll 
of its members twenty-seven annual members, one honorary mem- 
ber, and four corresponding members. During the same period, 
the Society has lost from its membership by resignation twelve 
annual members, and by death one honorary life member, four life 
members, five annual members, and one honorary member.

The roll of the deceased members is continually lengthening. The 
names of those added since the last annual meeting are as follows: 

T. Mauso Garrett, annual member since 1895, and member of 
the Executive Committee since 1899, died at his residence February 
25, 1903, of heart failure, brought on by pneumonia. He had been 
ill for two weeks, but on the day of his death sat up and wrote 
letters. Mr. Garrett was bom in Burlington, Iowa, in 1855, and 
began business in the wholesale notion house of Swan & Ewing in 
that city. He became teller of the Iowa State Savings Bank at its 
organization in 1873, and in 1878 an officer in the National State 
Bank. When Mr. Peasley, president of this bank, was chosen 
treasurer of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad in 1881, 
he appointed Mr. Garrett assistant paymaster, and soon afterward 
paymaster. Two years later Mr. Garrett married the daughter of 
Dr. Sidney Sawyer, a Chicago pioneer, in deference to whose wishes 
he gave up his place with the railroad and settled permanently in 
Chicago. The last twenty years of his life were spent in business 
here. Mr. Garrett was successful in business affairs, but he was 
more than a man of business. Indeed, his chief interests lay outside 
his business pursuits, and of all things his heart was in the work of 
this Society. He spent more time in the Society's building than 
any other member, and from the time of his election as a member of 
the Executive Committee he never missed one of its meetings. His 
last thought was of the Society, and in his last will he bequeathes 
to it $1,000. In recognition of his faithfulness, the Executive Com- 
mittee adopted and ordered spread upon its mi%iutes a memorial 
expressing the sense of their and the Society's loss. Of the large 
circle who mourn his too early death, those who know the part he 
bore in the work of this Society have best cause to grieve. 

Nathaniel K. Faisbank, life member since 1894 and annual 
member from 1879 to 1894, died of heart failure March 27, 1903, at 
his home, 1801 Michigan avenue. Mr. Fairbank was bom at Sodus, 
N. Y., in 1829, of New England parentage. At the age of fifteen 
years he became a bricklayer's apprentice in Rochester, N. Y., but 
soon afterward became book-keeper in a flouring mill and a year 
later a partner in the business. Through the western business of

this firm he became acquainted with the western grain market, and 
especially interested in Chicago. In 1856 he came to Chicago as the 
western agent of the New York grain firm of David Dows & Co. 
Ten years later he became a member of the firm of Smedley, Peck 
& Co., engaged in the lard and oil industry. In 1872 the firm became 
N. K Fairbank & Co. Besides the enterprises of the firm, Mr. Fair- 
bank was a large operator on the Board of Trade, was engaged in 
railroading, mining and lumbering, and carried on operations in 
each of these that would tax the abilities of most men. But Mr. 
Fairbank's friends best knew him for his liberality and public 
spirit. There is scarcely a gn*eat charity or public interest in Chi- 
cago to which he has not contributed largely, both in counsel and 
money. Among these may be mentioned the Relief and Aid Society, 
to which he devoted two years of his time; the Chicago Qub, to 
which he gave $50,000; Central Music Hall, which was erected 
through his efforts ; the Newsboys' Home, relieved by his assistance 
of a heavy mortgage; St. Luke's Hospital, to which he contributed 
$25,000; the Central Church, of which he was one of fifty pledged 
to meet all deficits ; the Art Institute, the Auditorium Building, and 
this Society, to which he gave $1,000 for its present home. Mr. 
Fairbank retired ten years ago without relinquishing his business 
interests. He retained his energy and faculties to the time of his 
death. 

Benjamin Franklin Ayer, annual member since 1864, died at 
his residence in this city, April 6, 1903. A descendant of John 
Ayer, who came from England in 1637. He graduated from Dart- 
mouth in 1846 and from the law school of Harvard in 1849, when 
he began the practice of law at Manchester, N. H. He was elected 
to the State Legislature in 1853 and in 1854 was appointed prose- 
cuting attorney, which office he gave up to come to Chicago in 
1857. Four years after coming to Chicago he became corporation 
counsel, which place he filled from 1861-65. He wrote the city 
charter adopted at that time. He later became a partner in the law 
firm of Beckwith, Ayer & Kales, which later became Ayer & Kales. 
His reputation as an authority in corporation and railroad law 
gained for him in 1876 the appointment of solicitor general of the 
Illinois Central Railroad system. The next year he was made a di- 
rector, and three years later general counsel, which position he held 
until his death. 

Walter Smith Gurnee^ life member since 1865, and annual 
member from 1857 to 1865, died at his home in New York, April 
17, 1903, at the age of 90 years. Mr. Gumee was bom at Haver- 
straw, N. Y., 1813, and began business for himself at Detroit in 
1835, and came to Chicago the next year. For many years he con- 
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ducted one of the largest leather businesses in the West. He was 
one of the original directors of the Board of Trade, was one of 
the founders of Winnetka and was mayor of Chicago 1851-3. During 
the past forty years Mr. Gumee's home has been in New York 
City. 

John Tyrrell, life member since 1871, died June 28, 1903, at his 
home in Kenil worth, 111., at the age of 84 years. Mr. Tyrrell came 
to Chicago in 1852 to engage in the crockery business with his 
brother-in-law, A. G. Burley, who had established a store here in 
1838, and at the time of his death he was president of the com- 
pany. He was well-known in financial circles in Chicago, being 
a director of the Merchants' Loan and Trust Co^npany, and at dif- 
ferent times president and vice-president of the same company. 
Mr. Tyrrell frequently contributed to the collection of the society 
gifts quite as valuable as money. 

Frederick William Holls, honorary member since April, 190^, 
died of heart failure July 22, 1903, at his home in Yonkers. Mr. 
Holls was a native of Pennsylvania. His father was a Lutheran 
minister, who came to this country in the stirring time of 1850, and 
in 1868 moved to Mount Vernon, N. Y., where Mr. Holls spent his 
boyhood. He was graduated from Columbia University in 1878 
and two years later took his law degree — Cum Laude. He at once 
began practice in New York. Mr. Holls was deeply interested in 
charities and freely gave his time and advice to the Legal Aid So- 
ciety and to the Charity Organization Society of New York. He was 
authority on International Law and was appointed Secretary of the 
American Delegation at The Hague Peace Conference. He subse- 
quently wrote a history of the conference. He was an able writer 
and pleasing speaker, as the members of this society who heard 
his address here a year ago upon the Peace Conference, can 
abundantly testify. 

Charles Benjamin Farwell, a life member since 1869, died at 
his home in Lake Forest, September 23, 1903. Mr. Farwell was 
bom in Steuben County, N. Y., 1823, and came with his parents to 
Ogle County, 111., in 1838. Six years later he came to Chicago and 
obtained employment at $8 per week in the office of the county 
clerk. He soon afterward secured an interest in the firm of Cooley, 
Wadsworth & Company, of which the present firm of John V. 
Farwell & Company is the successor, and of this later firm Mr. 
Farwell had for many years been the president In 1853 he was 
elected County Gerk of Cook County, his first political office, 
which he held for eight consecutive years. In 1866 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the first State Board of Equalization, and in 
1872 was sent to Congress, defeating John Wentworth. He was 
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re-elected in 1874 and 1880. In 1887 he was elected to the United 
States Senate, retiring in 1897. In the days of his activity he was 
a giant both in the business and political life of Chicago. He was 
a liberal patron of the Lake Forest University and contributed to 
the building erected for this society in 1877. 

Henry Jen kens Willing, honorary life member since 1883, and 
annual member from 1877 to 1883, died at Jefferson, N. H., Septem- 
ber 28, 1903, of heart disease. Mr. Willing was bom at Westfield, 
N. J., July 15, 1836, and came to Chicago at the age of ten years. 
He obtained employment in the store of U. P. Harris, later with 
Thomas B. Carter & Company, and still later with Cooley, Words- 
worth & Company. In 1866 he became identified with Field, Leiter 
& Company, and advanced rapidly to a partnership. He remained 
with this firm until 1883, when he sold his interests and perman- 
ently retired from business. His large fortune was chiefly acquired 
by dealing in real estate. His business career is closely identified 
with the financial and industrial development of Chicago. Mr. 
Willing was interested in religious and charitable work and was 
a director in McCormick Theological Seminary, the Home for In- 
curables and the Newberry Library. He was a member of the 
American Historical Association, Archaeological Society of 
America, and the Athletic, Caxton, Union and Chicago Qubs. His 
interest in the work of this society is shown by the part he took 
in its work. He was a member of the Executive Committee from 
1886-98, and a trustee of the Gilpin Fund. He contributed $2,500 
toward cancelling the society's indebtedness, $5,000 to the fund for 
the present building and left provision in his will for a bequest of 
$2,500. Surely in him the society has lost a sincere friend. 

WiLLLAM Taylor Baker, annual member since 1888, died sud- 
denly of heart failure October 6, 1903, at Highland Park, 111. Mr. 
Baker was bom at West Winfield, N. Y., 1841, and came to Chi- 
cago in 1861. His first employment in Chicago was a clerk-ship 
in a commission house, in which he soon became a partner, and ere 
long the head. After the great fire of 1871 he was a promoter of 
the Chamber of Conmierce Building. He was an active member 
of the Board of Trade, of which he was five times elected presi- 
dent—in 1890, 1893, 1895, 1896, 1897. He was president of the 
World's Fair Company, and contributed much to the success of 
the undertaking. He was a member of the Commercial, Chicago, 
Calumet, Caxton, Midlothian, Exmoor and Washington Park 
Qubs. Mr. Baker was a close student of economics and govern- 
ment, and his interests in these subjects put him closely in touch 
with the aims of this society. He manifested this fact by a con- 
tribution toward the building of the present home of the society. 
His generous interest and assistance the society will greatly miss. 
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William Gold Hibbabd, annual member since 1882, died Oc- 
tober 11, 1903, at his residence, 1701 Prairie avenue, after a pro- 
longed illness of Bright's disease. Mr. Hibbard was bom at Dry- 
den, N. Y., 1825, and came to Chicago 1845. He began his busi- 
ness career as a clerk in the hardware firm ol Blair & Stimson. 
Six years later he became a member of the firm of Tuttle & Gray, 
of which the firm of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., is tfie suc- 
cessor. Of this firm Mr. Hibbard was president at the time of his 
death. Mr. Hibbard was one of the best known business men in 
Chicago. He was one of the sort of men who helped build Chi- 
cago. Besides his connection with the firm which bears his name, he 
was a director of the Continental National Bank and of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank. He was a member of the Union League, 
Chicago, Calumet, Athletic and Washington Park Qubs, vestry- 
man of Grace Episcopal Church, president of the Foundlings 
Home and a liberal supporter of St. Luke's Hospital. His friend- 
ship for this society was partly expressed in his gift of $1,250 to- 
ward the cost of the present building. No real charities or public 
enterprises ever lacked his support. 

Augustus Jacobson^ annual member since 1897, died of apoplexy 
October 15, 1903, in Washington, D. C, whither he had gone with 
a party to assist in the unveiling of Gen. Sherman's statue. 
Colonel Jacobson was bom in Denmark and came to America as 
a boy. He first settled in Burlington, Vermont, at which place he 
enlisted during the Civil War. He served on Gen. Sherman's staff 
and was at one time lieutenant colonel of a Missouri regiment of 
infantry. At the close of the war he settled in St. Louis. Later 
he came to Chicago and was elected Clerk of the Superior Court 
of Cook County. His first wife was H. Louise Harmon, a grand- 
daughter of Doctor Harmon, a pioneer of Chicago. Some years 
after her death he married Miss Blow, of St. Louis. He lived at 
the Union Gub until the time of his death. 



The society continues to be generously remembered by its 
friends, whose circle is constantly widening, 5,532 titles having 
been added to the collections. A larger proportion of the gifts this 
year have a local interest than in previous years. The following 
received during the present fiscal year deserve special mention: 

Henry J. Wilung, whose death is mentioned in another part of 
this report, bequeathed to the society the sum of $2,500. 

The late T. Mauso Garkbtt, a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, bequeathed to the Society the sum of $1,000. 
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FYom Thomas S. Waluk, on behalf of Unity Chubch, has been 
received a marble bust of the Rev. Robert Collyer, executed by J. 
Gelert, with mahogany pedestal. 

Caster H. Harkison presented to the society a life-size oil por- 
trait of his father, Carter H. Harrison, former mayor of Chicago; 
also thirteen photographs, and a collection of coins, currency and 
other relics from the water-works tunnel. 

From the feunily of J. Y. Scammon, through Ezra B. McCagg, a 
marble bust of J. Y. Scammon, by Leonard W. Volk, has been re- 
ceived, with suitable pedestal. 

Mrs. Jessie Bboss Lloyd has presented to the society a marble 
bust by Leonard W. Volk of her fether, William Bross, Lieutenant 
Governor of Illinois, and who as acting governor signed the act 
ratifying the Thirteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. Illinois was the first state to pass such an act 

The society has received from Frank £. Stevens a crayon 
portrait of Major Thomas Ames, an Illinois soldier in the BlacR 
Hawk War. 

Mrs. Lucy A. Carpenter gave to the society a marble bust of her 
husband, George B. Carpenter, founder of Central Music Hall. 

Miss Marian Scott Franklin, of Chillicothe, Ohio, has presented 
to the society an enlarged photographic copy of a miniature 
portrait of Col. James S. Swearingen, her great grand-father, and 
two silver teaspoons marked "S** formerly belonging to Col. 
Swearingen. 

Eleven stereoscopic views of Chicago buildings in 1870-71 and 
one engraving of the Northwestern Sanitary Fair of 1866 were pre- 
sented by J. B. SlEVERTSON. 

From Daniel O. Drennan, Washington, D. C, have been received 
four original telegrams sent by General Sheridan October 9, 1871, 
ordering troops, tents and rations for the protection and assistance 
of the homeless of Chicago at the time of the great fire. 

The society's collections have been enriched by numerous gifts 
from S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., including a framed copy of the auto- 
biography of Abraham Lincoln, a collection of 166 local souvenirs 
and campaign badges and 158 World's Fair photographs. 

Miss Valentine Smith has donated to the society a collection of 
coins, fractional currency, checks, programs, manuscripts, etc 

Perry A. Armstrong presented to the society for distribution 
among the members 220 copies of the 'Tiasa of the Indians." 

William Walls presented a miniature fac-simile made by himself 
of a frontiersman's log house of pioneer times ia Canada West. 
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Mrs. Sarah B. Fkankun, Chillicothe, Ohio, presented to the so- 
ciety a large photographic copy of a water-color portrait of her 
grand-father, Col. James Strode Swearingen. 

Mrs. Virginia Swearingen Howson, of Chillicothe, Ohio, gave 
to the society a button from the military uniform of Cbl. Swear- 
ingen, her grand- father. 

From James M. DeWitt were received nine stereoscopic views of 
Chicago after the great fire. 

Otto Gresham and Mrs. Walter Q. Gresham have given the pis- 
tol and field glasses carried by Gen. Walter Q. Gresham during the 
Civil War, also a hat which was a gift from Gen. Grant to Gen. 
Gresham. This straw hat has an historical interest The ladies of 
the Confederate States made similar hats for the men of their 
families during the War of the Rebellion, and this particular one 
was so made for and presented to General Grant, who wore it a 
few times, but it being too large for him, he gave it to General 
Gresham, who wore it in and around Chattanooga in 1863. 

Mr. Arthur Gumming presented to the Society, through Mr. £. 
W. Blatchford, two of the "pikes" with which John Brown is said 
to have armed his followers in Harper's Ferry in 1859. The fol- 
lowing interesting paragraph is quoted from Mr. Cumming's letter 
to Mr. Blatchford which accompanied the gift : "The 'pikes' ♦ ♦ ♦ 
are some of the instruments with which John Brown armed his 
followers; they were taken by Confederate soldiers from Harper's 
Ferry to Galveston, Texas, where they were captured by General 
J. D. Flagler of the Federal Army, and presented by him to his 
friend, Mr. Gumming, as being relics of historic value." 

Charles Harfel has presented to the society a collection of 
badges, buttons, etc., commemorating various political conventions 
and campaigns. 

Mr. George Merryweather presented to the society the banner 
carried by "The Rookery Sound Money Club" in the McKinley 
and Hobart campaign of 1896. 

Charles R. Macloon presented to the society a menue printed on 
silk of the "Inaugural Banquet of the New Hall of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago, August 31, 1866." 

The Executive Committee of the Chicago Centennial Celebratiop 
contributed to the society's collections a set of invitations, an- 
nouncements and kindred matter connected with the celebration. 

Many gifts of valuable books, pamphlets, manuscripts, maps and 
other library material have been received, as will appear by the 
librarian's report on page 45. 
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A complete alphebetical list of donors and summary of their do- 
nations to the society during the fiscal year is appended on pages 
45-54 and constitutes a part hereof.

The Librarian then read the following report : 

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 

To the Executive Committee of the Chicago Historical Society: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit my report as Librarian 
of the Chicago Historical Society for the year ending November 
16, 1903. 

During the year passed the number of visitors to the library and 
collections has been 2,525, as follows:

The largest attendance for one day was 105, on October ,9th, 
when two classes from one of the public schools visited the library 
with their teachers, to examine the relics of Fort Dearborn. The 
largest attendance exclusive of a class day was September 29th, 
the day following the Centennial Reception, when there were fifty- 
five visitors. The months of August and September were notable 
for the numerous signatures of interesting people in our Visitors* 
Register — old settlers and descendants of the founders of Fort 
Dearborn, who were assembling in the city to assist in the Cen- 
tennial Celebration. The statistics of the Reading-Room show that 
one effect of the Centennial has been to stimulate interest in local 
history. While the number of readers is at no time large, as com- 
pared with libraries supplying general literature, the percentage 
here of merely casual readers is exceedingly small, our clientele 
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being made up of persons making serious original research, for 
purposes of publication, in the field in which this collection is 
known to be strong, namely, Chicago and the Old Northwest 
Much of the material gathered here during the past year is now 
appearing in important historical publications. Apj^ications filed 
for books record 903 volumes specifically called for. This does not 
include periodicals and reference works kept in the Reading-Room. 
A classification of the applications for books shows the relative de- 
mand for the different classes of works to be as follows: 

Chicago history and geography 36 

Chicago and Illinois newspapers 15 

Old Northwest and Mississippi Valley, travels, etc. .15 

Illinois, history, geography and legislation 12 

Biography 07 

Indians 03 

General works 14 

The cataloguing of the Gilpin Library has been very largely in 
the department of geography and travel. As this work has 
progressed many volumes interesting to collectors have been 
brought to light, some of them early travels in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, now exceedingly difficult to procure for double the prices paid 
at the time of their purchase. Among these might be mentioned 
Hennepin's NouvelU Decouverte, Utrecht, 1697, and Thevenot's 
Recutil de Voyages, Paris, 1681, in which latter Marquette's 
Joomal appeared for the first time in print, and for which the so- 
ciety paid $40 in Paris just twenty years ago. 

In July a separate catalogue of maps was begun. This catalogue 
comprises not only wall maps, and separate maps of every descrip- 
tion, but also all maps included in books of travel, so far as they 
relate to this section of the country. The cataloguing of the wall 
maps was by no means an easy matter, as they had lain un- 
disturbed in the third story since the present building was erected 
and the accumulation of dust within their folds would indicate a 
repose dating from the early years of the first home of the society, 
which is quite possible, as some of them bear imprints in the '60' s, 
*Ws and even '40's. The arrangement of the map catalogue is 
chronological under each locality. To illustrate, suppose a reader 
wishes to examine Rees' Map of Chicago, published in 1849. He 
will turn to the Chicago section of the catalogue and there find 
cards for all the maps of Chicago, arranged by their respective 
dates. Under the year 1849 he will find the maps arranged alpha- 
betically according to the names of makers, with full information 
as to size, scale, etc 
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A finding list of manuscripts, printed books and maps stored in 
the vault has also been compiled. 

In all there have been catalogued 3,037 volumes and maps, for 
which 10,000 cards have been type-written. This includes cards 
added to the old catalogue which is used in ordering books. The 
new catalogue, begun in June, 1902, now contains about 8,000 cards. 

On making a thorough examination of the Stickney Library it 
was discovered that some 300 volumes had never received the 
beautiful book-plate engraved by French. The necessary copies of 
the plate have been struck off and inserted in the volumes. The 
handsomely printed book-plate adopted for the Withrow Collection 
of Congressional Records is ready for insertion. 

The Index of Portraits has grown from 7,000 entries at the end 
of last year to 11,330 at the present time, and is now practically a 
complete list of the portraits of residents of Illinois and the im- 
mediately adjacent states, so far as these occur in the society's col- 
lections of printed books, photographs, paintings and sculpture. 
This index is increasingly useful, as demands for portraits be- 
come more frequent 

A beginning has been made on an index of views of streets and 
buildings in Chicago, and type-written indices have been made for 
several early Illinois local histories. 

In May there were photographed for Dr. Guy Carleton Lee, of John 
Hopkins' University, forty-three objects, embracing portraits, manu- 
scripts, and rare books, illustrating the early history of the North- 
west, for use in his colossal History of North America, a set of 
which is to be presented to the society. Others to whom the 
privilege of photographing extensively has been granted by the 
Executive Committee are, the Centennial Committee, and the Little 
Chronicle Publishing Company, the latter using the photographs 
in illustrating a child's history of Chicago, which is in progress of 
publication. 

This library was represented at the meeting of the Illinois State 
Library Association at the University of Chicago in April, and a 
delegation of out-of-town librarians visited here in their tour of 
the libraries of the city. 

During the summer The John Crerar Library published A Supple- 
ment to the list of Serials in Libraries of Chicago and Vicinity. In the 
preface of the work the contributions of this library are com- 
mented upon as follows: "The Chicago Historical Society, which 
was unable to furnish material for the original list, has done so for 
the supplement, thus materially enhancing its value and broaden- 
ing its scope." Those who have seen the Supplement will under- 
stand the bearing of this comment if they will note the large num- 




ber of newspapers and periodicals credited to this library which 
are not to be found in any other library represented.

Neither care nor expense has been spared in binding the di- 
rectories. The original volumes are preserved entire, sides, backs 
and end papers having been removed from the original boards and 
bound in, for they frequently contain interesting matter. The 
binder was not allowed to trim the edges to even them, as adver- 
tisements are frequently stamped there. English pig-skin was the 
leather chosen for this binding, as it is practically indestructible.

On motion of Mr. Fisher, seconded by Mr. Head, the treasurer's 
report was referred to the Executive Committee. 
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The President announced that the next in order of business was 
the election of officers and said that a president, two vice-presidents, 
and three members of the Executive Committee were to be elected. 

General Newberry moved that the President appoint a conmiittee 
of three to nominate the required officers and committeemen. On 
being duly seconded, the motion was adopted. The President ap- 
pointed to serve as such committee Messrs. Newberry^ Blatchford 
and Fisher, and the committee retired for consultation. 

During the absence of the Nominating Committee, and in moving 
that the thanks of the Society be tendered Mr. Heaj) for having 
served as a member of the Executive Committee since Mr. Garrett's 
death, Mr. Kerfoot paid tribute to Mr. Head's interest in the 
Society's welfare as evinced by his so actively filling the office of 
vice-president and his cheerful and faithful performance of the 
duties devolved upon members of the Executive Committee. In 
closing, Mr. Kerfoot said that, not only justice, but the pleasure of 
the Executive Committee, demanded that the expression of its grati- 
tude constitute a portion of the Society's records. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Bowen and Mr. Merryweather 
and unanimously carried. 

Mr. Head responded with characteristic humor and modesty.

On motion of Mr. Seipp^ seconded by General Newberry^ the 
Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Society for the 
persons named for the several offices. The Secretary did as in- 
structed and the President declared the nominees duly elected. 

Mr. Jewett, in accepting the presidency for the ensuing year, 
said that the honor of election to that office was only exceeded by 
the greater honor of re-election. He briefly reviewed the results 
of the last four years' work, and spoke eloquently of the Executive 
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Committee. "No general oflScer," he said, "ever had a better body 
of men to carry on the work over which he presided; they have 
been attentive, they have been careful, they have been able; they 
have brought the Society from a state of approximate bankruptcy 
to its present enviable condition of prosperity, with no debts, with 
unimpaired and safely invested trust funds, and with a cash balance 
in bank sufficient to enable the Society to continue its work with 
security and confidence/* 

President Jewett's remarks were greeted with spontaneous ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Jameson moved that the thanks of the Society be tendered 
to President Jewett for his devotion to its interests and his efficient 
management of its affairs during the year. The motion was seconded 
by several members, and being put to vote by Mr. Jameson, was 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Jameson announced that arrangements were being made for 
a special train to accommodate those who wished to attend the 
meeting of the American Historical Association to be held Decem- 
ber 29th, 30th and 31st at New Orieans. He further stated that the 
American Historical Association has been invited by the Chicago 
Historical Society, the University of Chicago, and other learned 
institutions, to hold its next annual meeting in Chicago, and that 
there is a possibility of the invitation being accepted. 

There being no further business, on motion of General Newberry, 
seconded by Mr. Bowen, the Society adjourned.

CHARTER 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Whereas, it is conductive to the public good of a State, to 
encourage such institutions as have for their object to 
collect and preserve the memorials of its founders and 
benefactors, as well as the historical evidences of its 
progress in settlement and population, and in the arts, 
improvements, and institutions which distinguish a 
civilized community, and to transmit the same for the 
instruction and benefit of future generations: 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of 
Illinois^ represented in the General Assembly^ That Wm. H. 
Brown, William B. Ogden, J. Young Scammon, Mason 
Brayman, Mark Skinner, Geo. Manierre, John H. Kinzie, 
J. V. Z. Blaney, E. I. Tinkham, J. D. Webster, W. A. 
Smallwood, V. H. Higgins, N. S. Davis, Charles H. Ray, 
S. D. Ward, M. D. Ogden, F. Scammon, E. B. McCagg, 
and William Barry, all of the City of Chicago, who have 
associated for the purpose aforesaid, be and are hereby 
formed into and constituted a body politic and corporate, 
by the name of the **Chicago Historical Society," and 
that they and their successors, and such others as shall be 
legally elected by them as their associates, shall be and 
continue a body politic and corporate, by that name, 
forever. 

Sec. 2. Said Society shall have power to elect a Pres- 
ident, and all necessary officers, and shall have one com- 
mon seal, and the same may break, change and renew at 
pleasure; and, as a body politic and corporate, by the name 
aforesaid, may sue and be sued, and prosecute and defend 
suits, both in law and equity, to final judgment and exe- 
cution. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall have power to make 
all orders and by-laws for governing its members and 
property, not repugnant to the laws of this State; and may 
expel, disfranchise, or suspend any member, who, by his 
misconduct, shall be rendered unworthy, or who shall 
neglect or refuse to observe the rules and by-laws of this 
Society. 

Sec. 4. The said Society may, from time to time. 
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establish rules for electing officers and members, and also 
times and places for holding meetings; and is hereby em- 
powered to take and hold real or personal estate, by gift, 
grant, devise, or purchase, or otherwise, and the same, or 
any part thereof, to alien and convey. 

Sec. 5. The said Society shall have power to elect 
corresponding and honorary members thereof, in the various 
parts of this State and of the several United States, and 
also in foreign countries, at their discretion: Provided^ 
however, that the number of resident members of said 
Society shall never exceed sixty; and William H. Brown, or 
any other person named in this act, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to notify and call together the first meeting 
of said Society; and the same Society, when met, shall agree 
upon a method for calling further meetings, and may have 
power to adjourn from time to time, as may be found 
necessary. 

Sec. 6. Members of the Legislature of this State, in 
either branch, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
officers of State, shall and may have free access to said 
Society's library and cabinet. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 



Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of 
Illinois^ represented in the General Assembly^ That section 
five (5) of the act, to which this is an amendment, be so 
amended that said Society shall have power to increase the 
number of its resident members, from time to time, to any 
number that shall by it be deemed expedient. 

Sec 2. The said Society shall have power to borrow 
money and mortgage its real estate to secure the same, to 
an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be 
used in completing and paying for the buildings now in 
process of erection on the real estate of said Society. And 
the real estate and property of said Society shall be exempt 
from taxation. 

Sec 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED 



APPROVED FEBRUARY 7, 1857. 
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CONSTITUTION 



Adopted, 1856. 
Revised, November 29, i870. 
Amended January 16, 1883. 
Again Revised, November 21, 1893. 

ARTICLE I. 

NAME AND OBJECTS. 



This society shall be called the CHICAGO HIS- 
TORICAL SOCIETY. 

Its objects shall be to institute and encourage historical 
inquiry, to collect and preserve the materials of history, 
and to spread historical information, especially concerning 
the Northwestern States. 



Section 1. This Society shall be composed of Life, 
Annual, Honorary, and Corresponding members, all of 
whom shall be elected by ballot only at a regular meeting 
of the Society, and only upon the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee, unless, by unanimous consent, they 
shall be elected by a viva-voce vote cast at a regular meet- 
ing by twenty legally-qualified voters. Three adverse bal- 
lots or three dissenting votes shall reject the candidate. 

Sec. 2. The dues for membership shall be as follows: 
For Life-membership, five hundred dollars; and for Annual 
membership, twenty-five dollars per annum; the first year's 
dues being payable within one month after election to mem- 
bership, and notice of such election. 

Sec. 3. The right to bold office and vote, and to take 
any part in the proceedings of the Society, shall be accorded 
to and may be exercised only by the members of the two 
classes first hereinbefore named. 



Section 1. The officers of the Society shall consist of 
a President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, and an 
Executive Committee, consisting of the President of the 
Society, ex-officio, who shall be the chairman thereof, and 
eight others, all of which aforenamed officers shall be mem- 
bers of the Society, and also a Treasurer, a Librarian, and 
a Secretary.

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Sec. 2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall be 
elected by ballot at the annual meetings for one year, and 
shall respectively remain in office until the election of their 
successors. 

They shall perform such duties as are common to such 
officers or as maybe prescribed in the By-Laws. Vacancies 
occurring from any cause in any of these offices may be 
filled by ballot at any special meeting, notice of such elec- 
tion being given in the notice of such meeting. 

Sec. 3 The Executive Committee shall be chosen by 
ballot at the annual meetings, two members of which shall, 
from the time of the first election hereunder, hold their office 
until the next annual election of officers; two of them until 
the second such election; two of them until the third such 
election; and two of them until the fourth such election. 
The terms for which the first members so chosen at the first 
election shall hold their office, shall be determined by lot 
immediately after such election. 

Sec. 4. At each annual meeting thereafter there shall 
be elected by ballot two persons to fill the places vacant by 
the expiration of the term of those heretofore elected as 
members of the Executive Committee, and of those who 
shall hereafter be elected such members. 

On the expiration of the term of any of the members of 
said committee, their successors shall be elected by ballot 
for the term of four years. 

Vacancies in the Executive Committee during an unex- 
pired term, caused by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or inability to act, may be filled by a majority of the 
remaining members of said committee, until the succeeding 
annual election, at which time such vacancies shall be 
filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as mem- 
bers of said committee are elected for the full term of 
their office. 

Sec 6. The Executive Committee, constituted above, 
shall alone hold, manage, administer, and control all the 
money, property, effects, and affairs of the Society: and 
said committee may appoint a Treasurer, a Librarian, a 
Secretary, and such assistants and employes in the service 
of the Society as to said committee may seem fit; and may 
prescribe the duties and fix the compensation of such offi- 
cers, assistants and employes, and said committee may 
make investments of th« Society's funds, provided that no 
fund bequeathed to or held by the Society for a specific 
purpose shall be appropriated to or used for any other pur- 
pose, and provided further that said committee shall not 
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incur any liability on the part of said Society in any one 
year which shall exceed its annual income; and it shall be 
the duty of said committee to make an aonual report to the 
Society of all its acts and doings. 



Section 1. The annual meeting for the election of 
officers and the transaction of other business relating to the 
affairs of the Society shall be held on the third Tuesday of 
November in each year» and the fiscal year of the Society 
shall begin with each such annual meeting and end on the 
following annual meeting thereof. 

Sec. 9. The regular meetings shall be held at such 
times and conducted in such manner as shall be prescribed 
in the By-Laws and directed by the Executive Committee, 
provided no such regular meeting shall occur at the same 
time with the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meetings not less than twenty 
members having the right to vote, and at the special busi- 
ness meetings not less than ten such members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

Sec 4. Special meetings and special business meet- 
ings may be called by the President, or, in case of his ab- 
sence, by one of the Vice-Presidents, of which due notice 
shall be given at least two days beforehand. 



This Constitution may be altered by a two-third vote 
at any annual or special business meeting; provided that 
not less than twenty members having the right to vote shall 
be present when such vote is taken; and provided, further, 
that the printed or written proposition to so alter shall have 
been submitted at a previous annual or special business 
meeting, and that notice of the proposed amendment or 
amendments shall also have been given in the notice of the 
meeting at which it shall finally be acted upon.

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 



Art. I. Sec. I. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
and call such special meetings and special business meet- 
ings as he may deem necessary, or as he may, in writing, 
be requested to call by five members of the Society. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties 
of the President in the case of the absence of the Presi- 
dent from the meetings of the Society or from Chicago. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee may adopt such 
rules for their own action not in conflict with the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws of the Society, as they may find 
most convenient and necessary. 

Sec 4. All nominations to membership shall be 
submitted to the Executive Committee, and reported 
upon by them to the Society. 



IL Section 1. The regular meetings of the Soci- 
ety shall be held on the third Tuesday of each of the fol- 
lowing named months, to-wit: January, April and 
October. 

Sec 2. The annual meeting shall be held on the 
third Tuesday of November, the precise hour in the case 
of this and all other meetings of the Society being desig- 
nated by the President and stated in the notice of the 
meeting. 

Sec 3. The exercises of the regular and special 
meetings of the Society shall be under the direction of 
the Executive Committee, and in general conformity 
with the objects of the Society. 

Sec 4. The order of business at the special busi- 
ness meetings of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceeding bus- 
iness meeting. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Deferred business. 

6. New business. 



MEETINGS. 




Sec. S. The order of business at the annual meet- 
ing of the Society shall be as follows:

5. Election of new members.

III. Section 1. The dues of the annual members 
of the Society shall be payable annually in advance on 
the third Tuesday of November in each year. 

Sec. 2. Should the dues of any member remain 
unpaid for the space of one month, the Executive Com- 
mittee shall notify him in writing, that unless his dues 
are paid within one month from the date of such notice 
his membership shall cease, and unless such dues are 
paid pursuant to such notice, or such default is accounted 
for to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, such 
person shall thereupon cease to be a member of the 
Society. 



IV. The By-Laws in whole or in part may be sus- 
pended during any special business or annual meeting, 
by vote of a majority of the members present at any such 
meeting. The By-Laws may be amended on the same 
conditions prescribed for amending the Constitution.

At the appointed hour Acting President Head 
called the meeting to order and announced that a quorum 
was present, and that the first order of business was the 
reading of the minutes of the last annual meeting.

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FUNDS. 



The Society's Funds consist of six special funds and 
a general fund. 

The Henry D. Gilpin Fund ($65,416.93, as per 
their report) is under the exclusive care and manage- 
ment of trustees appointed under the will of Henry D. 
Gilpin. The income from this fund, as paid to the So- 
ciety by said trustees, is applied entirely to the main- 
tenance of the Gilpin Library. The vacancies in the 
board of trustees caused by the death of trustees Burley, 
Willing and Yoe, have been filled by the recent appoint- 
ment by the Superior Court of Cook County, of Clar- 
ence A. BuRLEY, Walter L. Fisher and Erskine M. 
Phelps, who, with Eugene H. Fishburn and the Presi- 
dent and first Vice-President of the Society, ex offictis, 
constitute the present trustees. A full statement of this 
fund is given in the report of these trustees, presented 
herewith on pages 239 and 240. 

The Jonathan Burr Fund consists of a legacy of 
$2,000 from the late Jonathan Burr, the income to be 
used to help defray the expenses of printing the So- 
ciety's publications. It is invested in twenty-one lots in 
the Town of Calumet, acquired in settlement of a note 
of Alice L. M. Trowbridge, secured by trust deed on 
said lots.

MEETINGS. 



Since the last annual meeting the following quarterly 
and special meetings of the Society have been held. 

January 19, 1904, the Hon. David McCuUoch, of 
Peoria, 111., addressed the Society at a regular quarterly 
meeting on **Early Days of Chicago and Peoria." The 
speaker gave much valuable and interesting information 
of the period when Chicago was in Peoria County. 

At a special meeting held February 16, 1904, Messrs. 
Addison Ballard and Frank W. Smith entertained the 
members of the Society and its guests by an address on 
"Early Chicago*' and the presentation of several hundred 
stereopticon views of Chicago scenes before the Great 
Fire. 

On February 29, 1904, a joint meeting of the Chicago 
Historical Society, the Chicago Bar Association, and the 
John Marshall Law School was held in the Chicago His- 
torical Society's building in honor of the memory of the 
Honorable John Nelson Jewett, LL. D., late president 
of this Society, dean of said Law School, and a former 
president of the Bar Association. Addresses were de- 
livered by Hon. Peter S. Grosscup, Mr. Stephen S. Greg- 
ory and Mr. Edward T. Lee. 

At a special meeting of the Society, held March 10, 
1904, Col. John Snider Cooper entertained and instructed 
an appreciative audience by an address on * 'Russia and 
the United States in the Civil War." 

Mr. Walter H. Page, New York, editor of The 
World's Work^ addressed a special meeting of the So- 
ciety, March 22, 1904. His subject was **What time has 
taught us about Southern Problems," and his treatmenf 
of it was marked by historic insight and freedom from 
prejudice. 
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May 5, 1904, Prof. James Alton James, of North- 
western University, addressed a special meeting of the 
Society on the subject: **Some Phases of French Dip- 
lomatic Policy in America during Washington's Second 
Administration/* Prof. James gave the results of recent 
investigation of materials in the French Archives. 

Mr. William Radebaugh addressed the Society and 
its guests at a special meeting held May 19, 1904, on the 
subject of **The Boundary Line between Illinois and 
Wisconsin.*' The speaker discussed the causes of the 
agitation to change the boundary line and the causes of 
the failure of the project. 

Besides the meetings held under the auspices of this 
Society, the Executive Committee has from time to time 
granted certain other organizations the use of the So- 
ciety's Building. 

On February 12, 1904, the German-American His- 
torical Society of Illinois held its fourth annual meeting 
in the Lecture Hall. Prof. J. Hanno Deiler, of Tulane 
University, New Orleans, gave an exceedingly interest- 
ing address on the subject: **Count de Leon, Duke of 
Jerusalem, and the Colony of Germantown in Louis- 
iana." 

The North Central History Teachers Association 
held a session of their annual convention in the Read- 
ing-Room, on the evening of March 25, 1904, at which 
Mr. William Radebaugh, of the Chicago Normal School, 
read a paper on **The Disputed Boundary between Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin. ' ' 

The Geographical Society of Chicago has held its 
meetings this year, as last, in the Lecture Hall of the His- 
torical Society's Building. The following is the program 
of its meetings:

According to their pro- 
gram as now adopted, a Reception for the Association's 
members and those of the American Economic Associa- 
tion, and the members of the Chicago Historical Society 
and its guests, will be held in this Society's Building on 
the evening of Wednesday, December 28th. This will 
doubtless be the occasion of a notable assembling under 
our roof of historians, savants and scholars of interna- 
tional repute; and if your Committee is able to carry out 
its present plans, there will be on exhibition, original 
manuscripts, documents and other materials of history 
such as are rarely assembled in one building, and will ex- 
cite the admiration and increase the knowledge of all 
who are privileged to see them.

During the same time seven annual members have re- 
signed, and death has taken from us one honorary life 
member, six life members, eight annual members and 
four corresponding members. 

During this year also there have been reported the 
death of one honorary life member, two honorary and 
fifteen corresponding members that had occurred prior to 
the last Annual Report. 
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The following is a summary of the present member- 
ship by classes: 



The constantly and rapidly growing list of those who 
have passed from among us has been increased during 
the year by the addition of eighteen new names, includ- 
ing that of the Society's late President, whose zealous 
labors in its behalf had accomplished much for its wel- 
fare, and whose death is sincerely mourned. 

John Nelson Jewett, late president of the Society, 
annual member from i869 to 1879, and from 1896 to the 
time of his death, died of heart failure January 14, 1904, 
at his residence, 412 Dearborn Avenue. Born in Pal- 
myra, Maine, in 1827, Mr. Jewett lived 76 years. In 
1845 he came with his father's family to Wisconsin. He 
entered Bowdoin College a year later and graduated in 
1850. He was admitted to the bar in Wisconsin, 1853, 
practiced three years in Galena and settled permanently 
in Chicago in 1856. He first entered the office of Judge 
Van H. Higgins, but the next year became a member of 
the firm of Scates, McAllister, Jewett & Peabody. After 
this firm was dissolved in 1867, he practiced alone for 
twenty years, when his two sons became associated with 
him. In the early 70s he became the Attorney-in-Chief 
of the Illinois Central Railroad Co., which position he 
held for several years. In 1881 he became the General 
Attorney for the Chicago Gas Light & Coke Co., and as 
such took part in many of the leading cases growing out 
of the consolidation of the gas companies. Space does 
not permit the enumeration of the many important cases 
in which he was engaged. In 1870 he was elected State 
Senator and served two years, but with this exception 
he could never be induced to accept office of any sort, 
either political or judicial, though urged by his friends 
again and again to do so. It is well known that he might 
have been a Justice of the Federal Supreme Bench but 
he refused to accept the appointment. Although the

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eighth President of the Society, he might well be called 
its second founder, for in the words of the memorial 
resolutions adopted by the Executive Committee: **He 
found the Society dormant, its finances disturbed, and 
its records in chaos; he left its work systematized and in 
active progress, - its trust funds intact and productive. 
The disaster that threatened at the beginning of his 
presidency has yielded to his mastery, and solvency and 
prosperity have been established in its stead." 

It is a pleasure to add the fact that since Mr. 
Jewett's death his widow has become a life member, 
and his only surviving son an annual member of the 
Society. 

Augustus Harris Burley, associate member from 
1858 to 1869, and annual member since 1869, died at his 
home, 254 Dearborn Avenue, November 27, 1903, at the 
age of 84 years. Mr. Burley was bom at Exeter, N. 
H., and came to Chicago in 1837, at the age of 13 years. 
He began business with his half-brother, Stephen F. 
Gale, dealer in books and stationery, in which firm he 
soon became a partner, but in 1857 he sold his interests 
and became one of the founders of the Merchants' Loan 
and Trust Company, of which he was a director from its 
organization until his death, an unbroken service of 46 
years. He was the organizer of the first company for 
rescuing and preserving property at fires from which has 
grown the present Insurance Patrol. When the Civil 
War began Mr. Burley was made president of the first 
Citizen's Committee and as president of the County 
Board secured the payment of $30,000 by the County in 
aid of military recruits. He was a member of the Board 
of Public Works from 1867 to 1879, was the first Super- 
intendent of Lincoln Park in 1869, and was a member of 
the legislature from 1870 to 1872. He was City Comp- 
troller under Mayor Medill 1872 to 1874, and again under 
Mayor Heath 1876 to 1878. His financial ability 
and well known conservatism and integrity caused him to 
be often chosen by the courts to settle estates. He con- 
tributed $250 towards the Society's Building erected in 
1868, was treasurer in 1880 and Trustee of the Gilpin 
Fund for 23 years, until the time of his death. Mr. 
Burley was deeply interested in the affairs of the So- 
ciety and will be greatly missed by its officers and mem- 
bers. His son has during the year become an annual 
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member of the Society, and has been appointed his suc- 
cessor as a Trustee of the Gilpin Fund. 

Elias Taylor Watkins, annual member from 1869 
to 1895, and life member since 1895, died at his home, 
Rush and Huron Streets, December 16, 1903, from the 
result of a fall. Mr. Watkins was born at Milton-on-the- 
Hudson, 1816, and was 87 years old at the time of his 
death. He came to Chicago in 1848, and was identified 
with many of the enterprises, both private and public, by 
which the city has been developed. He was a director 
of the Merchants' Loan and Trust Company from its 
organization till his death; was associated with Volentine 
C. Turner in the North Chicago City Railway Company in 
1859; was the organizer of the Chicago Gas Light & Coke 
Company and its president till the formation of the 
present gas company. In 1888 he was made president of 
the Chicago Edison Company. Mr. Watkins was deeply 
interested in the work of the Society, served on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee from 1874 to 1879, contributed $500 
toward the building erected in 1868, and $100 toward the 
one erected in 1877, and in his last will and testament 
bequeathed to the Society the sum of $5,000, prescribing 
with characteristic generosity that the inheritance tax 
should be paid out of his estate. 

Hiram Williams Beckwith, corresponding member 
since 1879, died of Bright 's disease at St. Luke's Hos- 
pital in this city, December 22, 1903. Mr. Beckwith 
was 72 years old and had been prominent as a lawyer for 
more than half a century. From 1856 to 1861 he was a 
partner of Abraham Lincoln. Few men were so well and 
favorably known among the old lawyers of the State. 
He was president of the board of trustees of the State 
Historical Library at Springfield, and vice-president of 
the State Historical Society. For a year before his 
death he had been working as editor of a concise histor- 
ical record of the State provided for by the last session of 
the legislature. The first volume had been published and 
the second volume was ready for the press at the time of 
his death. 

RuFUS Blanchard, annual member, 1877-8, and 
corresponding member since 1888, died suddenly at his home 
in Wheaton, 111., January 3, 1904. Mr. Blanchard was 
born in Lyndeboro, N. H., 1821, and was consequently 
82 years old. Mr. Blanchard began business as a map- 
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maker in New York, in partnership with Charles Morse^ 
a brother of the inventor of the telegraph. In 1850 Mr. 
Blanchard came to Chicago and engaged in the business 
of map-making. He was the first man here to make 
momited and colored maps, and early gained a reputation 
as an expert map-maker which ere long became world- 
wide. While map-making was the business of Mr. 
Blanchard, he was no less known as a historian. His 
chief works were **The Political History of the United 
States,*' **The History of Illinois,*' * 'Romance of Abra- 
ham Lincoln," **Discovery and Conquests of the North- 
west, with the History of Chicago. ' ' Mr. Blanchard was a 
valuable friend of the Society and gave to its collections 
copies of his books and maps, and many other valuable 
articles. 

Christoph Hotz, annual member since 1900, died at 
his home, 537 North State Street, January 12, 1904, of 
heart failure. Mr. Hotz was bom in Wertheim-on-the- 
Main, in the Grand Duchy of Baden, January 25, 1842, 
and was almost 62 years old at the time of his death. 
While a mere boy Mr. Hotz decided to become a civil 
engineer and entered the engineering college of Karls- 
ruhe, from which he graduated. There he met Peter 
Schuttler, and later became his partner in business and 
afterward married his sister. After graduation Mr. Hotz 
was employed for a time by Sulzer Brothers, manufac- 
turers of steam engines, Winterthur, Switzerland, but 
in 1866, at the urgent request of Peter Schuttler then in 
Chicago, he came to this City and became a member of 
the firm of Schuttler & Hotz, wagon makers, which be- 
came one of the largest of the kind in the west. Mr. 
HoTZ was identified with various political and public in- 
stitutions. He was appointed by Mayor Swift a member 
of the first Civil Service Commission; in 1899 he was 
elected a trustee of the Sanitary District on the citizen's 
ticket; he was a director of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank and of Lewis Institute. He was a member of 
the Commercial Club and of the Germania Maenner- 
chor. 

George Marquis Bogue, life member since 1870, 
died at his home in Hinsdale, 111., December 30, 1903. 
Mr. Bogue was bom at Norfolk, N. Y., January 21, 
1841, came to Chicago in 1855, and had been identified 
with the real estate business since 1867. He was prom-

inent in the Republican party and was a member of the 
National Convention in 1876. He was appointed by- 
Governor CuUom Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner, and in 1883 was elected arbitrator of the West- 
ern Railway pool. Resigning this in 1887 he has since 
devoted his attention to his extensive real estate in- 
terests. 

Frederick Hampden Winston, annual member 
1873-83, and life member since 1893, died at Magnolia 
Springs, Florida, Feb. 19, 1904, at the age of 73 years. 
Mr. Winston was born in Liberty Co., Georgia, Novem- 
ber 20, 1830. He studied law in the office of U. S. Sen- 
ator William C. Dawson, and later took a course in Har- 
vard University, where he graduated in 1852. He came 
to Chicago in 1853 and formed a partnership with Nor- 
man B. Judd. As a lawyer Mr. Winston stood high. 
He was fifteen years general solicitor for the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad Company. He was 
sixteen years a member and several terms President of 
the Board of Lincoln Park Commissioners, and in his 
successive administrations the park was greatly enlarged 
and beautified. In 1886 he was appointed by President 
Cleveland Minister to Persia, and remained two years 
abroad in that capacity. Ten years ago he retired from 
active practice of law, but retained his large real estate 
interests. Mr. Winston has been long interested in the 
work of the Society, and gave $1,000 toward the erection 
of the Society's present home. 

Jesse Spalding, life member since 1867, died at his 
residence, 1709 Prairie Avenue, March 17, 1904. Mr. 
Spalding was born at Bradford, Pa., April 15, 1837. 
His early life was spent on a farm. He came west in 
1860, and established a lumber business in Chicago. His 
first large contract here was the building of Camp Doug- 
las. He was one of the leaders in rebuilding Chicago 
after the fire. In 1883 he was appointed Collector of 
the Port of Chicago, and in 1899 Commissioner for the 
Union Pacific Railroad. In 1899 he was President of 
the Union Traction Co. He was a prominent member 
of the Union League, Washington Park and Chicago 
Clubs, and a faithful friend of this Society. 

Frances Skinner Willing, annual member since 
1894, died in Pasadena, California, May 10, 1904. Mrs. 
Willing had been an invalid for many years, yet her 
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death came as a surprise to her friends, for it was thought 
that the coast climate had benefited her. Mrs. Will- 
ing was known for her many charitable deeds, and in 
every work that tended toward the betterment of society. 
She will be greatly missed by those interested in such 
work in Chicago. Mrs. Willing was a daughter of the 
late Mark Skinner, and the widow of Henry J. Willing, 
both of whom had been Honorary Life members of this 
Society and its generous benefactors. She emulated 
their example by contributing $1,000 toward the erection 
of the Society's present home, and she was deeply in- 
terested in the Society's work. 

George S. Knapp, corresponding member since 
1886, died of typhoid fever May 11, 1904, at the home of 
Mr. J. P. Wiggen, 39th Street and Langley Avenue. 
Mr. Knapp was 64 years old, and had spent much of his 
life in collecting historical relics. Recently he gave his 
entire collection to the City of Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
where a building had been erected for their installment 
and exhibition. 

George Lincoln Dunlap, life member since 1869, 
died in Paris, France, May 12, 1904. Mr. Dunlap was 
bom in Brunswick, Maine, 1828, and at the age of 20 
years he entered the employ of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad Company. In 1851 he transferred to the New 
York and Erie Railroad, and six years later to the Chi- 
cago and North Western, of which system he eventually 
became president. Mr. Dunlap was well known in Chi- 
cago, and almost as well known in Paris. He was for 
many years a vestryman of St. James Episcopal Church, 
and contributed liberally to the Old People's Home. 
He early became interested in the work of this Society. 
He served on the Executive Committee from 1876 to 
1895; contributed $100 toward the building erected in 
1868, and $250 toward the one erected in 1877. 

Ralph Nelson Isham, annual member since 1879, 
died of cancer of the stomach. May 28, 1904, at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. A. L. Farwell, of Lake Forest,* 
111. Dr. Isham was born at Mannheim, N. Y., March 
16, 1831. He graduated in medicine at Bellevue Hos- 
pital Medical College in 1854, and after spending a year 
as house physician came to Chicago in 1855. In 1859 he 
joined with others in the organization, of what is now the 
Medical Department of the Northwestern University and 
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accepted the chair of Surgical Anatomy in the institu- 
tion. During the Civil War he served as a member of 
the Sanitary Commission, and was in charge of the 
Marine Hospital at Chicago. He twice went south with 
supplies and doctors, and on the first occasion he was in 
the battle of Shiloh. 

Levi Zeigler Leiter, life member from 1864 to 1883, 
honorary life member since 1883, and a member of the 
Executive Committee since 1871, died of heart failure at 
his summer home at Bar Harbor, Me., June 9, 1904. Mr. 
Leiter was bom at Leitersburg, Maryland, 1834, of 
wealthy parents, and came to Chicago at the age of 
twenty. He entered the employ of Downs & Van Wyck, 
and two years later changed to that of Cooley, Wads- 
worth & Co., of which firm he soon became a member. 
In 1865 he and Mr. Marshall Field bought a controlling 
interest in the dry goods business of Potter Palmer, and 
the firm soon became Field, Leiter & Co. In 1881 he 
retired from the firm. Mr. Leiter made the greater 
part of his large fortune in Chicago real estate, in which 
he invested heavily while engaged in the dry goods bus- 
iness. But he did not sit down to wait. He was part of 
almost every large business venture, as he was of every 
movement to improve the city. He was the first pres- 
ident of the Commercial Club, a well known member of 
the Union League, Washington Park and Iroquois Clubs, 
once president of the Art Institute, and one of the men 
who made possible its present home; forty years a mem- 
ber of this Society and thirty-three years a member of the 
Executive Committee; contributed the entire expense of 
publishing Volumes 1, 2 and 3 of the Society's collections; 
gave $250 toward the building erected in 1877; $2,500 
toward canceling the Society's debt, and $6,000 toward 
the present building*. Few men have taken a greater 
interest in the Society, been more valued as members or 
given so liberally of their time and means to its work. In 
commemoration of Mr. Leiter's many benefactions the 
Executive Committee adopted and ordered spread upon 
the Society's records memorial resolutions of gratitude 
and of sorrow for his death. 

Nathan Smith Davis, one of the three surviving 
incorporators, and an annual member from 1856 to 1860, 
and from 1890 to the time of his death, died at his home, 
291 Huron Street, June 16, 1904, aged 88 years. Dr. 
Davis was bom in Chenango County, New York, January 
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9, 1817, and graduated in medicine at the age of twenty 
years. Within ten years he had won great prominence by 
his technical papers and pamphlets. In 1846 he began 
the work of forming a national medical association, in 
which he was successful and was twice honored by it with 
the ofiBce of president. In 1849 Dr. Davis came to Chi- 
cago, when the city was still under the influence of the 
cholera plague of 1848. He gave his attention imme- 
diately to public sanitation and advocated a sewerage 
system and a supply of pure water. With his own means 
he established in a small way what is now Mercy 
Hospital; he organized the medical society of the 
City and of the State; held many professorships in Rush 
and the Chicago Medical College, and was editor of 
numerous technical journals. He achieved an interna- 
tional reputation, and perhaps no one has done so much 
as he to raise the standard of medical learning in the 
West. 

George Hinman Laflin, annual member since 1897> 
died at his summer home at Pittsfield, Mass., July 20, 
1904, of heart failure. Mr. Laflin was bom in Canton, 
Conn., January 9, 1828, and came to Chicago in 1837 
with his father Matthew Laflin, one of the pioneer real 
estate men of Chicago. He had seen Chicago grow from 
a village of a few hundred to a city of two millions popu- 
lation. Perhaps no man in Chicago had a more extensive 
and accurate knowledge of the change of real estate val- 
ues in the city than he had. Mr. Laflin presented to 
the Society a bronze medallion portrait of his father, and 
his heirs, following in his footsteps, have honored the 
Society by tendering to it a life size marble bust of Mr. 
Laflin, by Leonard W. Volk. 

Oscar W. Collet, corresponding member from 
1890 to the time of his death, died in St. John's Hospital, 
St. Louis, Mo., July 23, 1904. Mr. Collet was bom in 
Edwardsville, Illinois, August 4, 1821. His education was 
received in St. Louis University. That he distinguished 
himself as a student is shown by the fact that he was 
chosen to deliver the address of welcome when Daniel 
Webster visited the University. Shortly after leaving 
college he visited Europe and was presented to Pope 
Gregory by Bishop Van de Velde of Chicago. It is im- 
possible to say when Mr. Collet's fondness for historic 
studies began. He wrote for almost every historical 
magazine published in America, and corresponded with 
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almost every writer of history, giving unstintingly of his 
knowledge. He was at one time assistant editor of the 
Magazine of American History ^ but his best work was 
done in connection with the Missouri Historical Society, 
of which he was one of the originators, and for some time 
nearly its whole vitality. He was its Secretary and Cus- 
todian for more than twenty years, devoting his whole 
time to its furtherance. He bequeathed his unpublished 
works to the St. Louis University. One of these is a com- 
plete index of the marriages, births and deaths, arranged 
alphabetically, from the registers of the Cathedral and 
Carondelet, from 1768 to 1838. Another is a Study of 
LaSalle, which the University proposes to publish soon. 
His last work was the splendid exhibit which the Missouri 
Historical Society sent to the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition. In his writings Mr. Collet's eighty years en- 
abled him to speak as a contemporary chronicler quite as 
much as an investigator. 

John McGregor Adams, annual member from 1879 to 
1894, and life member since 1894, died at his home in 
Highland Park, September 17, 1904, after a protracted 
illness, at the age of 72 years. He was a native of Maine 
whence he enlisted for the Civil War. At the close of the 
war he came to Chicago and entered the employ of Jes- 
sup, Kennedy & Co. In 1867 he associated himself with 
the late John Crerar, one of this Society's most liberal 
friends and benefactors, in forming the firm of Crerar, 
Adams & Co., whose surviving partners retain the firm 
name although both of the founders are dead. In 1869 
Mr. Adams established the Adams & Westlake Co., and 
was its president until the time of his death. In many 
wa3rs Mr. Adams aided in the development of Chicago. 
At one time he was president of over thirty different or- 
ganizations, most of which were of a philanthropic 
character. 

John Balderston Kirk, annual member since 1894, 
died of pneumonia in New York, November 1, 1904. Mr. 
Kirk was born in Utica, New York, November 6, 1842. 
He had planned to enter medical college when his father 
decided to settle in Chicago. That he might understand 
his father's business he took a thorough course in chem- 
istry. After a short apprenticeship he was made partner 
in the firm of James S. Kirk & Co. His financial ability 
received recognition when in 1880 he was elected Vice- 
President of the American Exchange National Bank of 
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Chicago, and in 1890 President of the same institution. 
He had served for many years on the Board of Trustees 
of the Northwestern University, in which institution he 
established the **Kirk Prize" for the encouragement of 
oratory. He was best known for his unostentatious char- 
ities. He was a member of the Union League, Union, 
Chicago and other clubs. 



DONATIONS. 



The Executive Committee is glad to report that 
a constantly widening circle of friends continue to con- 
tribute liberally to the Society's collections. The total 
number of gifts during the year exceeds 2,500. In the 
appended List of Donors (Pages 246-256) will be found 
an alphabetical list of persons and institutions who 
have generously remembered the Society, and a tab- 
ulated statement of articles given.

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Mrs. T. Mauro Garrett presented a framed pho- 
togn^aph of her husband, the late T. Mauro Garrett, a 
benefactor of the Society. 

A large framed engraving by Sartain, entitled **Men 
of Progress American Inventors," was given to the 
Society by Mrs. Cyrus Hall McCormick.

A hand loom of the Pueblo Indians and a model of 
an old log tavern, were given by Mr. Wiluam Walls. 

Mr. Clarence A. Burley presented a picture of the 
disaster occasioned by the flood in the Chicago River, 
March 12, 1849; 23 stereoscopic views of ruins of the 
Chicago Fire; a framed photograph of Gen. Grant and 
Staff; a medal made at the Interstate Industrial Exposi- 
tion of Chicago, October, 1873, and a memorial of the 
Great Fire; all found among the effects of his father, the 
late Augustus H. Burley. 

Fire-trumpet and helmet made from the metal of 
the Court House bell, destroyed in the fire of October, 
1871, given by Mr Dudley Wilkinson. 

The Fire Department of the City of Chicago, 
through Chief William H. Musham and Mr. Thomas 
Buckley, presented to the Society's collections the 
following articles: photographic portrait of Chief U. P.

Harris, elaborately framed and decorated with gilded 
models of early types of fire engines, hosecarts, hooks, 
ladders, hydrants, etc., and enclosed in metal bound 
glass case; photographic portrait of Chief Robert A.

Avenue and Congress Street; diploma presented to Chi- 
cago Fire Department at the First National Firemen's 
Tournament at Dexter Park, Chicago, September 3-7, 
1878; oil painting (3ix4 ft.) of *'Cook Fire,** 1857, Lake 
and South Water Streets, east of State Street; memorial 
(2ix3i ft.) of Carter H. Harrison, Mayor (1893); fire- 
man's shirt, handsomely framed under glass, formerly 
worn by the late George H. Laflin, as a member of Red 
Jacket Volunteer Engine Company No. 4; large framed 
view (4i^x9 ft.) of fire ruins, with photographic portraits 
of the entire City Fire Department (372 portraits) in 
1876. 

The Hon. James R. Mann, member of Congress, pre- 
sented to the Society a framed copy of the Act of Con- 
gress declaring the tunnels under the Chicago River ob- 
structions to navigation, and the pen with which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed the same. 

Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr. presented to the Society an 
etching of the Hon. David Davis, of Illinois; side arm 
worn by * 'Columbian Guards'' of the World's Columbian 
Exposition; a collection of colonial currency, 31 cam- 
paign badges, buttons, etc., and tickets to the Republi- 
can National Convention, June 21, 1904, also a collection 
of Lincoln medals and 24 plates of World's Fair scenes to 
accompany **The Book of the Builders." 

From Mr. Franklin H. Head the Society received 
108 photographic plates of the United States Geological 
Exploration along the Fortieth Parallel. 

Mr. Thomas A. O'Shaughnessy presented to the So- 
ciety a water color picture of the old church at Cahokia, 
Illinois. 

A large ambrotype view of the S. E. Corner of Clark 
and Monroe Streets, taken in 1858. was received from 
Mr. Thomas Buckley, Secretary of the Volunteer Fire- 
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men's Organization, of Engine Company No. 10, and of 
Chicago Fire Department. 

Mrs. Caroline Bloodgood Bixby gave crayon por- 
traits of Captain William Whistler and his wife Julia 
Whistler. 

From Mr. C. W. Mann was received a' photographic 
reproduction of an old portrait of Marquette. 

From Mr. George J. Brine the Society received a 
large steel engraving of the late Phiup D. Armour. 

Eleven paste board tickets reading **Good for one 
load. Grant & Perkins." These tickets were used in 
making delivery of fire wood by the firm of which U. S. 
Grant was the senior member. Having come out of the 
Mexican War penniless. Grant settled down on his farm 
— **Hardscrabble" — near St. Louis, with the avowed in- 
tention of becoming **a steady-going farmer.*' To this 
end, in slouch hat and blue overalls he hauled wood ten 
miles to St. Louis and sold it for four dollars a cord. The 
gift of Mr. F. E. Tyler. 

Mr. Henry C. Barnard presented to the Society a 
unique gift — the first piece of irredeemable paper money 
issued by the United States Government, under the Act 
of February 25, 1862 — a Five Dollar * 'Greenback," 
marked **No. 1," **A" and dated March 10, 1862; also a 
brass Anti-Jackson medal used in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1832, representing Jackson as standing in a 
money chest, holding a bag of gold in his left hand, a 
drawn sword in his right; and bearing the motto, **I take 
the responsibility." 

Mr. a. G. Wipperman added to the Society's collec- 
tions a lantern slide view of the Chicago Court House, 
taken in 1865, when the remains of President Lincoln lay 
in state. 

From Mrs. Harriet Hayden Hayes was received a 
photograph of the late Carl Dilg. 

From the heirs of the late James C. Simm, the So- 
ciety received a photograph of Mr. Simm and a portion 
of Mr. Simm's account book, a relic of the great fire. 

Through the kindness of E. E. Sparks, professor of 
history. The University of Chicago, and E. G. Cooley, 
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Superintendent Chicago Public Schools, the Society re- 
ceived a set of fifty lantern slide views of local historical 
scenes prepared under the auspices of the Centennial 
Committee, 1903. 

In the Report of the Librarian special recognition is 
made of many notable gifts of books, maps, manuscripts, 
and other library material. 

By purchase, the Society has added to its collections, 
among other objects, a large etching of Hon. Sidney 
Breese, an engraving of Marshall's portrait of Abraham 
Lincoln, and a lithograph of the amphitheatre in which 
was held the Democratic National Convention of 1864, 
in Chicago.

Applications filed for books record 1,640 volumes speci- 
fically called for, as against 903 volumes last year — a gain 
of 90 per cent. A classification of the applications for 
books shows the relative demand for the different classes 
of works to be as follows,

It will be noticed by comparing these statistics with 
those of last year, that while there is a slight increase in 
the number of readers, the number of visitors to the 
building is considerably less, being 1,264 this year as 
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against 2,133 last. This is due in large measure to the 
fact that last year the revival of interest in local historical 
matters, awakened by the Fort Dearborn Centennial 
Celebration, caused the principals of schools to send here 
large classes of children, in charge of teachers, to view 
the historical paintings and relics. It is to be regretted 
that this interest has not been longer sustained, as there 
have been many expressions of satisfaction with the 
results of these visits on the part of teachers and 
parents, but it is supposed that the crowded curriculum 
is responsible for the suspension of the work. It is the 
intention of your Librarian to take this matter up with 
some of the principals in the coming year, for before 
many years the children in the schools today will be our 
business men, educators, and the supporters of our 
institutions. 

The use of the library by university students was par- 
ticularly noticeable during the summer vacation, when 
frequently representatives of several institutions of learn- 
ing in Illinois and the surrounding states were using the 
library at one time. The assembling of material for 
many theses has been a very interesting part of the year's 
work. However, it is quite evident from the compara- 
tively small general use made of the library that its riches 
are only beginning to be known to the great majority of 
the reading public, and it is a matter of every day ex- 
perience that despite frequent newspaper announce- 
ments to the contrary the impression is still quite gen- 
eral that this library is private, or only open to the pub- 
lic on two days in the week, and that its field is confined 
to Chicago. This condition is by no means peculiar to 
this institution, for it is frequently the experience of ref- 
erence libraries, and is merely a problem to be solved. 
At the recent Conference of Librarians at St. Louis the 
matter of publicity was made the subject of one of its 
most profitable discussions. In a paper entitled **Library 
Extension**, read by L. Stanley Jast, special delegate of 
the Library Association of Great Britain and Ireland to 
the meeting of the American Library Association, Mr. 
Jast advocated as the best means of increasing the use of 
the library, the holding of meetings in the day time, to 
which the public could be invited, and where informal 
talks might be given by librarians and specialists on mat- 
ters of general or local interest, and information given as 
to the scope and particular field of the library in ques- 
tion, and in the use of the various reference works, bibli-

ographies, etc. , These lectures are advertised by means of 
invitations to patrons of the library, and by posters in 
schools, women's clubs, etc., the object being, not to induce 
persons to read who do not care to, but to inform the com- 
munity of students what are the particular fields covered by 
different libraries, so that, as it is said sometimes happens, a 
man desiring a history of Chicago will not make the 
mistake of applying at the John Crerar Library, nor one 
desiring an engineering journal at the Chicago Historical 
Society. This method has been very successfully used in 
the library of which Mr. Jast is the head, and it received 
the indorsement of the Association.

Of the above there have been entered in the Acces- 
sion record 1,560 volumes and pamphlets. The amount 
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expended in the purchase of books, maps, etc. aggregates 
$1,226.50. Probably the most important purchase dur- 
ing the year was from the Hiram W. Beckwith collec- 
tion which contained some excessively rare volumes and 
maps on the Central West, particularly Illinois. A de- 
tailed list of some of the more important accessions from 
all sources will be found at the end of this report. 

The cataloguing of the library has progressed steadily 
throughout the year with the exception of the month of 
September when the cataloguer was given a month's 
vacation. There have been catalogued 2,023 volumes 
for which 5,179 cards have been type-written and filed. 
The total number of cards in the new catalogue at date 
is 12,155. Special catalogues have been made of the fol- 
lowing subjects:

The Index of Portraits having been completed last 
year for all books in the library at that time, there have 
been added only a few hundred entries from late ac- 
cessions. 

The accumulated correspondence of the Society for 
the period from 1896 to date has been systematically ar- 
ranged in books and completely indexed, the indices be- 
ing t3rpe-written and inserted at the backs of their respect- 
ive volumes. This work has been done by the Page 
under the supervision of the Librarian. It may be said 
here that the Page having taken up the study of stenog- 
raphy and type-writing, and being now able to prepare 
indices and lists for the library, is fitted for advancement 
to the position of Assistant Clerk, with some increase of 
salary. 

During the summer the greater portion of the collec- 
tion of Illinois county histories was rebound uniformally 
and very substantially, in dark red Persian morocco with 
especially heavy hinged backs, so that these volumes- 
will now withstand many years of the constant handlings 
to which this very useful class of books is subjected. 

Three special exhibitions were made during the year 
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as follow: February 12th, a collection of Lincolniana 
was shown consisting of manuscripts, daguerreot3rpes, 
portraits, photographs, campaign badges, and many 
articles associated with the life and death of the beloved 
President. The exceedingly interesting manuscripts 
loaned by Mr. C. F. Gunther, recalled the various 
periods of Lincoln's political life in Illinois as postmaster 
in 1835, justice of the peace, attorney, and President of the 
United States. 

March 25, when the Northern Illinois Teachers' As- 
sociation held a meeting in the Society's Building, an 
exhibit was made in the Manuscript-Room of manuscripts 
and printed documents relating to the territorial history 
of lUinois, 1787-1808. 

On Saturday afternoon. May 21, a reception was 
held in the Reading-Room, at which time the contribu- 
tion of this Society to the History Section of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition was displayed. This exhibit, 
which was prepared by a special committee, of which 
Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr. was chairman, consisted of fif- 
teen large photo-facsimilies in sepia tones of paintings, 
manuscripts and documents, five original manuscripts, 
and twenty-six views of the exterior and interior of the 
Society's Building, the whole designed to illustrate the 
exploration of the Mississippi Valley, and the actual 
transfer of the Louisiana Purchase. The entire collection 
was mounted on ivory tinted cards of uniform size 
(16x20 inches), impressed with the seal of the Society in 
sepia ink, with the subject of each picture handsomely 
engrossed below. A separate room in the Anthropology 
Building at the Exposition was assigned to this exhibit, 
and during last month notice was received from Dr. W. 
J. McGee, Chief of the Department of Anthropology, 
that the Society has been awarded the gold medal for 
merit by the Superior Jury of Awards. The awarding of 
this medal came as a surprise, for this Society was the 
only one exhibiting, which sent fac-similies instead of 
original documents and portraits, it being deemed incon- 
sistent with its policy to risk the archives entrusted to its 
care, in a building less secure against fire than its own. 
The exhibit will be returned at the close of the Fair when 
it will be displayed in the Reading-Room. The following

This library was officially represented by its Libra- 
rian in the Conference of the American Library Associa- 
tion, held at St. Louis, October 17th to 22nd. Many new 
ideas in library science were discussed and there were 
many opportunities for bringing this institution in touch 
with other historical libraries. In fact your Librarian had 
the honor of inaug^ating a movement for the much 
needed Association of Librarians of Historical Societies 
as an auxiliary of the American Library Association. 
The visit to the Library of the Missouri Historical Society 
was most interesting as that library is to Missouri what 
this library is to Illinois, namely, a highly specialized col- 
lection of the materials for the history of the locality. A 
plan was there formed for co-operating in the compilation 
of a *'List of Works on the Mississippi Valley in the 
Libraries of That Region," which the Missouri Society 
has already begun under the direction of Mr. Pierre 
Chouteau. 

The last day of the week's leave of absence granted 
the Librarian by the Executive Committee, was spent 
in a pilgrimage to the oldest shrine still extant in Illi- 
nois, U Eglise de la SainteFatnille des Kaoquias, Here, 
canopied under gigantic elms and surrounded by ancient, 
crumbling gravestones, stands this most picturesque and 
curious little structure, a monument to the French regime 
in the Mississippi Valley. 

As there is a strong probability that this interesting 
building may soon be torn down, having been superseded 
as a place of worship by the fine stone structure recently 
erected, a description of its unique architecture may not 
be out of place here. It is built on the stockade plan, 
the walls being formed by large hand-hewn cedar logs, 
set on end in the ground to the depth of six feet and ex- 
tending above ground perhaps eighteen feet. These tim- 
bers incline inward toward the eaves at quite a percep- 
tible angle, so that the walls taper toward the top. The 
spaces between the logs, which are about the size of 
telegraph poles, and are set as closely together as they 
can stand, are filled with cement and broken rocks, thus 
forming an arrow-proof stockade. The interior is lathed 
with hand-split saplings, put on diagonally, thus effect- 
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ively binding the logs together. The exterior is now 
covered with modem weather-boarding which does not 
conceal the graceful lines of the original unique con- 
struction. A letter recently received from a Chicago 
gentleman, who passed through Cahokia by stage coach 
in 1837, says that the logs covered only with their orig- 
inal bark stood exposed at that time. In the belfry 
hangs a bell presented by the first Napoleon. The lines 
of the roof curve upward slightly as they approach the 
eaves, just suggesting pagoda architecture. In the tran- 
septs the original hewn timbers form the floor on which 
have walked the successive disciples of Loyola and of 
the Seminary who have officiated here. 

The early records of the Church having, it is supposed, 
been destroyed by the overflow of the Mississippi in 1844, 
there remains now, as far as known, no documentary evi- 
dence of the date of the building of this church. How- 
ever, it may prove to be the oldest church now standing 
in the Mississippi Valley, and many things attest its early 
origin. It is somewhat significant that the chapel at 
St. Ignace used by Father Marquette was also built of 
cedar posts in the stockade plan and was cruciform. 
Though the church's own records are destroyed we still 
have the journals of the Jesuit missionaries and from them 
the fact has been established that Father Francois Pinet, 
who founded the Guardian Angel Mission at Chicago in 
1696, was also the founder of the Cahokia Mission, and 
this not later than 1700 as will appear from the follow- 
ing. _ 

Father Jacques Gravier in the Journal of his Voy- 
age Down and Up the Mississippi,** says, **I set out on 

the 8th of September, 1700 from [Chicagoue.] After 

having marched four days .... I went ahead with Father 
Marest whom I left sick at the Tamarouha, where Father 
Pinet discharges peaceably all the functions of mission- 
ary, and Mr. Bergier, who gets along very well with us, 
has charge only of the French, and this is a good relief 
for Father Pinet.*** The Tamarouha village alluded to 
was named Cahokia from the neighboring tribe of that 
name. St. Cosme in the Journal of his voyage in 1699 
states that his party, conducted from Chicago by **Mr. de 
Tonty,** were rejoined at Peoria by this same Father Pinet,

who was accustomed to spend his summers at the Chicago 
Mission, and, when the Indians there departed for the fall 
hunt, journeyed southward to labor through the winter 
among his graying Indians at Cahokia. 

In his 'Catholic Missions** Shea states that **in 1704 
Pinet died, having founded the Tamarouha [Cahokia] 
Mission and obtained such benediction of heaven by his 
zeal and labors that his church could not contain the 
crowds that flocked to it.** Dr. J. F. Snyder, President 
of the Illinois State Historical Society, who was bap- 
tized in the old church seventy-three years ago, states in 
a recent letter to the writer, that in his time there was a 
tradition that the first church was erected on the same 
spot in 1712, but if we may believe Shea, Father Pinet 
had a building there in 1704, thus making this spot hal- 
lowed ground for exactly two hundred years. 

The old church is at present used as a school, but 
because the parish is too poor to buy other ground on 
which to erect a new school, the building of the great- 
est antiquity in Illinois is about to be torn down. 
Saddened at this prospect the writer looked about for 
some memento of this ancient landmark and discovered 
an old wrought-iron cross lying against one of the tran- 
septs in a pile of debris. Intimating to the kindly priest 
in charge, her desire for a souvenir, the cross, which is 
over five feet in height, was presented. This relic, 
fashioned into rude fleur-de-lis at the ends, bears evi- 
dence of age and hand-workmanship. It is in the same 
proportions as the wooden cross which now surmounts 
the belfry, but it is probable that it marked one of the 
early graves which cluster close about the transepts. In 
any case it serves to recall an epoch all but vanished, 
when a gentle people held sway in this region whose mis- 
sionary labors made possible the later trading posts. In 
comparing the list of the present parishiners with a manu- 
script *'List of the Heads of Families in Cahokia in 1783, " 
several of the ancient names are found still to survive 
there. A few dollars expended on some minor repairs 
would preserve the modest little structure for another 
hundred years, and would give the school-children, stu- 
dents and artists of several generations opportunity to 
study the architecture and indeed the manners of a day 
when places of worship were at the same time fortifica- 
tions not only against the Evil One but against the un- 
friendly Indian. 
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The sketch of the church by Mr. T. A. O'Shaughnessy, 
reproduced below, and a large photograph in the posses- 
sion of the Society give a good idea of the general 
outlines of the building but convey nothing of the re- 
markable arrow-proof construction.

Notwithstanding the able support which 
the bill had received from Daniel Webster, through the 
efforts of John Wentworth, and the decisive majority 
which it obtained. President Polk vetoed it and the whole 
Northwest arose against him, with the result that the 
great River and Harbor Convention was called for the 
purpose of promoting the improvement of lake and river 
navigation of the west. William M. Hall, agent of the 
Lake Steamboat Association with headquarters at St. 
Louis was the father of this gathering, wherein was as- 
sembled much of the political and commercial ability of 
the country, protesting against the narrow views and 
action of the President of the United States.

gard for scientific principle I am convinced that a good 

Scotch plough, with the share broader, would break 
prairie much better than any of those I saw at work in 
Illinois We remained two nights at Kaskaskia. The 
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rsecond night, ongoing up stairs to bed, we found a company, 
consisting of the landlord, a judge of the county, a sur- 
veyor, and two or three of the boarders, in the bedroom 
playing cards. Money changed hands rapidly in a game 
somewhat like brag. After looking on for some time, and 
.seeing no likelihood of the company breaking up, we went 
to bed and fell asleep amid the noise and conversation 
common on such occasions. Just before I dropped asleep 
my half conscious eye caught a vision of the judge tumb- 
ling into bed with his clothes on.*'

ments of Mr. Birkbeck with the active exertion of Mr. 
Flower, have given an impetus to the improvements in 
this part of the State, which will be felt as a stimulus to a 
great distance, and be admired as an example universally 
. . . America is not without numbers of intelligent excel- 
lent farmers of her own breeding but they are thinly 
scattered . . . and the generality of her agriculturists are 
poor, slovenly and idle. I shall never compliment them 
at the expense of truth. I know the Americans are very 
sore at being called idle, and they appeal to the progress 
of the whole western country; but I am not speaking so 
much of z£;A^/ is done, 2&how it is done; their improve- 
ments^ as they are called, are what an English farmer 
would call by any other name." 

**Connected View of the Whole Internal Navigation 
of the United States, Natural and Artificial, Present and 
Prospective, with Maps,'* Philadelphia, H. Carey & I. 
Lea, 1826. (Hiram W. Beckwith Collection.) This work, 
(a product partly of the absence of improved highways 
and partly of the belief of the early settler, that as the 
country developed all streams would become extremely 
valuable) is a catalogue of the canals projected at that 
time which, if built, would have made a close net work 
over our prairies. It is a relic of the times when the legis- 
latures were kept busy maintaining by statute the navi- 
gability of streams now entirely insignificant. The * 'Chi- 
cago Canal,'' as laid down, was to extend "from Lake 
Michigan, at Fort Dearborn ... to a point on the Illinois 
... at the confluence with the Vermillion, distance 120 
miles." The maps, on which rivers and canals are laid 
down with great minuteness, are valuable.

This very short 
and unpretending sketch of his life may also stimulate 
those who may read it to make him their guide of life, 
to lead them through the vale of tears, and to the happi- 
ness allotted to man." The rugged, almost heroic char- 
acter of John Mason Peck, the author of the * 'Guide for 
Emigrants," (1831), and the "Gazetteer of Illinois" 
(1834), was one well suited to the pen of Governor 
Reynolds. The sketch is almost as much an index to the 
character of the author as of his subject, the itinerant 
preacher of iron will and indomitable energy, who rode 
over the prairies of Illinois and Missouri for forty years, 
civilizing and evangelizing as he went. In an apology 
for describing the appearance and heroic size of Dr. Peck, 
Reynolds says, "It must be recalled that Dr. Peck was one 
of the most learned men of the age, and perhaps, pos- 
sessed of more general intelligence at his death than any 
individual in the Valley of the Mississippi. Under these 
circumstances posterity, for whom I write this chapter, 
and to whom I dedicate it, will be interested to know 
something of the nature of his mind, and the appearance 
of his person." And John Reynolds judged correctly for 
the student of Illinois history is intensely interested and 
helped by such a vivid picture of the founder of the first 
successful institution for higher education within the 
state — Rock Spring Seminary afterwards Shurtleff Col- 
lege, to secure the endowment of which he rode thousands 
of miles and collected $26,000. After all he was but a 
type of the better element of settlers of Illinois.

Judge Tree moved that the Treasurer's report be 
referred to the Executive Committee. Mr. Bowmen sec- 
onded the motion and it was adopted. 
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Mr. Kerfcx)T read the following preamble and reso- 
lutions, and moved their adoption: 

Whereas: The Church of the Holy Family at Caho- 
kia, probably the oldest building now standing in the 
State of Illinois, is threatened with destruction, owing to 
the poverty of the parish of that name in which it is 
located — as appears from the Annual Report of the 
Librarian of this Society: and, 

Whereas: The Executive Committee of this Society 
has been informed and believes that for a small sum of 
money the said ancient Church building and the ground 
upon which it stands can either be purchased or so secured 
that the preservation of said building may be permanently 
assured: and 

Whereas: Said Committee is further informed that 
certain persons of reliable standing and imbued^th laud- 
able veneration for the monuments of the christianizing 
labors of Marquette, LaSalle, Hennepin and others in 
earliest Illinois, are anxious to accomplish, or aid, such 
preservation: 

Now therefore be it, and it is hereby 

Resolved: That the members of the Chicago His- 
torical Society, in regular Annual Meeting assembled, 
hereby approve and endorse the proposed purchase 
of the said ancient Church building with so much of its 
land as may be advisable, or the securing thereof under 
perpetual lease, and the preservation thereof for the 
education of school children, artists and students of 
history. 

Be it also, and it is hereby further 

Resolved: That the Executive Committee of this 
Society be and is hereby authorized, empowered and 
instructed to appropriate, from the General Fund of this 
Society, a sum not less than Twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
[nor more than Fifty dollars], and to pay the same to 
such corporation or Board of Trustees as may be legally 
formed to acquire, control and preserve such Church and 
land; providedXYidX the President of this Society, and the 
resident Priest in charge of said parish of the Holy Family 
shall be, ex-offictis, directors of such Corporation or mem- 
bers of such Board of Trustees; and /r^72'/V/^^/ further that 
a metal tablet shall be erected and at all times main- 
tained upon or within said Church stating, in effect, that 
said Church has been rescued from destruction and pre- 
served as a part of the work of the Chicago Historical 
Society. 




General Newberry moved to amend the resolutions 
to read "Not less than $25.00 nor more than $50.00." The 
amendment being accepted by Mr. Kerfoot and sec- 
odded by Mr. Gunther was then put and the resolu- 
tions adopted as amended. 

The Chairman announced that the next order of bus- 
iness was the election of officers and that a president, two 
vice-presidents, and three members of the Executive 
Conmiittee were to be elected. Mr. Bannard moved, 
seconded by Mr. Blatchford, that the chair appoint a 
conmiittee of three members on nomination. Carried. 

The Chairman appointed as such committee Messrs. 
Bannard, Merryweather and Blatchford. The com- 
mittee retired and later Mr. Bannard, for the com- 
mittee, reported as follows:

For President, Frankun H. Head; 

to succeed John N. Jewett, deceased. 
For First Vice-President, Thomas Dent,

Walter C. Newberry, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Levi Z. Leiter, for the term 
ending November, 1905.

On motion of Bishop Cheney, sconded by Mr. Hul- 
BURD, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of 
the Society for the persons nominated for the several 
offices. The Secretary did as instructed, and the Presi- 
dent declared the nominees duly elected. 

Mr. Head, in accepting the presidency for the ensu- 
ing year, thanked the Society for the honor, and said 
that he would try to discharge the duties of the office to 
the best of his ability, 
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Mr. Kerfoot fittingly thanked the Society for his 
re-election and added that it should be the pleasure of 
the Society that some expression of its grateful apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Head*s services be spread upon its Records; 
he thereupon moved the adoption of the following reso- 
lution: 

That the thanks of the Executive Committee and of 
the Society be tendered to Mr. Head for his zealous inter- 
est in and attention to the Society's affairs, both as a 
member of the Executive Committee in Mr. Garrett's 
place, and as Acting-President of the Society since Mr. 
Jewett's death. 

On being seconded by Dr. Schmidt and General 
Newberry the motion was put by Mr. Kerfoot and 
carried.

to make a quorum for the transaction of business. Sec- 
onded by General Newberry and others, and adopted. 

General Newberry, being called on by President 
Head for remarks, made the following suggestions: 

That hereafter the Annual Report of the Executive 
Committee be printed, and distributed among the mem- 
bers at the Annual Meeting, thus saving them the tedious 
ordeal of listening to the reading of a mass of figures and 
data which in themselves are extremely interesting and 
instructive, but take up too much time of the meeting. 
The Year Book of the Society, he said, with its reports^ 
and suggestions, should be carefully and thoroughly read 
by every member of the Society, in order that they might 
see and know the great work that the Society has done 
and the further results which it hopes to accomplish. 

The foregoing suggestions were warmly commended 
by several of the members, and President Head stated 
that he had no doubt the Executive Committee would 
adopt them and act accordingly.

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AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Whereas, it is conducive to the public good of a State, to 
encourage such institutions as have for their object to 
collect and preserve the memorials of its founders and 
benefactors, as well as the historical evidences of its 
progress in settlement and population, and in the arts, 
improvements, and institutions which distinguish a 
civilized community, and to transmit the same for the 
instruction and benefit of future generations: 
Section I. Be it enacted by the People of the State of 
Illinois, represented in the General Assembly^ That Wm. H. 
Brown, William B. Ogden, J. Young Scammon, Mason 
Brayman. Mark Skinner, Geo. Manierre, John H. Kinzie, 
J. V. Z. Blaney, E. I. Tinkham, J. D. Webster, W. A. 
Smallwood, V. H. Higgins, N. S. Davis, Charles H. Ray, 
S. D. Ward, M. D. Ogden, F. Scammon, E. B. McCagg, 
and William Barry, all of the City of Chicago, who have 
associated for the purpose aforesaid, be and are hereby 
formed into and constituted a body politic and corporate, 
by the name of the * 'Chicago Historical Society," and 
that they and their successors, and such others as shall be 
legally elected by them as their associates, shall be and 
continue a body politic and corporate, by that name, for- 
ever. 

Sec 2. Said Society shall have power to elect a Pres- 
ident, and all necessary officers, and shall have one com- 
mon seal, and the same may break, change and renew at 
pleasure; and, as a body politic and corporate, by the^ 
name aforesaid, may sue and be sued, and prosecute and 
defend suits, both in law and equity, to final judgment and 
execution. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall have power to make 
all orders and by-laws for governing its members and prop- 
erty, not repugnant to the laws of this State; and may ex- 
pel, disfranchise, or suspend any member, who, by his 
misconduct, shall be rendered unworthy, or who shall 
neglect or refuse to observe the rules and by-laws of this 
Society. 

Sec. 4. The said Society may, from time to time, 
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establish rules for electing officers and members, and also 
times and places for holding meetings; and is hereby em- 
powered to take and hold real or personal estate, by gift, 
grant, devise, or purchase, or otherwise, and the same, or 
any part thereof, to alien and convey. 

Sec. 5. 1 he said Society shall have power to elect 
corresponding and honorary members thereof, in the va- 
rious parts of this State and of the several United States, 
and also in foreign countries, at their discretion: Provided^ 
however, that the number of resident members of said So- 
ciety shall never exceed sixty; and William H. Brown, or 
any other person named in this act, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to notify and call together the first meeting 
of said Society; and the same Society, when met, shall 
agree upon a method for calling further meetings, and may 
have power to adjourn from time to time, as may be found 
necessary. 

Sec. 6. Members of tne Legislature of this State, in 
either branch, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and offi- 
cers of State, shall and may have free access to said 
Society's library and cabinet. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Approved, February 7, 1857, 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED 
AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
APPROVED FEBRUARY 7, 1857. 

Section 1. Be it enacted dy the People of the State of 
Illinois y represented in the General Assembly^ That section 
five (5) of the act, to which this is an amendment, be so 
amended that said Society shall have power to increase the 
number of its resident members, from time to time, to any 
number that shall by it be deemed expedient. 

Sec 2. The said Society shall have power to borrow 
money and mortgage its real estate to secure the same, to 
an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be 
used in completing and paying for the buildings now in 
process of erection on the real estate of said Society. And 
the real estate and property of said Society shall be exempt 
from taxation. 

Sec 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its^ passage.

CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted, 1856. 
Beyiaed, November 29, 1870.

ARTICLE I. 

NAME AND OBJECTS. 

This society shall be called the CHICAGO HIS- 
TORICAL SOCIETY. 

Its object shall be to institute and encourage histor- 
ical inquiry, to collect and preserve the materials of his- 
tory, and to spread historical information, especially con- 
cerning the Northwestern States. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. This Society shall be composed of Life, 
Annual, Honorary, and Corresponding members, all of 
whom shall be elected by ballot only at a regular meeting 
of the Society, and only upon the recommendation of 
the Executive Committee, unless, by unanimous consent, 
they shall be elected by a viva-voce vote cast at a regular 
meeting by twenty legally-qualified voters. Three ad- 
verse ballots or three dissenting votes shall reject the 
candidate. 

Sec. 2. The dues for membership shall be as 
follows: For Life-membership, five hundred dollars; and 
for Annual membership, twenty-five dollars per annum; 
the first year's dues being payable within one month 
after election to membership, and notice of such election. 

Sec. 3. The right to hold office and vote, and 
to take any part in the proceedings of the Society, shall 
be accorded to and may be exercised only by the mem- 
bers of the two classes first hereinbefore named. 

ARTICLE III. 

OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the Society shall consist 
of a President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, and an 
Executive Committee, consisting of the President of the 
Society, ex-officio^ who shall be the chairman thereof, 
and eight others, all of which aforenamed officers shall 
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be members of the Society, and also a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, and a Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The President and Vice-President shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meetings for one year, 
and shall respectively remain in office until the election 
of their successors. 

They shall perform such duties as are common to 
such officers or as may be prescribed in the By-Laws. 
Vacancies occurring from any cause in any of these 
offices may be filled by ballot at any special meeting, no- 
tice of such election being given in the notice of such 
meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall be chosen 
by ballot at the annual meetings, two members of 
which shall, from the time of the first election hereunder, 
hold their office until the next annual election of officers; 
two of them until the second such election; two of them 
until the third such election; and two of them until the 
fourth such election. The terms for which the first mem- 
bers so chosen at the first election shall hold their office, 
shall be determined by lot immediately after such election. 

Sec. 4. At each annual meeting thereafter there 
shall be elected by ballot two persons to fill the places 
vacant by the expiration of the term of those heretofore 
elected as members of the Executive Committee, and of 
those who shall hereafter be elected such members. 

On the expiration of the term of any of the members 
of said committee, their successors shall be elected by 
ballot for the term of four years. 

Vacancies in the Executive Committee during an un- 
expired term, caused by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or inability to act, may be filled by a majority of 
the remaining members of said committee, until the suc- 
ceeding annual election, at which time such vacancies 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner 
as members of said committee are elected for the full 
term of their office. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee, constituted 
above, shall alone hold, manage, administer, and con- 
trol all the money, property, effects, and affairs of the 
Society: and said committee may appoint a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, a Secretary, and such assistants and employes 
in the service of the Society as to said committee may 
seem fit; and may prescribe the duties and fix the com- 
pensation of such officers, assistants and employes; and 
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said committee may make investments of the Society's 
funds, provided that no fund bequeathed to or held by 
the Society for a specific purpose shall be appropriated 
to or used for any other purpose, and provided further 
that said committee shall not incur any liability on the 
part of said Society in any one year which shall exceed 
its annual income; and it shall be the duty of said com- 
mittee to make an annual report to the Society of all its 
acts and doings. 



Section 1. The annual meeting for the election of 
officers and the transaction of other business relating to 
the affairs of the Society shall be held on the third Tues- 
day of November in each year, and the fiscal year of the 
Society shall begin with each such annual meeting and 
end on the following annual meeting thereof. 

Sec. 2. The regular meetings shall be held at 
such times and conducted in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed in the By-Laws and directed by the Executive 
Committee, provided no such regular meeting shall 
occur at the same time with the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meetings not less than 
twenty members having the right to vote, and at the spe- 
cial business meetings not less than ten such members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings and special business 
meetings may be called by the President, or, in case of 
his absence, by one of the Vice-Presidents, of which due 
notice shall be given at least two days beforehand. 



This Constitution may be altered by a two-third 
vote at any annual or special business meeting; provided 
that not less than tecmt^^ members having the right to vote 
shall be present when such vote is taken; and provided, 
further, that the printed or written proposition to so 
alter shall have been submitted at a previous annual or 
special business meeting, and that notice of the proposed 
amendment or amendments shall also have been given in 
the notice of the meeting at which it shall finally be 
acted upon.

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 



Art. I. Section 1. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
and call such special meetings and special business meet- 
ings as he may deem necessary, or as he may, in writing, 
be requested to call by five members of the Society. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-President^shall perform the duties 5 
of the President in the case of the absence of the Presi- / 
dent from the meetings of the Society or from Chicago. 

The Executive Committee may adopt 
such rules for their own action not in conflict with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Society, as they may 
find most convenient and necessary.

Sec 2. The annual meeting shall be held on 
the third Tuesday of November, the precise hour in the 
case of this and all other meetings of the Society being 
designated by the President and stated in the notice of 
the meeting. 

Sec 3. The exercises of the regular and special 
meetings of the Society shall be under the direction of 
the Executive Committee, and in general conformity 
with the objects of the Society. 

Sec 4. The order of business at the special busi- 
ness meetings of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceeding 
business meeting. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Deferred business. 

6. New business. 
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Sec. 5. The order of business at the annual meet- 
ing of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding meet- 



2. Reports of Officers for the year terminating at 
the annual meeting. 

3. Reports of Committees and Trustees. 

4. Election of Officers. 

5. Election of new members. 

6. Deferred business. 

7. New business. 



Art. III. Section 1. The dues of the annual mem- 
bers of the Society shall be payable annually in advance 
on the third Tuesday of November in each year. 

Sec 2. Should the dues of any member remain un- 
paid for the space of one month, the Executive Commit- 
tee shall notify him in writing, that unless his dues are 
paid within one month from the date of such notice his 
membership shall cease, and unless such dues are paid 
pursuant to such notice, or such default is accounted for 
to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, such per- 
son shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Society. 



Art. IV. The By-Laws in whole or in part may be 
suspended during any special business or annual meet- 
ing, by vote of a majority of the members present at any 
such meeting. The By-Laws may be amended on the 
same conditions prescribed for amending the Constitu- 
tion. 
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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 



November 21, 1905. 



The annual meeting of the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety was held in the Reading Room of the Society's 
Building, corner of Dearborn avenue and Ontario street, 
on Tuesday evening, November 21, 1905, pursuant to 
notice given and as ordered by its Constitution. 

The evening was characterized by a novel feature, 
marking a breaking away from the somewhat tedious 
routine of former annual meetings. This consisted of an 
exhibition of some of the Society's most valuable acces- 
sions acquired during the year, arranged by the Com- 
mittee on House and Collections with the assistance 
of the Librarian. Portraits of two former Governors of 
Illinois, and of prominent citizens of Chicago now de- 
ceased; French manuscripts of 17th and early 18th cen- 
turies relating to Illinois; early local maps; views of 
pioneer buildings; Columbian Exposition art publications; 
souvenirs of Chicago's pioneer Volunteer Fire Compa- 
nies; original Broadsides issued at the time of the 1871 
Fire; a fragment of Marquette's coffin; the Diploma of 
the Interational Jury of Awards conferring a gold medal 
upon the Society for its Historical Collections exhibited 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exhibition, St. Louis, 1904, — 
all mentioned elsewhere in this Report, were sufficient 
in number to transform the east half of the Reading 
Room into a veritable art gallery and museum. For an 
hour before the calling to order, and for nearly as long 
after adjournment of the meeting, the members appeared 
to derive much pleasure from examining and commenting 
upon the priceless treasures thus exhibited. 

At the appointed hour President Head called the 
meeting to order, the following members being present: 
Eliphalet W. Blatchford, Joseph T. Bowen, Alfred 
C. Bryan, Frederick W. Bryan, Clarence A. Burley, 
Thomas Dent, Albert Dickinson, George H. Fergus, 
Eugene H. Fishburn, Lucius G. Fisher, Walter L. 
Fisher, Charles F. Gunther, Franklin H. Head, 
Samuel H. Kerfoot, Jr., Ezra B. McCagg, George 
Merryweather, Walter C. Newberry, Frederick M. 
Schmidt, Otto L. Schmidt, Lambert Tree, also the 
Secretary and the Librarian; President Head in the 
chair. 
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The President announced that a quorum was pres- 
ent, and that the first order of business was the reading 
of the minutes of the last annual meeting. Mr. Burley 
moved that inasmuch as the minutes had been printed 
and distributed to the members the reading be dispensed 
with. The motion was duly seconded by General New- 
berry and carried. 

The President called for the next order of business, 
the Reports of Officers. 

Mr. Kerfoot announced that in pursuance of Gen- 
eral Newberry's excellent suggestion, made at the last 
annual meeting, the Executive Committee had caused 
the annual reports to be printed in pamphlet form and 
that they were now in the hands of the members present: 
that the originals of these reports would be presented, 
but not read, at this meeting, and would be published in 
detail in permanent form in the Society's Year Book. 
These pamphlets, he said, would spare the members the 
ordeal of listening to a mass of statistics and figures, and 
yet afford them instant opportunity of reading, at their 
leisure, the interesting and instructive accounts of the 
Society's finances, and records of its accessions and 
achievements during the year. This statement was re- 
ceived with manifestations of satisfaction and approval 
by the members. 

The Secretary then presented the following:

torical Society, for the year ending November 21st, 1905, 
and the vouchers for every payment. 

We find the same correct and the money and securi- 
ties as reported. 



On motion of Mr. Blatchford, seconded by Mr- 
Merryweather, the report of the Auditing Committee 
was received, approved and ordered placed on file. 

The foregoing report shows that the Society is en^ 
tirely free from debt and that its work is systematized 
and being carried on with zeal. During the year the 
several Trust Funds have been withdrawn from Savings 
Bank and invested in approved bonds thus increasing 
their income. The paving of Dearborn Avenue necessi- 
tated the payment of nearly $900 from the General Fund, 
and the purchase of valuable collections, elsewhere men- 
tioned, has further reduced this Fund; but the balance 
on hand, added to the dues for the approaching year, is 
sufficient to warrant confidence in the carrying out of 
the Executive Committee's hopes and plans. The ex- 
periences of the year serve to emphasize the existing 
necessity for an increased annual membership, and ma- 
terial additions to the Society's endowment funds, to in- 
sure not only perpetuity to the Society's existence but 
to render possible a less circumscribed field for its labors. 

In repeating its expressions of gratitude for the gifts 
and bequests of the Society's friends during the past, 
the Executive Committee earnestly trusts that the noble 
examples thus set may inspire the members with pride, 
and stimulate their interest in aiding the Committee to 
fulfill its hopes for the future.

Countr>^ Among the rare treasures exhibited were eight 
volumes of the original Jesuit Relations and Marquette's 
diary and original map. 

December 28, 1904, by invitation of the Executive 
Committee a joint meeting of the American Historical 
Association and the American Economic Association was 
held in the Society's building at 8 p. m. at which Presi- 
dent Head presided. Two addresses were read, the first 
by Professor Taussig, of Harvard University, President 
of the American Economic Association, on **The Present 
Position of the Decline of Free Trade, ' * the second, writ- 
ten by Professor Goldwin Smith, President of the Amer- 
ican Historical Association, on **The Writing of History,*' 
was read by Professor Benjamin S. Terry of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, in the absence of Professor Smith. Fol- 
lowing the reading of the addresses, the members of the 
two associations were given a reception by this Society. 

January 3, 1905, at a special meeting of the Society 
Norman D wight Harris, Ph. D., Professor of History in 
Lawrence University, Appleton, Wisconsin, spoke on 
**Negro Servitude in Illinois.'* 

January 20, 1905, Dr. Edwin Doak Mead, Director 
of the Old South Work, Boston, Mass., addressed a spe- 
cial meeting of the Society on **The Work of Washing- 
ton in Opening up the West." 

On February 21, 1905, Mr. Frank R. Grover, of the

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The list of those who have gone from us has been 
increased during this year by the addition of eleven names, 
as follow: 

William Wallace Kimball, annual member since 
1898, died at his residence, 1801 Prairie Avenue, Decem- 
ber 16, 1904, of heart failure. Mr. Kimball's career is 
typical of many of Chicago's business men. He was 
bom in Oxford County, Maine, in 1826. He received a 
common school education, and after some time in a coun- 
try store drifted to Boston. In 1852, he started West in- 
tending to go to California, but when he reached Chicago 
he decided to remain. After five years spent as a sales- 
man selling organs, he started in the business for himself. 
Seven years later he decided to make his own organs, al- 
though he continued to sell Eastern made organs. With 
the decline of the popularity of the parlor organ Mr. 
Kimball began to manufacture pianos. In fifteen years 
the work has increased until it is to-day the largest piano 
manufactory in the world. Mr. Kimball was a promi- 
nent member of the Chicago Club. 

Perry Austin Armstrong, corresponding member 
since 1903, died of cancer at his home in Morris, Illinois, 
December 23, 1904. Mr. Armstrong was born in Lick- 
ing County, Ohio, April 15, 1823, and came to Illinois 
with his widowed mother and brothers in 1831. He en- 
tered Illinois College in 1843 but before he completed his 
course he left college to organize a company for the 
Mexican War. In 1847 he was a delegate to the River 
and Harbor Convention that met in Chicago, and served 
with Abraham Lincoln on the committee on permanent 
organization. He filled many local offices, was clerk of 
Grundy County Court, a member of the Constitutional 
Convention in 1862, and of the legislature in 1863. He 
was a war democrat and took an active part in organiz- 
ing the State's forces for the War. He was the author 
of **The Sauks and the Black Hawk War." His study 
of the history of this war led him to take a leading part 
in raising funds to erect a monument to the noble Shab- 
bona. 

Henry William Blodgett, honorary member since 
1881, died at his home in Waukegan, Illinois, February 
9, 1905. Death resulted from old age and was not unex- 
pected. Judge Blodgett was born in Amherst, Mass., 
July 21, 1821, and was in his 84th year at the time of his 
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death. He moved to Illinois with his parents in 1830 
and settled on the DuPage River in what is now Will 
County. Here the family lived during the exciting times 
of the Black Hawk War, and until 1836, when they 
moved to what is now Downers Grove. In 1838, young 
Blodgett, then fifteen years old, returned to Amherst 
Academy and there studied engineering for three years. 
Failing to find employment in engineering when he re- 
turned to Chicago, he taught in one of the first schools 
established in this city. After working for a short time 
as one of the engineers on the Chicago and Michigan 
Canal, he began to study law with Col. Richard J. Ham- 
ilton, and in 1842 entered the office of J. Y. Scammon 
and Norman B. Judd, then one of the best known law 
firms in the West. In 1844 he was admitted to the bar 
and established an office in Waukegan. In 1851 Mr. 
Blodgett secured the charter for the Chicago & Mil- 
waukee Railroad, now the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
road, and took a prominent part in its construction and 
m?inagement, serving as director and president. Mr. 
Blodgett was elected to the State Legislature in 1852, on 
the anti-slavery ticket. He served two terms in the House 
and in 1858 was elected to the State Senate. During 
the ten years succeeding, he served as solicitor for the 
Chicago and Northwestern, the Michigan Southern, the 
Fort Wayne and the Rock Island railroads and acquired 
a reputation as a railroad attorney. In 1869 he was ap- 
pointed by President Grant to the judge-ship of the U. S. 
District Court of Northern Illinois, where he served for 
twenty-two years. Before him practiced as attorneys 
such men as Roscoe Conkling, Robert G. Ingersoll, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Lyman Tmmbull, John N. Jewett and 
Matthew H. Carpenter. When the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals was organized in 1891, Justices Harlan and 
Gresham named Judge Blodgett as the third member, 
but he resigned this place when he was appointed one of 
counsel before the Behring Sea Tribunal of Arbitration. 
With the part taken in this dispute Judge Blodgett 
ended his public career and spent the last ten years in 
private life in Waukegan. 

Rt. Rev. William Edward McLaren, S. T. D., 
D. C. L., honorary member since 1878, died in New York 
City, February 19, 1905. of heart failure. He was born 
December 13, 1831, at Geneva, N. Y., where his father 
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was pastor of the Presbyterian Church. He was reared 
in the strict teaching of his father's creed and was grad- 
uated from Jefferson College in 1851. He soon after 
joined the editorial staff of the Cleveland Plaindealer 
and three years later that of the Pittsburgh Gazette 
Chronicle. In 1860 he was graduated from the Allegheny 
Theological Seminary and went as missionary to Bogota. 
Returning, he became pastor of the Second Church of 
Peoria where he remained till 1867, when he went to De- 
troit as pastor of the Westminster Presbyterian Church. 
In 1871, he resigned his charge, joined the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, was made a priest in October, 1872, 
and spent three years as rector of Trinity Church, Cleve- 
land. In 1875 he was chosen Bishop of Illinois, and when 
the diocese was divided in 1883 he was chosen first Bishop 
of Chicago, since which time his life and work have been 
identified with the growth and prosperity of the Diocese 
over which he presided. 

Mrs. Jessie Bross Lloyd, life member since 1870, 
died of pneumonia, in Boston, February 28, 1905. 
Though born in Orange County, N. Y., Mrs, Lloyd was 
in every sense a Chicago woman, for she came here with 
her parents in 1848, at the age of four years. She was 
married to Henry D. Lloyd on Christmas Day, 1873. 
Her life since then has been in sympathy with her hus- 
band's work in unceasing efforts toward practical philan- 
thropy. 

George Clarke Walker, life member since 1869, 
died suddenly at his residence, 228 Michigan Avenue, 
April 12, 1905. Mr. Walker was born in Cooperstown. 
N. Y., 1832, and came to Chicago at the age of eleven 
years. He was educated in Beloit College and Brown 
University. When he became of age he engaged in the 
grain business with his father and brothers under the firm 
name of Walker & Sons. He was eminently successful, 
amased a large fortune, and retired ten years ago. 
Mr. Walker was well known for his public spirit and 
was prominent in many enterprises. He was a charter 
member of the Board of Trade, a member of the first 
commission that laid out the plan of Chicago Parks; he 
was a trustee of the University of Chicago and gave to 
that institution the museum which bears his name; he 
financed one of the northern research expeditions of 
Robert Kennicott, the naturalist, and with Mr. Kenni- 
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cott founded the Academy of Sciences which now has its 
home in the Matthew Laflin Memorial Building in Lin- 
coln Park. Mr. Walker was a member of the Chicago 
Club, the Commercial Club» Lake Geneva Country Club, 
the Calumet Club and the Chicago Golf Club. 

Julius Rosenthal, annual member from 1869 to 
1888, member of the Executive Committee from 1874 to 
1878, and corresponding member since 1888, died at the 
Union Leagiie Club, May 14, 1905, death resulting from 
injuries received from being knocked down by a passing 
cab, the day before. Mr. Rosenthal was born in Ger- 
many, in 1828, and was a graduate of Heidelberg Univer- 
sity. He came to Chicago in 1854, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1860. He remained in active practice from 
that time till his death, and was considered an authority 
on real estate and inheritance laws. He was a member 
of the Union League Club, and of the American, Illinois 
and Chicago Bar Associations. He was one of the 
founders of Sinai Temple, was prominent in Jewish char- 
ity and religious work, and was chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the German Old People's Home. He was 
a member of the first board of directors of the Illinois 
State Bar Association and also the first Public Library 
Board. He served as public administrator of Cook 
County for twenty years. 

Samuel Dexter Ward, an incorporator of the So- 
ciety, annual member 1856-60, treasurer 1856-58, honorary 
member since 1896, died March 4, 1905, at his residence 
in New York City, death resulting from complications of 
a neuralgic character. Mr. Ward was born in Hadley. 
Mass., November 7, 1821, and received his education at 
Hopkins Academy, located there. He went to Boston 
at the age. of nineteen years and later came to Chicago. 
For seven years he was in partnership with Benjamin W. 
Raymond, engaged in the hardware business. In 1857 
**Long John" Wentworth, Mayor of Chicago, appointed 
Mr. Ward to organize the office of city comptroller, 
which had just been created by act of the Legislature. 
He served as Comptroller for five years. When the office 
of collector of internal revenue was created in 1862, he 
was given charge of the office and retained the position 
for four years. For many years after this he was asso- 
ciated with Hon. John Wentworth in real estate matters 
and held various offices of trust. In 1863 he moved to 
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Lake Forest and became identified with all its interests. 
He was trustee and treasurer of the Presbyterian Church 
and of the University, and during his twenty-eight years 
of residence there continued his business in Chicago. 

Mrs. Margaret Maria O'Donoghue, the sole sur- 
viving associate member of the Society, departed this 
life at her residence, 3623 Prairie Avenue, Chicago, No- 
vember 1, 1905. She was born in New York City, Janu- 
ary 18, 1821, and had attained the age of 84 years. She 
was married to Patrick O'Donoghue, Sept. 18, 1844. He 
was an auctioneer and commission merchant, on Lake 
Street. His death occurred July 25, 1851. Their only 
son, William Horace O'Donoghue, took a course of legal 
study and adopted the business of a printer, doing legal 
printing, in which, up to near the time of his death a 
number of years ago, he was highly successful. Mrs. 
O'Donoghue was a loyal friend of the Society, and one 
of her last instructions was that her annual dues for the 
current year b6 sent to the Secretary. She left no im- 
mediate relatives or family connections other than her 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. S. Ella O'Donoghue, daughter of 
the late Gen. Robert W. Smith. 

Adolph Moses, annual member since 1903, died at 
Asheville, North Carolina, November 6, 1905, death re- 
sulting from paralysis. Mr. Moses was born in Speyer, 
Germany, February 27, 1837, where his early education 
was received. At the age of fifteen years he decided to 
study law and sought America as the field of his fu- 
ture activities. He landed in New Orleans December 22, 
1852, and soon afterward entered the Louisiana Univer- 
sity where he concluded his literary education and began 
the study of law. He was admitted to the bar in 1860. 
When Louisiana seceded he joined the Confederate Army 
and was appointed Captain of the 21st Louisiana Regi- 
ment and served to the close of the War. After the War 
he came north and settled in Quincy, Illinois, but came 
to Chicago in 1869, where he has resided ever since. His 
rise in his profession was rapid as is shown by the fact 
that ten years after his arrival in Chicago he received the 
Democratic nomination for Judge of the Superior Court. 
Mr. Moses was a member of the American, the Illinois 
and the Chicago Bar Associations. In 1897 he was 
President of the Illinois Association. For six years he 
was a director of the Public Library and the acquisition 




of the present site was largely due to his efforts. He 
was the originator of the John Marshall Centennial Cele- 
bration, February 4, 1901 ; and he was the founder of the 
National Corporation Reporter, a journal devoted to 
corporations, law and finance. He was a member of the 
Iroquois and Standard Clubs. In 1903, he was a member 
of the B*nai B'rith delegation sent to Washington to 
lay the facts of the Kishinev Massacre before President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay. 

Luther M. Dearborn, annual member since 1903, 
died at his place of residence, 175 Goethe Street, Nov. 
8, 1905. It is believed that death was caused by a fall 
on the stone steps. Mr. Dearborn was a distant rela- 
tive of General Dearborn, and was born at Geneva, Illi- 
nois, August 5, 1858. He was educated in Racine Col- 
lege and at the Harvard Law School, graduating from 
the latter in 1883. He was admitted to the bar in Chi- 
cago in 1884, but subsequently moved to Aurora where 
he lived ten years. For ten years past he has lived in 
Chicago. Mr. Dearborn was a member of the 37th, 
38th, and 39th general assemblies of Illinois, and at one 
time a member of the State Court of Claims. He was a 
member of the Illinois State Historical Society and the 
Press Club. 



Dr. Otto L. Schmidt gave two hundred and fifty 
dollars in part payment of the cost of the French manu- 
scripts purchased of Walter C. Wyman; and fifty dollars 
in part payment of the Dilg collections. 

Mr. Charles A. Plamondon, for the Chicago Cen- 
tennial Committee, donated one hundred dollars to be 
used in connection with the removal of the old Cahokia 
Court House to a site in Jackson Park, Chicago. 

Dr. Benjamin N. Bond, of Bellingham, Washing- 
ton, son of Shadrach Bond, first Governor of Illinois, 
gave three large framed oil portraits of his father, his 
mother, and his uncle, Benjamin Bond. 

An oil portrait of Anton C. Hesing, was presented 
by his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Washington Hesing. 

Mrs. William Blair gave an oil portrait of her 
husband, the late William Blair, who was an annual 
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member from 1858 to 1899, and made liberal contribu- 
tions to the Society's buildings erected in 1868 and 18%. 

A marble bust of George H. Laflin was presented 
by his heirs. 

A marble bust, executed by Volk, of Charles Walker, 
was received from Mrs. Mary Morris Walker, widow of 
George Clarke Walker, his son. 

Mrs. Charles B. Farwell, a few days before her 
death, donated to the Society a marble bust, by Taft, of 
her husband, the late Charles B. Farwell, a life member 
of the Society. 

Mrs. W. W. Gordon, (Nelly Kinzie) presented 
handsome photographs, framed together, of the **old 
Kinzie house** and the **John H. Kinzie house** built in 
1836. 

Mr. Joseph S. Martin presented to the Society an 
oil portrait of John P. Altgeld, Governor of Illinois. 

A framed engraving of Dr. Nathan Smith Davis was 
given by his son. Dr. Nathan Smith Davis, Jr. 

Charles H. McConnell gave three large paintings 
by Edgar Cameron, decorations used at the First Chicago 
Centennial, 1903, marked by appropriate name-plates, 
respectively, **Chicago*s First Post Office,** **Fort Dear- 
born, 1803,** and **Kinzie House, 1831.** 

From C. J. Walter was received a colored photo- 
graph of Dr. Philip Maxwell, assistant surgeon at Ft. 
Dearborn, from February 23, 1833, to December, 1836. 

An old framed engraving called ** Jolly Flat Boat- 
men,** was given by Mrs. Gurdon S. Hubbard. 

From Mrs. E. C. Ward was received a framed litho- 
graph entitled **Chicago in 1820.'* 

B. C. Sammons presented to the Society a framed 
photograph of twenty-five U. S. deputy revenue assessors 
of 1863. 

Mr. John L. Shortall presented to the Society a 
large framed grouped photograph of about five hundred 
members cf the Chicago Bar Association. 

A collection of 102 post cards with Chicago views 
was given by Dr. O. L. Schmidt. 

A series of thirty-three original etchings by Ralph

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plates, * 'Chicago's History," were presented to the So- 
ciety by Swift & Company. 

Thomas A. O'Shaughnessy gave to the Society's 
collections a piece of wood, said to be a piece of the cof- 
fin of Father Marquette, and two old coins picked up on 
the site of old Kaskaskia. 

Miss Valentine Smith gave to the Society eleven- 
early bank bills and a Harrison and Tyler badge of the 
campaign of 1840. 

Two rafters from the old Green Tree Tavern were 
presented by Periolat Brothers through Mr. W. H. Gale. 

Thomas Buckley gave to the Society a framed 
diploma granted to him by the Chicago Mechanics Insti- 
tute, September, 18S8, for the best lightning rod; also, a 
large photograph of the last run of the Volunteer Fire 
Company, Centennial Day, September 28, 1903.

Increasing appreciation of the work which this So- 
ciety is doing in collecting the original records and relics 
of the past in the Central West is constantly evinced by 
the writers and special students who find here abundant 
material for special investigations along the lines which 
a wise foresight on the part of the original founders of 
this Society had marked out for it. Numerous requests 
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for information, for publication, as to the contents of the 
library have been received during the year. Among the 
requests responded to at some length are the Hand-Book 
of Chicago Libraries, published by the Chicago Library 
Club, and the new volume of the Encyclopedia of Illinois 
History, by Paul Selby. In the former publication the 
description of this library is accorded ten pages of text, 
and two illustrations, this being one of the five large 
libraries treated. 

Among the visitors who have signed the Register 
during the past year are an unusual number of descend- 
ants of early residents of Illinois, notably:

Cataloguing — 

There have been catalogued 2,739 volumes for which 
3,503 cards have been typewritten for the new catalogue, 
and 1,818 new entries added to the old catalogue. The total 
niunber of cards in the new catalogue is 15,658. Additions 
and corrections were furnished for the new edition of the 
List of Serials in Public Libraries of Chicago^ which is 
about to be published at the expense of The John Crerar 
Library. The portrait index now contains 11,584 entries. 

The constant demands made upon the library for views 
of ante-fire buildings, etc., has shown the wisdom of • the 
card index of views, undertaken some time ago. This index 
covers the subjects of buildings, bridges, churches, parks, 
and streets and contains at date 2,841 cards. It will be 
expanded to include views of historic sites in Illinois. 

Exhibition — 

The one special exhibition held during the year, it will 
be remembered, was that in honor of the American Histori- 
cal Association, during its Chicago meeting, December 28 
to 30, 1904. At that time the Society was so fortunate as to 
be able to assemble for the study and pleasure of its guests 
a loan collection of several important exhibits of historical 
material from the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. This 
loan exhibit, opened by an elaborate reception tendered to 
the visiting historians, consisted of the following: 

I. Jesuit Historical Collections selected from St. Mary's 
College Archives, Montreal, Canada, including 
Father Marquette's original manuscript Map and 
Journal of his explorations in the Mississippi 
Valley. 

II. Loaned by St. Louis University, St. Louis, Mo., a 
collection of original manuscripts relating to the 
missionary labors of Father de Smet, also an oil 
portrait of De Smet. 

III. Loaned by Missouri Historical Society, a collection 
of original official documents relating to tire 
transfer of Upper Louisiana, 1803-4. 
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IV. Special Exhibits by Chicago Historical Society: A. 

Original editions of journals of explorers of Mis- 
sissippi valley. B, Maps showing the develop- 
ment of cartography of Mississippi Valley, 1529- 
1822. C. Fac-similes of documents and por- 
traits exhibited at Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
St. Louis, 1904. 

V. Exhibited by Mr. Edward E. Ayer: A large collec- 

tion of unique books, maps and manuscripts on 
the Philippine Islands. (Not exhibited at St. 
Louis.) 

This collection of priceless documents (of which a 
complete catalogue was published by the Society) was 
doubtless the most valuable that has ever been assembled 
for a loan exhibition under the roof of any private institu- 
tion in the Mississippi Valley, and could hardly have been 
secured but for the co-operation of Mr. Pierre Chou- 
teau, of St. Louis, and the absolutely fireproof character 
of the massive building of the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety. Reverend Father Jones, 5. /., the distin- 
guished Archivist of St. Mary's, was daily at the library 
during the three weeks that the collection was on exhi- 
bition here. 

The Diploma of the International Jury of Awards, 
conferring the Gold Medal upon this Society for the ex- 
cellence of its exhibition of historical material at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, was recently received. 
Aside from the distinction conferred, the beauty of the 
allegorical decoration of the document, the work of Will 
H. Low, makes it an object worthy of preservation for all 
time in the archives of the Society. 

It gives me pleasure to report that owing to the recom- 
mendations of this Society, the ancient Church of the Holy 
Family, at Cahokia, has been allowed to remain standing. 
Others have become interested in its preservation, the Mar- 
quette Council of the Knights of Columbus having contrib- 
uted one hundred dollars to make immediate repairs, and 
plans are now being perfected looking to a permanent 
organization which shall make the care of the old church 
perpetual. In this matter Judge E. O. Brown, Mr. S. 
H. Kerfoot, /r., and Mr. T. A. O'Shaughnessy have 
been active. 
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French Manuscripts — 

The year nineteen hundred and five may well be marked 
with a red letter in the annals of this library because of the 
acquisition of a collection of manuscripts more extensive, 
and richer in its bearing upon the French regime in the 
Mississippi Valley, than the one known as the Mason 
Papers, acquired in 1894, through the efforts of the late 
Edward Gay Mason, then President of the Society. 
I refer to a collection of 206 documents and letters 
in the French language bearing dates from 163S to 1817, 
purchased in October last, as the result of a 
half year's investigation and negotiation on the 
part of Dr. Otto L. Schmidt, who for seven years has 
been an active member of the Committee on Libraries. 
Through the efforts of Dr. Schmidt these manuscripts were 
obtained at one-tenth of the original value placed upon them. 
As there were no meetings of the Executive Committee 
during the summer it became necessary for Dr. Schmidt to 
pay one-sixth of the total price agreed upon, in order to 
obtain an option for two months to purchase the volumes. 
When the purchase was finally ratified by the Executive 
Committee, Dr. Schmidt with characteristic generosity made 
a donation of the sum already advanced. 

These documents are handsomely mounted in two folio 
volumes and the greater part of them are furnished with 
typewritten transcripts in French as well as translations into 
English. The collection in the main pertains to every-day 
business life in the Central West in the seventeenth century, 
and not infrequently side lights are thrown upon characters 
which we are accustomed to view less intimately. 
A case in point is that of Jolliet, the companion of 
Father Marquette, who appears as defendant in a part- 
nership settlement. One of the first documents in the col- 
lection is a decision rendered by several lawyers by which 
"Louis Jolliet, Habitant of Quebec", is sentenced to ren- 
der an accounting of the fur business carried on by himself 
and his late brother Adrien, to Jeanne Dodier, wife of the 
deceased, and to her new husband, Maturin Normand, called 
Beausoleil, and to pay to her certain peltries, blankets, cra- 
vats and canoes, which belonged to the partnership, but 
which had been appropriated as personal property. The 
same to be accompanied "with a copy of the memoirs which 
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French Manuscripts— Continued), 



he will make thereof to replace the one which he states to 
have been lost in his last wreck, . . . Done at Ville 
Marie, 7 July, 1674." Can this "last wreck" be the one in 
which Jolliet*s map and journals were lost? This seems 
probable for Dablon in his. Relation of August i, 1674, says: 
"We cannot this year give all the information that might be 
expected regarding so important a discovery, since Monsieur 
Jolliet, who was bringing to us the account of it, with a very 
exact chart of these new countries lost his papers in the 
wreck which befell him. This occurred below the Sault 
St. Louis, near Montreal, after he had passed more than 
forty rapids; he could hardly save his own Hfe. . . . 
However, you will find herein what we have been able to 
put together after hearing him converse, while waiting for 
the relation, of which Father Marquette is keeping copy." 
Signatures of numerous members of the Jolliet family in- 
cluding the above mentioned Adrien cover the period from 
1682 to 1749. 

The earliest signatures in the collection are those of 
nine of the founders of Three Rivers, the second settlement 
in New France, 1635. Following these in 1665, are numer- 
ous mission.' ries to the Hurons, among them the martyrs 
Simon Lemoine and Leonard Garreau. also J^r6me Lale- 
mant the uncle of Gabriel the martyr; Claude Allouez, 5. 
y., Vicar General of the Northwest, and the successor of 
Marquette at the Kaskaskias ; Nicholas Perrot, noted Indian 
Agent; Jean-Baptiste Talon, Second Intendant of New 
France, signature 1668; Claude Dablon, 5./., Superior Gen- 
eral of New France, and editor of Relations of the fathers as 
well as of Marquette's and Jolliet's Narratives. 

Notwithstanding the great interest of the foregoing, 
probably a greater value will be attached by historians to a 
set of papers which follow them. These are grants, deeds, 
partnerships and other instruments, legal and commercial, 
which laid the foundation for the discoveries and settlements 
of LaSalle and his followers in the Mississippi Valley. The 
first of these has a peculiar interest for this Society in that 
it takes precedence in point of time of the manuscript in the 
Mason Collection known and revered as "The First Illinois 
Deed, ** executed April 1, 1693, either at Chicago or Ft. St. 
Louis, by which Francois de la Forest conveyed to Michel 
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French Manuscripts — (^Continued). 

Acau one-half the Illinois country granted to him and his 
partner Tonty. The new acquisition antedates the above 
by ten years, being dated April 6, 1683. It is a feudal grant 
upon rents by Robert de la Salle to Jacques Bourdon, Sieur 
d'Autray, of a strip of land 126 arpents long and 47 arpents 
deep, **beginning at the brook on the banks of which we 
wintered in ascending along the River of the Illinois," ad- 
joining Fort St. Louis, "in acknowledgment of the services 
that he rendered, as well in the discovery of Louisiana, as 
in the construction of Fort St. Louis, where he served well 
and performed his duty with honor. . . . With the 
obligation of fealty and hommage, which shall be rendered 
by the said Jacques Bourdon, Sieur d'Autray, his successors 
and assigns . . . and to pay for each year, on the day 
and feast of St. Louis, the sum of one denier de cens 
for each arpent and five sols of seigniorial rents for 
the whole farm." The manuscript continues through four 
closely written folio pages to prescribe the terms upon which 
D'Autray may hunt, fish, trade with the Indians and keep 
pigeons {droit de col am bier) and is signed with a flourish, 
De la Salle. It will be be remembered that only four 
days before the drawing up of this document, April 2, 
1683, LaSalle had written, from his Rock of St. Louis, that 
touching letter to La Barre expressing the hope that he 
should have from him the same support as from Count 
Frontenac. 

Jacques Bourdon was the son of the well known sur- 
veyor, Jean Bourdon, Sieur d'Autray, and one of LaSalle's 
most trusted lieutenants, for it was he to whom was confided 
the honor of commanding one of the three companies into 
which LaSalle divided his force for performing the last 
stage in the discovery of the Great River. He himself took 
the western outlet, Tonty the middle one, and D'Autray the 
eastern. In the signatures to LaSalle's declaration of pos- 
session in the name of Louis of France and Navarre, April 
9, 1682, we find the name of Jean (Jacques) Bourdon, 
Sieur d'Autray, preceded only by those of LaSalle, Zenobe, 
Tonty, and Boisrondet. Pierre Prudhomme, one of 
D'Autray's four partners mentioned in ili<i document, was

the gentleman for whom LaSalle named a fort to soothe his 
injured feelings after having been lost nine days in the 
forest during the descent of the river. Thus did the great 
commander strive to keep peace. 

It seems rather singular that these two waifs of 17th 
century real estate transactions in Illinois, executed ten 
years apart, both relating to Fort St. Louis, later called 
Starved Rock, and both involving the most trusted com- 
panions of the great LaSalle, should have found perma- 
nent anchorage in the 20th century, in the library of the 
same institution, and at periods little more than ten 
years apart. 

The next documents of importance are two perhaps 
only second in interest to the above. The first of these is a 
grant of land at Fort Arkansas written entirely by the hand 
of Tonty, and signed by him as "Lord of Tonty Island and 
of the River of the Arkansas, Captain of Marine, Governor 
of Fort St. Louis." To judge by the curious chirography it 
was his iron hand that executed the above. The second bears 
the date 1723 and is an agreement made by Alphonse de 
Tonty and other heirs of the late Henry de Tonty to allow 
to the widow of his late partner De la Forest, her share of 
money granted in favor of the estates of the said partners, 
to reimburse them for the expenditures of their private 
funds *'in the construction of the forts Pimitouy,The Rock, 
and Checagou." This Fort Checagou must certainly have 
antedated the one said to have been built here by Durantaye 
in 1685, and which Tonty himself says v/as commanded by 
that officer when he arrived here in the fall of 1685, for 
Tonty was not building forts in this part of the country 
later than this date. ]May we not conclude from this that 
Fort Dearborn was the third to occupy this site ? 

Space will not permit more than an enumeration of 
some of the succeeding signatures, among them Du THut, 
LaTourette, Prudhomme,Le Sueiu*, Durantaye, Ailleboust 
(Commander at Chicago), Laurent, St. Cosme, Louis XV., 
Cadillac, Alphonse de Tonty, Longueuil, Iberville, etc.

Mr. Buckley re- 
calls many interesting reminiscences connected with the bills 
paid by these checks, as follow : Check No. i, Jan. 2, 1856, 
to expense of lighting and heating Rice's Theatre, $28.25, 
on the occasion of a benefit for the Company by which four 
hundred and twenty dollars were realized. Mr. Rice do- 
nated the use of the theatre. Check No. 18, Feb. 4, 1856, 
to N. Reis for hauling engine with team to fire, $1.00. In 
this case there were not enough men on the drag-rope. 
Check No. 53, July 16, 1856, to Captain Wilson, $206.00, 
for use of Steamer Lady Elgin to transport the Company to 
Racine and return. Captain Wilson lost his life in trying 
to save his passengers in the disaster to his vessel, Sept. 8, 
i860, when four hundred were lost. Check No. 84, April 
6, 1857, to 96c for crackers and cheese. A fire occurred 
on Lake near Franklin St. at 11 p. m. during a blizzard 
and snow on the ground to a depth of 18 'inches. Men 
worked with engine until next day noon, when Foreman 
Schank ordered Secretary Buckley to furnish some refresh- 
ments. Secretary Buckley ordered P. J. Bishop (Steward) 
to purchase refreshments. The best he could obtain were 
some crackers and cheese which he purchased at Henry 
Schoellkopf's store, Randolph St. near Franklin. 
It should not be forgotten that this was a volunteer 
department paying all of its expenses from private funds 
while in the service of the city. Among the deceased mem- 
bers of that department may be mentioned A. S. Sherman, 
Luther Nichols, H. H. Magee, P. F. W. Peck, C. N. Holden,

Purchases — 

The purchases of books and manuscripts for the Gilpin 
Library have been without exception confined to the particu- 
lar field of the Society as defined by its Constitution, t. e., 
"the states made from the old Northwest Territory." In 
view of the importance of the purchase of the French manu- 
scripts before noted and because a very exhaustive list of 
minor purchases was enumerated in last year's Report, only 
a few of the most notable works so acquired this year will 
be mentioned. 



The Dilg papers. These manuscripts represent the 
accumulations of half a life time of laborious effort on 
the part of their author, the late Carl A. Dilg, to verify 
the accepted history of the Chicago region and to iden- 
tify the historic sites mentioned in the journals of the 
explorers with the correct localities as they are to-day. 
To this end Mr. Dilg kept a series of field-note books, 
through a long period of years, in which he recorded the 
exact physical surroundings of these localities in the 
vicinity of Chicago, and in addition to this, being a 
draughtsman of much skill, he made pen-and-ink sketches 
of the places he visited. As these sketches recorded the 
minutest details that might in future be useful for pur- 
poses of identification they have already become valuable 
documents from the fact that the encroachment of im-

provements has in many instances completely changed 
the appearance of these places. These papers accom- 
pany the purchase by the Society of Mr. Dilg's collection 
of Indian relics of the Chicago region. The above pur- 
chase was negotiated by Dr. O. L. Schmidt. 

Sidney Breeze: An Address Delivered at [Vincennes, 
May I, 1857], to celebrate the completion of the Illinois 
section, from Illinoistown to Vincennes, of the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad, the great project which was to connect 
the Central West with the Atlantic Seaboard. The address 
occupies twelve closely written pages and its eloquence is 
strongly characteristic of the father of Illinois railroads of 
whom Thomas Hoyne said : "Nor can an instance be found, 
in any state, where the history of a single individual is so 
clearly and closely identified with the origin, development 
and progress of a commonwealth, through a period of sixty 
years! Judge Breeze has been acting so conspicuous a 
part in all that period that to write a history of either the 
state or the individual the writer must use the same mate-

Mr. Walter L. Fisher moved that the Secretary 
cast the unanimous ballot of those present for the elec- 
tion of the persons recommended by the Executive Com- 
mittee for the several classes of membership. Mr. 
Bowmen seconded the motion and it was unanimously 
adopted. The Secretary cast the ballot as instructed 
and the President declared the persons duly elected. 

The meeting then proceeded to the election of 
officers. Mr. Kerfoot moved that the President ap- 
point a committee of three to nominate persons for the 
several offices. Mr. Dent seconded the motion, which 
prevailed. President Head asked Mr. Kerfoot to state 
what officers were to be elected and for what terms. 
Mr. Kerfoot said that a president and two vice-presi- 
dents were to be elected for one year; and that two 
members of the Executive Committee were to be elected 
to succeed General Walter C. Newberry and Dr. 
Otto L. Schmidt and serve for four years, and requested 
that he be not made a member of the nominating com- 
mittee. 

The President then appointed as nominating com- 
mittee Messrs. Burley, Fisher and Gunther and asked 
them to retire to another room and select persons to fill 
the offices. 

During the absence of this committee Mr. Kerfoot 
submitted certain type-written amendments to the Con- 
stitution, proposed and recommended by the Executive 
Committee in pursuance of Mr. Blatchford's resolution 
adopted at the last annual meeting. At the request of 
the President Mr. Kerfoot briefly explained the objects 
sought to be attained by the several changes, notably the 
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reduction of the number constituting a quorum; the 
change of beginning of the fiscal year to November 1st, 
thus giving time for printing Reports before the annual 
meeting on the third Tuesday in November; the prorating 
of dues of annual members elected after January 1st; and 
the restoration of * 'Honorary Life*' membership omitted 
from the Constitution as amended November 21, 1893. 
**The restoration of this class of membership (Mr. Ker- 
FOOT said) will enable the Society, upon the recoipmed- 
ation of the Executive Committee to record and give 
fitting and permanent evidence of its gratitude to its 
generous benefactors by conferring upon them the honor- 
able distinction of election to such membership." In 
closing Mr. Kerfoot further explained that under the 
present Constitution final action on the proposed amend- 
ments could not be taken until a subsequent meeting, 
and that printed copies of them must accompany the no- 
tice of that meeting. 

General Nev^berry suggested that it would be well 
to have these amendments canvassed at this meeting as 
there might be some opposition to them or some addi- 
tional amendments submitted. 

The proposed amendments, so recommended and 
submitted, are as follows: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS OF CONSTITUTION 
AND BY-LAWS. 

Resolved: 

That the Executive Committee hereby recommend 
that the Constitution and By-Laws, as printed in So- 
ciety's 1904-5 Year Book, be amended as follows: 

CONSTITUTION. 

(1) Art. II. Sec. 1. By inserting the words 
''Honorary Life'' ^it^x Wi^ word **of** in the first line, 
and substituting the word * 'twelve' * for the word * *twenty ' ' 
in the seventh line of said section. 

(2) By substituting the following for Sec. 2, of 
Article II. 

"The dues for membership shall be as follows: for 
Life-Membership^ five hundred dollars payable in money ^ 
or by services rendered or donations made, and publicly 
declared by resolutioii of the Exectitive Committee to 
exceed that amount in value to the Society: and for 
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Annual Membership^ twenty-five dollars per annum; the 
dues for the first fiscal year being payable within one 
month after election to membership and notice of such 
election; provided, that when such election shall occur 
after January first, the dues for the balance of said fiscal 
year shall be for the proportionate part of the twenty- 
five dollars, and payable within thirty days after such 
election and notice. 

Persons luho have heretofore made, or shall here- 
after make^ voluntary contribution of one thousand dol- 
lars or more to the Society's funds, or donations publicly 
declared by resolution of the Executive Committee to be 
of that value to the Society's collections, may be elected 
Honorary Life Members, upon recommendation of the 
Executive Committee, 

''The President and Secretary shall issue a Diploma, 
under seal of the Society, and certifying the class of 
membership, to each member elected, upon payment of 
the dues,'' 

(3) Art. II. Sec. 3. By substituting the word 
''three" for the word **two** in the third line of said sec- 
tion. 

(4) Art. III. Sec. S. By substituting the word 
"for" for the word **in*' in the thirteenth line of said 
section. 

(5 J Art. IV. Sec. 1. By substituting the following 
for the fifth and sixth lines of said section; to-wit: "shall 
begin with the first day of November in each year and 
end with the thirty-first day of the following October." 

(6) Art. IV. Sec. 3. By substituting the word 
"twelve" for the word * 'twenty'* in the first line, and the 
word "seven" for the word **ten*' in the third line of 
said section. 



(7) By substituting the following for Article (Chap- 
ter) V. 



"This Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-third vote at any annual or special meeting; pro- 
vided that the proposed alterations or amendments shall 
first have been approved by resolution of the Executive 
Co7nmittee, and that a printed or written copy of the 
proposed alterations or amendments shall have accom- 
panied the notice of the meeting at which they shall be 
acted upon; and provided further that not less than 
twelve members having the right to vote shall be present 
when such vote is take?i." 
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BY-LAWS. 

(8) By causing Art. I. Sec. 2. to read as follows: 
**Sec. 2. The Vice-Presidents, in the order of their 
seniority shall perform'* etc. 

(9) By transposing numbers 4 and 5 in Art. II. Sec. 
5. thus making * Election of New Members*' precede 
* 'Election of Officers" at the Annual Meetings; and by 
striking out **for the year terminating at the Annual 
Meeting" from number 2 of said Sec. 5. 

In the full discussion that followed no opposition 
developed nor were any additional amendments proposed, 
and it was resolved, upon motion of General Newberry, 
seconded by Mr. Fisher, that the amendments be brought 
before the Society for adoption at its next business meet- 
ing. 

The Committee on Nominations then presented their 
report, as follows:

Mr. Blatchford moved that the Secretary cast a 
ballot for the election of the persons so nominated for the 
several offices, and the motion was seconded and carried.

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CHARTER. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Whereas, it is conducive to the public good of a State, 
to encourage such institutions as have for their ob- 
ject to collect and preserve the memorials of its 
founders and benefactors, as well as the historical 
evidences of its progress in settlement and popula- 
tion, and in the arts, improvements, and institutions 
which distinguish a civilized community, and to 
transmit the same for the instruction and benefit of 
future generations: 

Section I. Be it enacted by the People of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assembly^ That 
Wm. H. Brown, William B. Ogden, J. Young Scammon, 
Mason Brayman, Mark Skinner, Geo. Manierre, John H. 
Kinzie, J. V. Z. Blaney, E. I. Tinkham, J. D. Webster, 
W. A. Smallwood, V. H. Higgins, N. S. Davis, Charles 
H. Ray, S. D. Ward, M. D. Ogden, F. Scammon, E. B. 
McCagg, and William Barry, all of the City of Chicago, 
who have associated for the purpose aforesaid, be and 
are hereby formed into and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the * 'Chicago Historical 
Society," and that they and their successors, and such 
others as shall be legally elected by them as their asso- 
ciates, shall be and continue a body politic and corpor- 
ate, by that name, forever. 

Sec. 2. Said Society shall have power to elect a 
President, and all necessary officers, and shall have one 
common seal, and the same may break, change and re- 
new at pleasure; and, as a body politic and corporate, 
by the name aforesaid, may sue and be sued, and pros- 
ecute and defend suits, both in law and equity, to final 
judgment and execution. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall have power to make 
all orders and by-laws for governing its members and 
property, not repugnant to the laws of this State; and 
may expel, disfranchise, or suspend any member, who, 
by his misconduct, shall be rendered unworthy, or who 
shall neglect or refuse to observe the rules and by-laws 
of this Society. 

Sec 4. The said Society may, from time to time, 
establish rules for electing officers and members, and 
also times and places for holding meetings; and is hereby 
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empowered to take and hold real or personal estate, hy 
gift, grant, devise, or purchase, or otherwise, and the 
same, or any part thereof, to alien and convey. 

Sec. 5. The said Society shall have power to elect 
corresponding and honorary members thereof, in the va- 
rious parts of this State and of the several United States, 
and also in foreign countries, at their discretion: Pro^ 
vided^ however, that the nimiber of resident members of 
said Society shall never exceed sixty; and William H. 
Brown, or any other person named in this act, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to notify and call together the 
first meeting of said Society; and the same Society, when 
met, shall agree upon a method for calling further meet- 
ings, and may have power to adjourn from time to time, 
as may be found necessary. 

Sec. 6. Members of the Legislature of this State, in 
either branch, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and offi- 
cers of State, shall and may have free access to said 
Society's library and cabinet. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage. 

Approved^ February 7, /<?57. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED 
AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
APPROVED FEBRUARY 7, 1857. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the 
State of Illinois^ represented in the General Assembly^ 
That section five (5) of the act, to which this is an 
amendment, be so amended that said Society shall have 
power to increase the number of its resident members, 
from time to time, to any number that shall by it be 
deemed expedient. 

Sec 2. The said Society shall have power to borrow 
money and mortgage its real estate to secure the same, to 
an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be 
used in completing and paying for the buildingjs now in 
process of erection on the real estate of said Society. And 
the real estate and property of said Society shall be ex- 
empt from taxation. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

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CONSTITUTION.

ARTICLE 1. 

NAME AND OBJECTS. 

This society shall be called the CHICAGO HIS- 
TORICAL SOCIETY. 

Its object shall be to institute and encourage histor- 
ical inquiry, to collect and preserve the materials of his- 
tory, and to spread historical information, especially con- 
cerning the Northwestern States. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. This Society shall be composed of Hon- 
orary Life, Life, Annual, Honorary, and Corresponding 
members, all of whom shall be elected by ballot only at a 
regular meeting of the Society, and only upon the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, unless, by unan- 
imous consent, they shall be elected by a viva-voce vote 
cast at a regidar meeting by twelve legally-qualified 
voters. Three adverse ballots or three diluting votes 
shall reject the candidate. 

Sec. 2. The dues for membership shall be as 
follows: For Life-Membership, five hundred dollars pay- 
able in money, or by services rendered or donations made, 
and publicly declared by resolution of the Executive 
Committee to exceed that amount in value to the Society: 
and for Annual Membership, twenty-five dollars per an- 
num, the dues for the first fiscal year being payable with* 
in one month after election to membership and notice of 
such election; provided^ that when such election shall 
occur after January first, the dues for the balance of said 
fiscal year shall be for the proportionate part of the 
twenty-five dollars, and payable within thirty days after 
such election and notice. 
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Persons who have heretofore made, or shall hereafter 
make, voluntary contribution of one thousand dollars or 
more to the Society's funds, or donations publicly declared 
by resolution of the Executive Committee to be of that 
value to the Society's collections,may be elected Honorary 
Life Members, upon recomendation of the Executive 
Committee. 

The President and Secretary shall issue a Diploma, 
under seal of the Society, and certifying the class olf 
membership, to each member elected, upon payment of 
the dues. 

Sec. 3. The right to hold office and vote, and to 
take any part in the proceedings of the Society, shall be 
accorded to and may be exercised only by the members 
of the three classes first hereinbefore named. 

ARTICLE IIL 

OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the Society shall consist 
of a President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, and an 
Executive Committee, consisting of the President of the 
Society, ex^fficio^ who shall be the chairman thereof, 
and eight others, all of which aforenamed officers shaU 
be members of the Society, and also a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, and a Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meetings for one year, 
and shall respectively remain in office until the election 
of their successors. 

They shall perform such duties as are common to 
such officers or as may be prescribed in the By-Laws. 
Vacancies occurring from any cause in any of these 
offices may be filled by ballot at any special meeting, no- 
tice of such election being given in the notice of such 
meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall be chosen 
by ballot at the annual meetings, two members of 
which shall, from the time of the first election hereunder, 
hold their office until the next annual election of office; 
two of them until the second such election; two of them 
until the third such election; and two of them until the 
fourth such election. The terms for which the first mem- 
bers so chosen at the first election shall hold their office, 
shall be determined by lot immediately after such election. 
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Sec. 4. At each annual meeting thereafter there 
shall be elected by ballot two persons to fill the places 
vacant by the expiration of the term of those heretofore 
elected as members of the Executive Committee, and of 
those who shall hereafter be elected such members. 

On the expiration of the term of any of the members 
of said committee, their successors shall be elected by 
ballot for the term of four years. 

Vacancies in the Executive Committee during an un- 
expired term, caused by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or inability to act, may be filled by a majority of 
the remaining members of said committee, until the suc- 
ceeding annual election, at which time such vacancies 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner 
as members of said committee are elected for the full 
term of their office. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Conunittee, constituted 
above, shall alone hold, manage, administer, and con- 
trol all the money, property, effects, and affairs of the 
Society: and said committee may appoint a Treasurer, a 
Litu'arian, a Secretary, and such assistants and employes 
in the service of the Society as to said committee may 
seem fit; and may prescribe the duties and fix the com- 
pensation of such officers, assistants and employes; and 
said conmiittee may make investments of the Society's 
funds, provided that no fund bequeathed to or held by 
the Society for a specific purpose shall be appropriated 
to or used for any other purpose, and provided further 
that said committee shall not incur any liability on the 
part of said Society in any one year which shall exceed 
its annual income; and it shall be the duty of said com- 
mittee to make an annual report to the Society of all its 
acts and doings. 

ARTICLE IV. 

MEETINGS. 

Section 1. The annual meeting for the election of 
officers and the transaction of other business relating to 
the affairs of the Society shall be held on the third Tues- 
day of November in each year, and the fiscal year of the 
Society shall begin with the first day of November in 
each year and end with the thirty-first day of the following 
October. 

Sec. 2. The regular meetings shall be held at 
such times and conducted in such manner as shall be pre- 
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scribed in the By-Laws and directed by the Executive 
Committee, provided no such regular meeting shall 
occur at the same time with the annual meeting. 

Sbc. 3. At the annual meetings not less than 
twelve members having the right to vote, and at the spe- 
cial business meetings not less than seven such members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings and special business 
meetings may be called by the President, or, in case of 
his absence, by one of the Vice-Presidents, of which due 
notice shall be given at least two days beforehand. 

ARTICLE V. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by 
a two-third vote at any annual or special meeting; pro- 
vided that a printed or written copy of the proposed 
alterations or amendments shall have accompanied the 
notice of the meeting at which they shall be acted upon; 
and provided further that not less than twelve members 
having the right to vote shall be present when such vote 
is taken. 



BY-LAWS. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Art. L Section 1. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
and call such special meetings and special business meet- 
ings as he may deem necessary, or as he may, in writing, 
be requested to call by five members of the Society. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-Presidents in the order of their 
seniority, shall periorm the duties of the President in the 
case of the absence of the President from the meetings 
of the Society or from Chicago. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee may adopt 
such rules for their own action not in conflict with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Society, as they may 
find most convenient and necessary. 

Sec. 4. All nominations to membership shall be 
submitted to the Executive Committee, and reported 
upon by them to the Society. 
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MEETINGS. 

Art. II. Section 1. The regular meetings of the 
Society shall be held on the third Tuesday of each of the 
following named months, to-wit: January. April and 
October. 

Sec. 2. The annual meeting shall be held on 
the third Tuesday of November, the precise hour in the 
case of this and all other meetings of the Society being 
designated by the President and stated in the notice of 
the meeting. 

Sec. 3. The exercises of the regular and special 
meetings of the Society shall be under the direction of 
the Executive Committee, and in general conformity 
with the objects of the Society. 

Sec. 4. The order of business at the special busi- 
ness meetings of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding 
business meeting. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Deferred business. 

6. New business. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at the annual meet- 
ing of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding meet- 
ing. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees and Trustees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Election of Officers. 

6. Deferred business. 

7. New business. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. III. Section 1. The dues of the annual mem- 
bers of the Society shall be payable annually in advance 
on the third Tuesday of November in each year. 

Sec. 2. Should the dues of any member remain un- 
paid for the space of one month, the Executive Conmiit- 
tee shall notify him in writing, that unless his dues are 
paid within one month from the date of such notice his 
membe^hip shall cease, and unless such dues are paid 
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pursaant to such notice, or such default is accounted for 
to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, such per- 
son shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Society. 

SUSPENSION AND AMENDMENTS. 

Art. IV. The By-Laws in whole or in part may be 
suspended during any special business or annual meet- 
ing, by vote of a majority of the members present at any 
such meeting. The By-Laws may be amended on the 
same conditions prescribed for amending the Constitu- 
tion. 
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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
November 20, 1906. 



The annual meeting of the Chicago Historical 
Society was held in the Reading Room of the Society's 
Building, corner of Dearborn avenue and Ontario street, 
on Tu^ay evening, November 20, 1906, pursuant to 
notice given and as ordered by its Constitution. 

Following the plan inaugurated at the last annual 
meeting the Committee on House and Collections, with 
the co5peration of the Librarian, had on display in the 
Reading Room many of the Society's most valuable 
accessions acquired during the fiscal year. 

The autograph of President Roosevelt; original 
letters to and from officers at Fort Dearborn 1803-12; the 
gold medal awarded the Society for its exhibit at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition 1901; oil portrait of 
Chicago's second mayor, an extensive catalogued collec- 
tion of Indian relics; several portraits of pioneer citizens, 
portraits of Jefferson, Lincoln, Grant, Douglas; photo- 
graphs of glacial evidences in the Sanitaxir District; early 
diploma of the Mechanics Institute (Chicago 1860); 
photographs and souvenirs of the lajring of the comer- 
stone of the Cook County Court House, early Chicago 
directories and manuscripts; mementos of Lincoln; these 
and other articles enlisted the interest of the members 
present and furnished them evidence of the active pros- 
ecution of the Society's work. More detailed mention 
of these and other accessions is made in the reports of 
the Executive Committee and the Librarian, and their 
perusal is recommended as being both interesting and 
instructive, and as a proof that the Society is diligently 
and persistently collecting and preserving priceless 
materials of history in its chosen field, Chicago and the 
Northwest. 

At the appointed hour President Head called the 
meeting to order, the following members being present: 
Henry Bartholomay, Jr., Joseph T. Bowen, Clarence 
A. BuRLEY, Thomas Dent, Albert Dickinson, George 
H. Fergus, Walter L. Fisher, Wiluam A. Fuller, 
Charles F. Gunther, Henry E. Hamilton, Frankun 
H. Head, George S. Isham, Samuel H. Kerfoot, Jr., 
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George Merryweather, Walter C. Newberry, 
Erskine M. Phelps, William P. Rend, Otto L. 
Schmidt, Richard £. Schmidt, Fred M. Schmidt, 
WiLUAM C. Seipp, Lambert Tree, also the Secretary 
and the Librarian; President Head in the chair. 

After ascertaining that a quorum was present. The 
President called for the reading of the minutes of the 
last annual meeting. Mr. Gunther moved that inasmuch 
as the proceedings of that meeting had been printed and 
distributed to the members, the reading be dispensed 
with. The motion was seconded by Mr. Phelps and 
others and accordingly adopted. 

The President announced that the next item in 
the order of business was the Reports of Officers. 

Mr. Kerfoot announced that in pursuance of the 
precedent established last year the Executive Committee 
had caused the annual reports to be printed in pamphlet 
form, and that they were now in the hands of the mem- 
bers present; that the originals of the reports would be 
presented without reading at this meeting, and printed 
in permanent form in the Society's Year Book. Mr. 
Kerfoot then moved that the reading of the reports be 
dispensed with. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
BuRLEY and carried. 

The Secretary then presented the following:

Gentlemen: — In conformity with the Society's Con- 
stitution, the Executive Committee has the honor to sulwnit 
its Annual Report to the Society as follows: 

FUNDS. 

The Society's Funds consist of eight special funds and 
a general fund. 

The Henry D. Gilpin Fund ($66,070.92, as per their 
report) is under the exclusive care and management of 
trustees appointed under the will of Henry D. Gilpin. The 
income from this fund, as paid to the Society by said trus- 
tees, is applied entirely to the maintenance of the Gilpin 
Library. The present trustees are Clarence A. Burley, 
Eugene H. Fishburn, Walter L. Fisher and Erskine 
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M. Phelps, and the President and First Vice-President of 
llie Society, €x aMciis. A full statement of the fund is given 
in the report of these trustees, presented herewith on 
pages 133-134. 

The Jonathan Burr Fund consists of a legacy of 
$2,000 from the late Jonathan Burr, the income to be used 
in pajrment of printing the Society's publications. It is 
invested in twenty-one lots in the Town of Calumet, acquir- 
ed in settlement of a note secured by trust deed on said 
lots. The account is as follows:

The Treasurer's Report is appended and a4>pears on 
page 135. 
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The foregoing reiK>it shows that the Society is entirely 
free from debt; Siat its work is being systematically and 
zealously carried on; that its several trust funds are intact 
and invested in approved bonds, and that the cash balance 
in the treasury is somewhat greater than at the time of the 
last annual report This last fact is due to the rigid economy 
of the Executive Committee and not to any increase in the 
Society's income. The Society's work and its usefulness 
to the community are greatly restricted by its lack of ade- 
quate funds. Death has taken from it many of its oldest and 
most zealous members, and the vacancies thus caused have 
in too few instances been filled, as they should be, by their 
descendants. The Executive Committee is not discouraged 
by the existing conditions. With the cash balance on hand 
and membersMp dues for the ensuing year they will con- 
tinue their latxn-s and push on the Society's work to the 
extent of their resources with full confidence in the future. 
Each year, however, serves to emphasize the grow- 
ing necessity for an increased annual membership 
and for liberal additions to the Society's endowment 
funds. The Executive Conmiittee is fuUy impressed 
with the value which the Society is, and the far 
greater value which it should be^ to the community, 
and it appeals to the members to interest themselves more 
actively in its work. There are hundreds of worthy citizens 
of Chicago, both men and women, who should be members 
of the Society, and the Conmiittee trusts that its appeal 
may not be in vain, but that the ensuing year may see many 
of these citizens enrolled in the Society's membership list. 
With funds thus augmented the Society's perpetuity will be 
insured and the field and scope of its labors may be widened 
in proportion. 

The Executive Committee is deeply grateful for the 
gifts and bequests of the Society's friends during the past. 
Their gifts were generous ; their example worthy of emula- 
tion. They shot3d inspire the members with pride and 
stimulate their interest in enabling the Committee to suc- 
cessfully cope with the Society's necessities and to accom- 
plish the plans which it has in mind for the Society's future. 
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MEETINGS. 



On December 5, 1905, at a special meeting of the So- 
ciety the portraits of Joseph Duncan, fifth Governor of Illi- 
nois, and of Jdtm Peter Altgeld, twentieth Governor of Illi- 
nois, were formally presented to the Society. The portrait 
of Governor Duncan was presented by his grandchildnen, 
William Qement Putnam and Elizabeth Duncan Putnam, 
and the address written by £. W. Blatdiford on the ''Life 
and Times of Governor Duncan" was read by Mr. Frank 
Hamlin in absence of Mr. Blatchford. The portrait of 
Governed Altgeld, by Ralph Clarkson, was presented by 
Joseph S. Martin and an address on the life of Governor 
Altgeld was read by Hon. Edward Osgood Brown. Both 
of these addresses were published by the Society, illus- 
trated with the portraits of Governors Duncan and 
Altgeld. 

An address read by Qarence W. Alvord, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, February 2, 1906, before a special meet- 
ing of the Society, gave an account of his finding at Ches- 
ter, Illinois, some 3,500 documents relating to the French 
period of Illinois Histoi^. This address was later published 
by the Society, as "The Old Kaskaskia Records." 

On February 27, 1906, at a special meeting of the So- 
ciety Paul Selby read an address on "The Acluevement of 
Lincoln as Shown in the Emancipation Policy." 

The amendments to the Ccxistitution and By-laws, pro- 
posed at the last annual meeting were brought up at this 
time, but failed to pass, owing to lack of a quorum. 

On April 27, 1906, Professor Evarts Boutdl Greene, of 
the Chair of History in the University of Illinois, read an 
address before a special meeting of tiie Society, on the sub- 
ject: "The Treatment of State History," being a plea in 
favor of the scientific treatment of economic and social con- 
ditions radier than the usual antiquarian and romantic treat- 
ment. 

On April 14, 21 and 28, at 11 a. m.. Prof. Charles W. 
Mann, of Lewis Institute, g^ve three lectures to the chil- 
dren of members of iht Societv on the following subjeots : 
"The Northwest and Illinois,'^ "County and Territory of 
Illinois" and "Chicago and the State of Illinois." The lec- 
tures were illustrated by many stereopticon views and were 
largely attended and highly appreciated by adults as well 
as the children. 
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The use of the Scxuety's building was granted to the 
Daughters of the American Revolution for the purpose of 
their reception to Mrs. Donald McLean, their President 
General, on the afternoon of October 20, 1906. More than 
seven hundred persons attended the reception.

Time continues to lengthen the roll of those who have 
passed from us. During the year seven names have been 
added to the list 

Marshall Field^ life member since 1869, died of pneu- 
monia in New York Qty, January 16, 1906. Mr. Field 
was bom at Conrway, Mass., in 1835, came to Chicago at the 
age of 21 years and began as a clerk in the dry-goods house 
of Cooley, Wadswortn & Co. This firm changed soon to 
Cooley, Farwell & Co. ; in i860 to Cboley, Farwell, Field & 
Co. ; in 1862 to Farwell, Field & Co. ; in 1865 to Field, Pal- 
mer & Leiter and two years later to Field & Leiter. Mr. 
Leiter withdrew in 1881 and for twenty-five years the firm 
has been Marshall Field & Co. Mr. Field was not merely 
the nominal head, but iht very soul and spirit He was 
director also of ten other great corporations, whose combined 
capitalization is over two and a half billions of dollars and 
whose annual business amounted to more than abillion dol- 
lars. Besides these he was an influential factgr in at least 
twenty other of the largest oorporationa in the United States. 
Few men could have been so greatly missed in the commer- 
cial world. 

With all this Mr. Field was in no sense a mere money- 
maker. He was interested in and gave aid to every move- 
ment for the improvement of the city or for tiie benefit of 
the people. He left to the people of Qiicago a priceless 
legacy in the great museum that bears his name. 

He was always a friend of this Society. He gave lib- 
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erally toward the construction of its various, homes. He 
generously paid for the publication of Volume III of the So- 
ciety's Collections "The Edwards Papers" ; and he presented 
to tht Society the large and valuable collection of manu- 
scripts known as the "Madison Papers." 

On iht occasion of his death the Executive Committee 
a<k)pted resolutions expressing its sense of the Society's 
loss and ordered that these spread upon the Society's 
Records. 

William Clement Putnam died January 20, 1906, at 
his home in Davenport, Iowa, the city of his birth and life- 
long residence, just one month after his election to corre- 
spcmding membership in the Society. On December 5, pre- 
ceding his death, Mr. Putnam had been present, witii his 
sister, Elizabeth Duncan Putnam, when they presented to 
the Society the portrait of their grandfather, Joseph Dun- 
can, fifth Governor of Illinois, on which occasion an ad- 
dress by Hon. Eliphalet W. Blatchford was delivered on 
"The Life and Times of Joseph Duncan." At his death, 
Mr. Putnam bequeathed his entire estate, amounting to half 
a million dollars, to the Academy of Sciences of his native 
city. 

Willum Joseph Ouan, life member since 1870, was 
bom May 14, 1826, in Waterford, Ireland, and came to 
America at the age of twenty years. He settled in St. 
Louis, and obtained a position in the wholesale grocery 
house of Waterman & Ryan. He worked up until he 
became manager of the firm. In 1850 he went to Galena, 
Illinois, where he established the wholesale grocery 
house of KUngel and Quan. In 1865 he came to Chicago 
and started in business for himself under the firm name 
of W. J. Quan & Co., located at 33 South Water Street. 
He was burned out by the Great Fire of 1871, but imme- 
diately began business again under the Madison Street 
bridge. Mr. Quan retired from active business in 1903. 
He was one of the founders of St. Mary's Training 
School at Feehanville, Illinois, and was President of the 
School for two terms. He was also one of the original 
members of the Irish Catholic Colonization Society, and 
was the treasurer as long as the Society was in existence. 
The Historical Society was always prominent in his 
interest; he was rarely absent from an annual meeting 
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of the Society and was a frequent and interested visitor 
at its building. He died September 17th, 1906, in Evans- 
ton, Illinois. 

At the last annual meeting this Society elected Joseph 
Easton Gary an honorary member. On October 31 he 
died suddenly at his home, 369 Ontario street. The 
cause of his death was heart failure. Judgb Gary 
was bom at Potsdam, N. Y., July 9, 1821, of Puritan 
ancestry. In 1833 he went to St. Louis, where he 
worked at the carpenter's trade and studied law. 
He soon moved to Springfield, 111., where he was 
admitted to the bar in 1844. In 1849 he went to Cali- 
fornia and for seven years he saw much of the west as it 
was then. In 1856 he settled in Chicago and became law- 
partner of the late Judge Tuley, and in 1859 he became as- 
sociated with Evert and James Van Buren. In 1863 he was 
elected Judge of tfie Superior Court, a position which he 
filled for forty-three years, until his deaih. In the cases 
tried and decided in these years by Judge Gary much of 
Chicago's History has been made, but without doubt the 
supreme incident in his life was the trial of the anarchists, 
in 1886. At the dose of that trial, in sentencing the prison- 
ers, Judge Gary used the fcdlowing significant and important 
language : ''Not the least among tihe hardships of the peace- 
able, frugal, and laborious poor is to endure the tyranny of 
mobs, wta>, witii lawless fgrce, dictate to tiiem, under pen- 
alty of peril to life and limb, where, when and upon what 
terms they may earn a livelihood for tiiemselves and their 
families. Any govenmient that is worthy of the iiame will 
strenuously endeavor to secure to all widiin its jurisdictkn 
freedom to follow their lawful avocations in safety for their 
property and their persons, while obeying the law. 

"Aiid law is common sense. 

"It hdds each man responsible for the natural and 
probable consequences of his own act3. It holds that who- 
ever advises murder is himself guilty of the murder that is 
committed pursuant to his advice ; and if men band together 
for forciUe resistance to the execution of the law and ad- 
vise murder as the means of making such resistance effect- 
ual, whether such advice is to one man to murder another, 
or to a numerous class to murder men of anoAer class, dl 
who are so banded together are guilty of any murder that 
ts committed in pursuance of sudi advice. 
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"The people of this country love their institutions. They 
love their homes. They love their property. They will never 
consent that by violence and murder those institutions shall 
be broken down, their homes despoiled, and their property 
destroyed. And the people are strong enough to protect 
and sustain their institutions, and to punish all offenders 
against thtir laws ; and those who threaten danger to civil 
society, if the law is enforced, are leading to destruction who- 
ever may attempt to execute such threats. 

"The existing order of society can be changed only by 
the will of the majority. 

"Each man has full right to advocate by speech or print 
such opinions as suit himself ; but if he proposes murder as 
a means of enforcing them, he puts his own life at stake ; 
and no clamor about free speech, or evils to be cured, or 
wrongs to be redressed, will shield him from the conse- 
quences of his crime. His liberty is not a license to de- 
stroy." 

One of the Society's highly prized possessions is Judge 
Gary's original manuscript of this memorable address. 

Mrs. Lucretia Jane Tilton, annual member since 
1897, died at her residence, 24 Junior Terrace, November 
4, after a few weeks' illness. She was bom in Keene, N. 
H., and was the wife of the late Lucian Tilton, a former 
member of this Society and a director of the Illinois Central 
Railroad. Mrs. Tilton was well known in Chicago in 
church and charitable work for many years. Durmg the 
Civil War she lived in the Abraham Lincoln house in Spring- 
field, 111., and often visited the military camps and attended 
the side soldiers. She was one of the twelve charter mem- 
bers of the Chicago Woman's Qub, and was always inter- 
ested in its work. The Illinois Training School for Nurses 
was oiiganized in her home. Mrs. Tilton's interest in this 
Society was never abated, and in her will she bequeathed to 
it the sum of three thousand dollars as a memorial to her 
husband. 

John Calvin Wblung, annual member since 1899, 
died of bronchitis November 9, 1906, at his residence in 
Hyde Park. Mr. Wblung was of Puritan stock and was 
bom on the ancestral farm near Pennington, New Jersey, 
Febmary 34, 1840. His education was obtained at the 
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Academies of Lawrence and Trenton. At the age of 21 
ytsTs he entered the government service as a clerk in the 
postal department After five years he entered the banking 
house of Robert Lenox Kennedy in New Yoric Qty. hi 
1874 he came to Chicago in the capacity of acting secretary 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, in wiiose service he re- 
mained until his death. He held successively the positions 
of assistant treasurer, auditor, general auditor and comptrol- 
ler, being elected vice president in 1890 and director in 1893. 

Mr. Wblung was active in other local enterprises. He 
was a director of the World's Columbian Exposition, and of 
the Illinois Trust and Savings and Com Exchange Banks. 
He was a member of the Union League Qub and Homewood 
Country Qub and an elder in the Hy^e Paik Presbyterian 
Church.

OF THIE 2S0TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE FiRST SETTLEMENT OF 

THE Jews in the United States was received a medal 
commemorating the event. 

Mr. Ossian Guthrie gave several photograjdis show- 
ing glacisj relics from the Drainage Canal, also a collection 
of specimens of wood from prehistoric forests on the present 
site of Chicago. 

The box and its contents, taken from the comer-stone 
of the old Cook County Court House torn down in 1905- 
6, was given by the Hon. Edward J. Brundagb, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Cook County Commissioners. 

From Mr. George W. Lemar came an Indian necklace 
made of bones of dog, deer and elk, found in a pot near 
the Desplaines River by Major S. E. Blunt, and also a 
canister and grape shot dredged from the Chicago River 
under supervision of Major Blunt, supposed to be from Fort 
Dearborn. 

From Mr. Droit, Caholda, lU., through Miss Valen- 
tine Smith, the Society received an old wrought iron fire- 
hoe and two fire-dogs. 

Mrs. B. Giroux gave an electrotype of the badge of the 
Chicago Light Guards.

Mr. Charles Harpel gave several tickets of admission 
to the Republican National Convention June 19, 1888. 

The Notarial Seal used by Col. Richard J. Hamilton, 
first Notary Public for Cook County, and brought to 
Chicago in 1834, was given by his son Mr. Henry E.

The manuscript and doctmientary materials of the Li- 
iHary have at usual been drawn upon extensively during the 
past year as bases for numerous doctrinal theses, and in 
some cases these have been prepared almost entirely from 
the collections here. One subject upon which we are told 
we have more material than can be found in any other library 
is the Illinois and Michigan Canal, the reason being thai 
in addition to having all printed reports, this Society owns 
the entire collection of William H. Swift's papers, 1843- 
1871. Mr. Swift was appointed Canal Truatee in 1845.

evenings from his manuscript The English Settlement 
in Edwards County, in the presence of neighbors 
whom he had invited to criticise it. This manuscript 
was presented by the author to the Chicago Historical 
Society in i860 and fortunately had been loaned a 
few days before ihft Great Fire in October, 1871. It 
was edited by Hon. E. B. Washbume and published 
by the Society in 1881 as Volume 1. of its Collections. 
Tliis volume is now out of print and is becoming 
rare. The original manuscript is still in the possession 
of 4e Society.

On the evening of February 13 tiie Building was opened 
for the benefit of Sie Hiji Qub, an organization withm the 
Young Men's Christian Association, formed for ^e purpose 
of studying the various institutions of the dty. Mr. S. H. 
Kerfoot, Jr., very kindly assisted the Librarian in explaining 
the Library and Collections to the Club, who took so live- 
ly an interest in the exhibits that it was eleven o'clock be- 
fore any one thought of taking his departure. In a letter 
later to the Librarian the Director of Social Work in the 
Y. M. C. A. said ' 'In behalf of the Hiji Club I wish to thank 
you for the very generous and kindly reception you extend- 
ed to them. The men are a unit in expressing their ap- 
preciation of the value of their visit," Miss Jane 
Addams not long ago said to the Librarian that she 
intended to bring a class of Greeks here to prove 
to them that Chicago as well as Athens has some- 
thing beautiful and old to be proud of. Such in- 
stances as these emphasize the fact that this institution has 
a distinct social value in cultivating civic pride and patriot- 
ism, thus assisting our city to assimilate its constantly grow- 
ing foreign population. 

Cataloguing — 

There have been catatogued 3,154 volumes for which 
3,615 cards have been typewritten for fte new catalogue, 
and 1,941 new entries added to the old catalogue. Hie total 
number of cards now in the new catalogue is 18,802. This is 
exclusive of the Index of Portraits, and the Index of Views. 

In accordance with a custom which has heretofore pre- 
vailed in this Society of designating collections of manu- 
scripts, other than official documents, either by the name of 
the donor or of the person instrumental in securing them, 
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Cataloguing — (Continued) . 

as a permanent memorial to tiiose who have shown their 
interest in the Society in this manner, the Executive Com- 
mittee have during the year past thus designated two col- 
lections of manuscripts hitherto unnamed. I refer to the 
Edward Gay Mason Collection of French manuscripts, and 
to the Otto L. Schmidt Collection, also in the French 
language. This designation will greatly facilitate the 
cataloguing of these large collections. 

A branch of the year's cataloguing which will be of 
interest to many students of history is a calendar of all &e 
manuscripts of general interest in the Library of the Chicago 
Historical Society. The first part of this calendar has just 
been published in the Report on Canadian Archives for 1905, 
Volume I. and represents the result of several wedcs' work 
by a representative of the Archives Department It is part 
of the large plan of Dr. A. G. Doughty, C. M. G., DominicMi 
Archivist, to make known the original sources existing in 
different parts of the world for the study of the history of 
New France, which plan has received the most cordial sujv- 
port of this Society, whose documents have been pronounced 
of much importance. 

Summaries of the manuscript collections of this Society 
had previously been icon^iled by the Librarian and furnished 
to the Carnegie Institution and to the Wisconsin Historical 
Society, but have not as yet been published. 

Binding and Shelving — 

There have been bound for the Society during the last 
year somewhat less than 100 volumes mainly historical maga- 
zines constantly used in the reference work. This simdl 
amount of binding by no means represents the needs of the 
Library in this direction. On tiie contrary it is evidence of 
the very small sum available for this branch of the work, for 
it includes considerably less than one-tendi of tlie volumies 
which ican truthfully be said to be deteriorating for want of 
binding. This is particularly true of the priceless files of 
early Illinois and Chicago newspapers, many of whose orig- 
inal sheep backs have long since crumbled into dust, leaving 
their owners too weak to stand erect upon the shelves. And 
this brings us to the matter of shelving for newspaper files. 
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Binding and Shelving — (Continued). 

Experts long ago agreed that newspapers should not be made 
to stand erect, but should be filed pn horizontal roller shehpes 
to prevent the back breaking which results when heavy 
volumes are placed in an upright portion. 

Attention is called to the fact that by reason of the rs^td 
increase of accessions to the Gilpin Library in the last tea 
years the shelving iHt>vided when the b«ilding was reeled 
long since became inadequate, and that now tiie temporary 
stadcs donated by Dr. O. L. Schmidt are filled to their capa- 
city. It is much to be hoped that this condition, brought 
about largely by the increased generosity of friends of the 
Society, can be provided for by the replacing of the tem- 
porary stacks, whidi have now served the purpose for which 
they were originally donated, with modem steel stacks. This 
will go far to restore the Library room to its original beauty 
of proportion, and will permit the proper display of the So- 
ciety's large and priceless collections relative to the Old 
Northwest, which appear insignificant in shelves that can- 
not be adjusted to the various sizes of bodes, nor be proper- 
ly lighted. 

Photographs — 

The past summer saw the acomplishment of a task 
long deferred, namely, the classifying and filing of the ex- 
tensive collections of early prints, photog^phs and stereO'- 
scopic views of historic places and personages in Illinois and 
the Mississippi Valley. These have accumulated during a 
long period and, for want of proper filing cases, have in 
many cases been allowed to lie on shelves with books, in 
covers that inadequately protected them from our all per- 
vading soot. At the time this building was erected steel 
filing cases for photog^phs were almost unheard of, but 
these can now be had in any desired style. In tiie mean- 
time pasteboard filing boxes have been procured for a small 
sum and these with a number of portfolios will house the 
collection for the present comfortably, if not as handsomely 
as they deserve. 

That this collection in reality constitutes one of the 
most valuable assets of the Society is shown by its being in 
almost daily requisition by publishers of books, newsp^rs 
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and magazines of the highest class. The rule of the Society 
requiring that credit for the ownership of the original shall 
be given in each case of reproduction of these pictures In- 
sures publicity to the Society's work in this line. 

During last winter artists employed by the White City 
Company worked here almost continuously, making sketches 
of pre-fire building^ from hundreds of stereoscopic views 
in the Library. Nowhere else could these views have been 
obtained and without them the gigantic and beautiful repro- 
duction of "Chicago Before, During and After the Fire," 
would have been impossible. It is to be regretted that ac- 
knowledgment of this indebtedness was inadvertently 
cmiitted in the literature published by the White City, con- 
trary to the express agreement of the President of that com- 
pany. 

In September when preparations were going forward 
for lajring the comer-stone of the new Cook County Court 
House, Ae Commissioners appealed to the Society for pic- 
tures of earlier Court Houses, and no one was more sur- 
prised than they when we were able to produce views o? 
four antedating the one recently demolished, 1835, 
185 1-3, 1858, 1^0 and the ruins of 1871. These reproduced 
in sepia tone from the original views were mounted op brown 
tinted paper, bound together by brown ribbons to form a 
handsome portfolio and presented to the Commissioners, to- 
gether with a reprint of the first Chicago directory and other 
souvenirs of early days, all of which were placed in the cor- 
ner-stone by the Commissioners, who repeatedly expressed 
tfieir indebtedness to the Society, both in tiie newspapers and 
bv letter. The Society was represented at the ceremonies 
attending the laying of the corner-stone by Mr. Franklhi 
H. Head, Mr. George Merryweather, Mr. C. F. Gunther and 
tbe Librarian. 

A number of views of Chicago in the fifties, and a col- 
lection of political buttons and badges of the Lincoln Cam- 
paign of i860 were recently copied to be used in the Auto- 
biography of Carl Schurz, now appearing in McClure's Mag- 
asine. These will all be credited to the Society and are 
mentioned merely to show that the valuable collections of 
relics are becoming generally known. 
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In view of the perennial interest excited by these old 
views it would seem that some systematic effort should be 
made to add to the collection, which is by no means com- 
plete, for doubtless many original photographs, daguerreo- 
types, etc., are in existence to-day stowed away in the at- 
tics of early residents throughout Illinois. It is hoped that 
wide publicity will be given to tiie fact that the Soci^ is 
trying to preserve this material which will be increasingly 
interesting as time goes on. In a paper read before tiie 
Illinois Historical Society your Librarian suggested the for- 
mation of photographic clubs whose members should under- 
take the photographic survey of their own localities, making 
pictures of all historic sites and buildings, of which there 
are not a few still standing, in Illmois. 

It has been a matter of regret and of S(xne chagrin to 
members of this Society that several buildings dating from 
the early days of Chicago, and which serve as notches to 
mark her growth, have been razed to the ground before any 
one thought to send a photographer to tiie spot There are 
now standing within a few blocks of this Building several 
beautiful old homes, built immediately after the fire, and in 
other parts of the city houses of a much eaiiier period, des- 
tined in a few years to succtunb to the inevitable advance of 
the apartment building, which is so rapidly robbing the city 
of its individuality. 

Should the Society deem it within its province, a photo- 
graphic section could be added to its other activities merely 
by the purdiase of a camera, for a member of tfie present 
staff could operate it, thus obviating the necessity for the 
services of a professional photographer each time that a 
view of a building was desired, or a portrait or manuscript 
had to be copied. It is possible tiiat a camera would prove 
an economy. At all events let us hope that one will be found 
among the Jubilee presents when the Society celebrates the 
fiftieth anniversary of its incorporation in February, 1907. 

Special Exhibits— 

On February 27, when Mr. Paul Selby delivered hi* 
address on "The Foresight and Achievement of Lincoln As 
Shown in His Emancipation Policy,'* an exhibit was made 
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of portraits, manuscripts, relics and printed works relating 
to Linodn. 

On April 7, 14, 21, in connection with the course of 
Saturday lectures to children, delivered by Professor Oias. 
W. Mann, exhibits were made of Indian relics, and sou- 
renirs of the early Northwest and Chicago, also histories 
and stories of this part of tiie country published especially 
for children. 

On October 20 a special exhibit was made in honor of 
the Chicago Chapter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, who on that occasion tendered a reception to 
Aeir President General, Mrs. Donald McLean, of New 
Yoiic The articles specially exhibited were as f oUows :

Library Extension — 

For lack of a better term I have designated as above 
tlie propaganda of the Library. Perhaps the most important 
measure looking toward giving greater publicity to the So- 
ciety's work was the reprinting of 2,500 copies of our sec- 
tion of the Hand-book of Libraries in Chicago, published 
last year by the Chicago Library Club. Of these 1,500 copies 
have been distributed to members, visitors, and to ttie several 
women's clubs, which are making a special study of Illinois 
history. At the close of the reception of the Daughters of 
American Revolution on October 20, five hundred copies 
were handed to the ladies as they left the building and 
diere were many expressions of pleasure at having this 
pretty souvenir of the Society's work to carry away with 
them. 

With the purpose of promoting interest in local his- 
torical studies, more work has been d<Hie widi women's 
clubs than heretofore, with the result that several prominent 
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diibs have fonned sections for the special study of Illinois 
history. One has ad(q>ted a Syllabus on tiie subject prepared 
by your Librarian, who had the hcMior of presiding at the 
first meeting, giving a brief address on ''The Ice Age {n the 
Chicago Region/' illustrated by a remarkable series of photo- 
graplu of glaciated bowlders, presented to the Society by 
Mr. Ossian Guthrie. One hundred copies of the Hand-book 
were distributed there. 

On February 20 the Irving Park Wcmian's Qub devoted 
their entire program to the study of the Qiicago Historical 
Society. On that occasion a member of your Executive 
Committee presented the Qub with souvenir programs bea*^ 
ing a vignette of the Society's Building. 

There can be little doubt that the study of Illinois his- 
tory by women's clubs will be productive of good results, for 
largely through the efforts of these org^izations of ener- 
getic and bright women, public sentiment, which in some 
localities was almost quiescent, has been re-awakened to the 
desirability of marking historic sites and the preservation of 
ancient landmarks.

Field Work— 

The following excursicms have been made by members 
of your Executive Committee and the Librarian: 
May 23 — ^Expedition conducted by Mr. Ossian Guthrie, con- 
sisting of Dr. Otto L. Schmidt, Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, 
Jr., Mr. T. A. O'Shaughnessy, photographer, and the 
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Librarian, for the purpose of locating the sites of 
Marquette's winter cabm, his refuge in die freshet of 
1674, and his portage in 1673. Tbt results of tiiis 
expedition will be reported upon by Mr. GuArie. 

July 14-16— Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., made a trip to La Salle 
County and brought back to the Sodetjr sereral in- 
teresting photographs and relics from Starved Rode 

August 22-23 — Ottawa Qhxection. Mr. Kerfoot made a 
second trip to La Salle County, which resulted in the 
purchase at one-fifth of its appraised value, of tiie 
most valuable addition that has yet been made to the 
Society's collection of Indian relics. It consists of 
some fifteen hundred specimens, many of them of rare 
beauty and perfection, and all of them unearthed in 
La Salle and Putnam Onmties, Illinois. Stone axes, 
war clubs, anvils and hammer-stones, paint cups and 
paint stidcs, mortars and pestles, ftint and granite 
drills and tools, iron axes and tomahawks, arrow and 
spear-heads and points, flint knives and scrapers, bows 
and arrows, Indian pc^ery beads and pipes, and two 
Indian skulls. With the collection were also secured 
relics of At Blackhawk and other wars, flint locks, 
sword hilts, bayonets, tent pegs and hooks, etc., and sev- 
eral relics of pioneer days in Illinois. Mr. Kerfoot spent 
several days in examining, verifying, and cataloguing 
this collection before purchasing it for the Society. 
The arrows and spear-heads and the points are not 
identified except by County, but the Q^talogue of over 
one hundred of the principal relics gives die exact 
place of their discovery, naming farm, mound, bridge 
or rock, where they were found, thus adding greatly 
to the value of the collection. When diese relics are 
properly installed in die museum the collection should 
be exceedingly attractive and instructive. 

Ocldber 14— The Librarian and Mr. Gudirie made an ex- 
pedition to Starved Rock under the guidance of Mrs. 
E. L. Petitdere, of the Ottawa Library, spedal at- 
tention being given to evidences of gladation along 
the route. The only discovery made was a magnifi- 
cent collection of i^otographs of the Illinois River 
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Valley, made by an amateur photographer of Ottawa. 
Rare local pamphlets and a petrified chambered nanti- 
lus of local habitat have since been presented to the 
Society by Mrs. Petitdere. 
October 20— Dr. Schmidt, Mr. Head, Mr. Kerfoot, and Mr. 
Guthrie went to the yards of the Chicago Ship Build- 
ing Company at South Chicago to witness the launch- 
ing of the ku-gest vessel ever built on the lake»— The 
Philip A. B. Weidner.

The Kingsbury Papers — 

It is a pleasure to report that the Accession Recordi 
which last year at this time was twelve months behind in 
its entries, was by June first of this year brought up to date. 
The additions to the Library by gift and purchase since 
November 20, 1905, are as follow: 
724 volumes, 913 pamphlets, 115 manuscripts, 
24 maps, 115 miscellaneous, 1,819 total. 

There was <me important purchase of manuscripts dur* 
ing the year, nanu^ly, tiie papers (1804 to 1813) of Colonel 
Jacob Kingsbury, an old Revolutionary soldier, a companion 
of Wayne, and for many years commander at Detroit, 
Mackinac and other western posts. This collection will be 
particularly interesting to Chicago people for many of its 
documents bear upon a subject dear to the heart of every 
loyal Chicagoan — ^Fort Dearborn — Old Fort Dearborn, built 
by Captain John Whistler in 1803 and burned to the ground 
in the Massacre of 1812. Beside letters of Captain Whistler, 
there are those of Captain Natiian Heald, Lieutenant Helm, 
who survived the Massacre, and of Matthew Irwin and 
others who were victims, and there is one written to the 
mart3rred Captain William Wells. 

A summary of tfie pa4)ers is as follows: 
Book I. Copies of letters written and received by Cd. 

Kingsbury, June to September, 1804. 
Book II. Ditto, October, 1804, to October, 1805. 
Book III. DUto, April to June, 1810. 
Original documents and letters, forty-one in number, 1804 
to 1813, from c<»nmanders at Detroit, Mackinac, Fort 
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Dearborn, Fort Wayne, Fort BeUefontaine, Fort In- 
dustry, Fort Madison, etc. 
One of die earlier letters in Col. Kingsbury's first Let- 
ter-bode contains information as to conditions at Fort Dear- 
bom, whidi, th<mgh not startling, is new. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

"Detroit, 12 July, 1804. 

"GiPTAiN John Whistler 

Commanding Fort Dearborn 
"Dear Sir — I am informed by Major Pike and Doctor 
Smith that your men are almost destitute of every article of 
clothing. Immediately on the report being made to me I 
ordered the Brig Adams to take on board for your post 
clothing for your men, pots to cook in, a whip saw, sta- 
tionery, hospital stores, etc. I shall with the greatest cheer- 
fulness do everything in my power to make your situation 
as agreeable as possible. 

"I think you deserve great credit for the work you have 
done, considering you had no clothing for your men nor 
even the necessary tools to work with. I have forwarded 
the plan of your garrison agreeably to your wishes to the 
Inspector and presume it will be pleasing to him and to the 
Secretary of War. 
"I am 

Dear Sir 

With great esteem 

Your mo. 6b. Servt. 
(Signed) "Jacob Kingsbury, Lt. Col. 

"ist Regft. Infantry." 

The copy of Captain Whistler's reply to the above fol- 
lows: 

"Fort Dearborn, 26 July, 1804. 
"Sir — ^I received your favor of the 12th inst. per Dr. 
Smith. I have received the clothing & the other artides you 
mentioned, the whip saw can but be of very little use with- 
out files as the timber we saw is oak, there is no otber at 
this post. McKenzie will be coming to this place in the 
course of next month, he would bring with him if they were 
given him.. ... I opened the Hhd. and examined the 
clothing to see if they were damaged. ... I find there 
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are but sixty-six complete suits for a year, the company is 
sixty-six strong. . . . Thad but one Fife & that is lost 
by accident I hope you'l order two to be forwarded, as 
I have that nimiber of Fifers. 
"Dear Colonel, 

"I am your very Hu. Ser., 
(Signed) "J. Whistler, Capt." 

"To Colo. Kingsbury, 

"Commandant, Detroit: 
"Hon'd by Capt Lee." 

Colonel Kingsbury's next letter to Whistler is dated 
"i6 Oct., 1804," at Mickilimackinac, to which post he had 
been transferred. In this he mentions a drum that had been 
taken to Ft. Dearborn by mistake and continues — "I am in- 
formed that you have a very great plenty of black walnut 
boards, and plank at your garrison. If you have more than 
you want for your own use you will greatly oblige an old 
friend and brother soldier." 

The next document is the first original manuscript by 
the hand of the sturdy Captain Whistler and reads as fol- 
lows : 

"Fort Deabborn, 3d November, 1804. 
"Dear Sir — I had the honor of receiving your favor of 
the sixteenth ultimo by Capt. Rough. I have sent two Drums 
as I had got them. They wanted head and Cords. I have 
sent two walnut planks, which I hope you will please accept 
off. They are all I can send at present, as I have not as 
yet made a single table for myself. ... I am sorry to 
observe that I have been under the disagreeable necessity of 
arresting Doctor Smith. I wish to say no more on the sub- 
ject, it is to disagreeable. 
"Dear Sir, 

I am with respect, 

Your very Humbl Servt., 

"J. Whistler, Captain." 

A post-script marked "Private" is as follows : 
"N. B. — I have tJie happiness of informing you that 
my oldest Daughter was married on the first instant to a 
gentleman of my old acquaintance (James Abbott) one 
whom I had a great opinion off. J. W." On 4he outside of 
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the sheet wfaidi was folded and sealed with red waac, is the 
{cUowing: "Co4. Kingsbury will please to observe that the 
two largest planks are for him as I find there are others put 
onboard. J. Whistler/' 

The eldest daughter above referred to was Sarah, who 
was a young lady of sixteen summers when the Whistler 
family arrived at Fort Dearborn in August, 1803, and was 
consequently barely eighteen when she was married to James 
Abbott, of Detroit This was doubtless the first wedding 
between white persons in Chicago, and the wedding journey 
was made overland to DetrcMt on horse back, tb« bride and 
groom tenting in the woods at night The Society possesses 
a portrait of Sarah Whistler Abbott presented by a Chicago 
d^Mrendant of Captain John Wfabtler. 

On 27 May, 1810, CaptaSn Whistler writes in a char- 
acteristic letter from Fort Dearborn, have received orders 
to rqMtir to Detroit and report myself to you and take Com- 
mand of Captain Rhea's Company tiiere. There are some 
of those malignant wretches could Ihey lay tiieir hands on 
their bouts and say we are as clean of defrauding the Publ'^c 
or any others as I am it would be adding greatly to thei^ 
honor — Jouitt for one. As for Thompson he must alter 
for the better or he will never have the honor of setting his 
country with as much justice as I have. Jouitt and IQnde 
have heretofore told me of his bad deeds. Jouitt particularly 
says he was a darned Rascal I expect to leave here with 
Captain Heald's express in a few days, my Family will go 
m the Brig/' 

II June, 1810, Col. Kingsbury writes to Matiiew Irwin, 
Contracting Agent at Fort D^rbom, "I have received yours 
of the 29th or 30th of April, I hope you will in future all 
live agrc^ly at Fort Dearborn and have no cause of com- 
plaint It appears that the Secretary of War preferred dis- 
persing the officers at Ft Dearborn to ordering a Court 
Martial.'' 

8 June, 1810, Captain Nathan Heald writes from Fort 
Dearborn, "I am sorry to inform you I am not pleased with 
my situation and cannot think of spending the winter here 
—I have written to Genl. Gansvoort for leave of absence and 
if I cannot obtain it shall resign — My friend Lieut Bsdcer 
can thus come in for the command of this post. It is a good 
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place for a man who has a family & can content himself to 
Uye remote from tiie civilized part of the world/' 

Colonel Kingsbury under date of June 26, 181 1, writes, 
'District Orders 

'lieutenant L. T. Hefan of the ist Regt of Infantry \k 
transferred to Cs^tain N. Heald's Company, Fort Dearborn, 
to which post he will repair with as littfe delay as possible*'' 

It will be seen from the letters quoted above that tiie 
collection is full of valuable side-lights upon life at Fort 
Dearborn, and upon the manners and customs of frontier 
military posts ; moreover in these three or four htmdred doc- 
uments there is a store of information as to the personnel 
of commands in the District of the Lakes which will furnish 
new material for history. 

The Society's already extensive World's Columbian Ex- 
position (Chicago, 1893,) collections have been greatly en- 
riched by Mr. John Barrett Kerfoot, of New Yoric, a native 
Chicagoan and a member of the family which for forty- 
seven years has been identified with the Society's woric and 
for twenty years has been represented on its Executive Com- 
mittee. Mr. Kerfoot's gift was shipped to the Society m 
two large packing cases and consists of histories, reports, 
catalogues, photographic and other illustrations, programs, 
tickets, newspapers, clippings, souvenirs of various kinds; 
many of which are rare and all of them most interesting. 
Accompanying the cdlection is a thoroughly digested scheme 
for its mounting in scrap-bode or portfolio form, and a 
supply of paper specially prepared and cut for that purpose. 
The Librarian hopes during the ensuing year to have this 
collection mounted as "The J. B. Kerfoot Collection" and 
ready for exhibitim at the next annual meeting. It is most 
gratifying to have such substantial testimony that tiie Sodety 
retains & loyalty of a scu>n of Chicago, though he fau 
beeome an adopted son of Manhattan. 

The most important purchase of the year from a 
bibliographical standpoint is "Description of the Bounty 
Lands in the State of Illinois" by E. Dana, Cincinnati, 
Looker, Reynolds & Co., 1819. The little book is of ex- 
ceeding rarity and this copy is perfect and in the original 
light gray boards. The lands referred to are what is 
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known as the "Military Tract" and were given as a 
bounty to the soldiers of the War of 1812, being the 
peninsula between the Illinois and Mississippi rivers. The 
minute description of each range here given was doubt- 
less read eagerly by eastern and English farmers, and 
such bits as the following quickly seized upon. "Town- 
ship No. VII., Range I. all rich, rolling, open, high 

!>raira [jiV] covered with tall grass, without any trees," 
or in 1823 when, partly through the circulation of this 
book the fame of the tract had been noised abroad, there 
was a rush of immigrants to Illinois and in 1824-5 within 
its limits were formed the counties of Adams, Calhoun, 
Hancock, Schuyler, Knox, Warren, Peoria, Mercer, 
Henry and Putnam, Pike and Fulton having been formed 
in 1821 and 1823. This book in 1878 sold for $8.50 and 
the Society was glad to pay $17.50 in 1906. 

Bound with the above is a curious guide, "Descrip- 
tion of the Principal Roads and Routes, by land and 
water through the United States," by E. Dana, Cin- 
cinnati, 1819. The name Chicago is not listed except as 
applied to the river, but Fort Dearborn is set down as 
270 miles by water from Mackinaw Straits. Some of the 
stopping places noted in Illinois Territory on the route 
from Vincennes to St. Louis are Higgin's, DeLong's, 
M'Cauley^s, Little Wabash, Ruddyford's, Brimberry's. 
Kane's, Carlile, and Cahokia.

'The dnes for membership shall be as follows: for 
Life-Membership, five hundred dollars payable in monev, 
or by services rendered or donations made, and publiuy 
declared by resolution of the Executive Committee to 
exceed that amount in value to the Society: and for An- 
nual Membership, twenty-five dollars per annum, the 
dues for the first fiscal year being payable within one 
month after election to membeislup and notice of such 
election; provided^ that when such election shall occur 
after January first, the dues for the balance of said fiscal 
year shall be for the proportionate part of the twenty- 
five dollars, and payable within thirty days after such 
election and notice. 

''Persons who have heretofore made, or shall here- 
after make, voluntary contribution of one thousand dol- 
lars or more to the Society's funds, or donations publicly 
declared by resolution of the Executive Conmiittee to be 
of that value to the Society's collections, may be elected 
Honors^ Life Members, upon recommendation of the 
Executive Committee. 

'The President and Secretary shall issue a Diploma^ 
under the seal of the Society, and certifying the class of 
membership, to each member elected, upon pajrment of 
the dues." 

On motion of Mr. Burlbt, seconded by Mr. Fishbr, 
the amendment was adopted without debate. 

The third amendment was then read as follows: 

Art. II. Sec. 3. By substituting the word "/Aw" 
for the word "two" in the third line of said section. 

This amendment was adopted by common consent, 
it being made necessary by the first amendment. 

The fourth amendment: To amend "Art. III. Sec. 
5, by substituting the word ''for'' for "in" in the thirteeth 
line of said section," was then taken up. Mr. Fisher 
raised the point that the change might make it possible 
to contract for the expenditure of the Society's income 
for a number of years in advance. Doubt as to the wis- 
dom of the change having been expressed, Mr. Kbrfoot 
suggested that the amendment be not made. By con- 
sent this suggestion was adopted. 

The amendment to Art. IV. Sec. 1. By substituting 
the following for the fifth and sixth lines of said section; 
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to-wit: ''shall begin with the first day of November in 
each year and end with the thirty-first day of the 
lowing October, " vras then taken up and on motion of Mr. 
Dent, seconded by Mr. Burley, was nnahimonsly 
adopted. 

The proposal to amend Art. IV^ Sec. X By Bubstip- 
toting the word '^/welve'* for the word ''twenty*' in the 
first Ime. and the word **seven'* for the word "ten" in 
the third line of said section was read by the President. 

lilR. Phelps moved that the amendment be adopted. 
Seconded by General Newberry. Carried. 

The seventh proposed amendment namely, to provide 
a simpler method of amending the Constitution, was read 
by the President, as follows: 

By substituting the following for Article EChap- 
ter; V. 

" This Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-third vote at any annual or special meeting ; pro^ 
vided that the proposed alterations or amendments shall 
first have been approved by resolution of the Executive 
Committee, and that a printed or written copy of the 
proposed alterations or amendments shall have accom- 
panied the notice of the meeting at which they shall be 
acted upon ; and provided further that not less than 
twelve members having the right to. vote shall be present 
when such vote is taken.** 

After a general discussion Mr. Fisher moved to 
amend the proposed amendment by striking out the 
words "that the proposed alterations or amendments 
shall first have been approved by resolution of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and that ' *. Seconded by Judge Tree 
and carried. 

The proposition to amend the By-Laws, Art. I, Sec- 
tion 2, by inserting after the words "Vice-Presidents " in 
the fii3t line the words " in the order of their seniority '* 
was accepted by common consent. 

The propositions to amend Sec. 5, Art. II, by trans- 
posing numbers 4 and 5 in Art. II, Section 5, thus making 
'Election of New Members" precede ' Election of 
OfiCicers*' at the Annual Meetings: and by striking out 
" for the year terminating at the Annual Meeting " from 
number 2 of said Sec. 5 were then read and on motion 
of Mr. Phelps, seconded by Mr. Fisher, were both 
adopted. 
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Following the adoption of the Constitation as 
amended the conviction was exiMressed by General 
Newberry, Mr. Seipp. Mr. Phelps, Judge Tree, Dr. 
ISHAif and others that a vigorous and concerted effort 
should be made to increase the number of the Society's 
members. On motion of Judge Tree, seconded by Mr. 
Phelps, the Execntive Committee was instructed to pre- 
pare an invitation setting forth the claims of the Society 
on the Citizens of Chicago and send the same to an 
proved list of persons who might be deemed suitable for 
membership, inviting them to join the Society. 

On motion of Mr. Kerfoot, seconded by Mr. 
Merryweather, the Vice Presidents of the Society were 
instructed to co5perate with the Executive Committee 
in the work of recruiting new members. 

The Committee appointed by the President to nom- 
inate officers for the ensuing year, having returned to 
the room, their report was called for and was read by 
Mr. Gunther, as follows :

Thomas Dent, for First Vice-President. 
Lambert Tree, for Second Vice-President 
For Members of the Executive Committee : 

George Merryweather, to succeed himself*

term ending November, 1910. 
John P. Wilson, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Edward E. Ayer, for the 
term ending November, 1907. 
Other nominations were called for by the President, 
and there being no response, on motion of Mr. Fisher, 
seconded by Mr. Phelps, the Secretary was instructed 
to cast the ballot of the members present for the elec- 
tion of the persons nominated by the Committee for the 
several offices. The Secretary cast the ballot as directed 
and the President declared the nominees duly elected. 

There being no further business before the meeting, 
on motion of Mr. Gunther, seconded by Mr. Sbipp, the 
meeting adjourned.

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CHARTER. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Whereas, it is conducive to the public good of a State, 
to encourage such institutions as have for their ob- 
ject to collect and preserve the memorials of its 
founders and benefactors, as well as the historical 
evidences of its progress in settlement and popula- 
tion, and in the arts, improvements, and institutions 
which distingruish a civilized community, and to 
, transmit the same for the instruction and benefit of 
future generations: 

Section I. Be it enacted by the People of the State 
of Illinois^ represented in the General Assembly^ That 
William H. Brown, William B.Ogden, J.Young Scammon, 
Mason Brayman, Mark Skinner, Geo. Manierre, John H. 
Kinzie, J. V. Z. Blaney, E. I. Tinkham, J. D. Webster, 
W. A. Smallwood, V. H. Higgins, N. S. Davis, Charles 
H. Ray, S. D. Ward, M. D. Ogden, F. Scammon, E. B. 
McCagg, and William Barry, all of the City of Chicago, 
who have associated for the purpose aforesaid, be and 
are hereby formed into and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the * 'Chicago Historical 
Society,** and that they and their successors, and such 
others as shall be legally elected by them as their asso- 
ciates, shall be and continue a body politic and corpor- 
ate, by that name, forever. 

Sec. 2. Said Society shall have power to elect a 
President, and all necessary officers, and shall have one 
common seal, and the same may break, change and re- 
new at pleasure; and, as a body politic and corporate, 
by the name aforesaid, may sue and be sued, and pros- 
ecute and defend suits, both in law and equity, to final 
judgment and execution. 

Sec 3. The said Society shall have power to make 
all orders and by-laws for governing its members and 
property, not repugnant to the laws of this State; and 
may expel, disfranchise, or suspend any member, who, 
by his misconduct, shall be rendered unworthy, or who 
shall neglect or refuse to observe the rules and by-laws 
of this Society. 

Sec 4. The said Society may, from time to time, 
establish rules for electing officers and members, and 
also times and places for holding meetings; and is hereby 




empowered to take and hold real or personal estate, by 
gift, grant, devise, or purchase, or otherwise, and the 
same, or any part thereof, to alien and convey. 

Sbc. 5. The said Society shall have power to elect 
corresponding and honorary members thereof, in the va- 
rious parts of this State and of the several United States, 
and also in foreign countries, at their discretion: Pro- 
vided^ however, that the number of resident members of 
said Society shall never exceed sixty; and William H. 
Brown, or any other person named in this act, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to notify and call together the 
first meeting of said Society; and the same Society, when 
met, shall agree upon a method for calling further meet- 
ings, and may have power to adjourn from time to time, 
as may be found necessary. 

Sbc. 6. Members of the Legislature of this State, in 
either branch, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and offi- 
cers of State, shall and may have free access to said 
Society's library and cabinet. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage. 

Approved^ February 7, 18 S7^ 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED 
AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
APPROVED FEBRUARY 7, 1857. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the 
State of Illinois^ represented in the General Assembly^ 
That section five (5) of the act, to which this is an 
amendment, be so amended that said Society shall have 
power to increase the number of its resident members, 
from time to time, to any number that shall by it be 
deemed expedient. 

Sec 2. The said Society shall have power to borrow 
money and mortgage its real estate to secure the same, to 
an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, to be 
used in completing and paying for the buildings now in 
process of erection on the real estate of said Society. And 
the real estate and property of said Society shall be ex- 
empt from taxation. 

Sec 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage. 

Approved, January 30^ 1867. 
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CONSTITUTION.

ARTICLE L 

NAME AND OBJECTS. 

This Society shall be called the CHICAGO HIS- 
TORICAL SOCIETY. 

Its object shall be to institute and encourage histor- 
ical inquiry, to collect and preserve the materials of his- 
tory, and to spread historical information, especially con- 
cerning the Northwestern States. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. This Society shall be composed of Hon- 
orary Life, Life, Annual, Honorary, and Corresponding 
members, all of whom shall be elected by ballot only at a 
regrular meeting of the Society, and only upon the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, unless, by unan- 
imous consent, they shall be elected by a viva-voce vote 
cast at a reg^ular meeting by twelve legally-qualified 
voters. Three adverse ballots or three dissenting votes 
shall reject the candidate. 

Sec. 2. The dues for membership shall be as 
follows: For Life-Membership, five hundred dollars pay- 
able in money, or by services rendered or donations made, 
and publicly declared by resolution of the Executive 
Conmiittee to exceed that amount in value to the Society: 
and for Annual Membership, twenty-five dollars per an- 
num, the dues for the first fiscal year being payable with- 
in one month after election to membership and notice of 
such election; provided^ that when such election shall 
occur after January first, the dues for the balance of said 
fiscal year shall be for the proportionate part of the 
twenty-five dollars, and payable within thirty days after 
such election and notice. 
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Persons who have heretofore made, or shall hereafter 
make, voluntary contribution of one thousand dollars or 
more to the Society's funds, or donations publicly declared 
by resolution of the Executive Conmiittee to be of that 
value to the Society's collections, may be elected Honorary 
Life Members, upon recommendation of the Executive 
Committee. 

The President and Secretary shall issue a Diploma, 
under seal of the Society, and certifying the class of 
membership, to each member elected, upon payment of 
the dues. 

Sec. 3. The right to hold office and vote, and to 
take any part in the proceedings of the Society, shall be 
accorded to and may be exercised only by the members 
of the three classes first hereinbefore named. 



Section 1. The officers of the Society shall consist 
of a President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, and an 
Executive Committee, consisting of the President of the 
Society, ex-officio, who shall be the chairman thereof, 
and eight others, all of which aforenamed officers shall 
be members of the Society, and also a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, and a Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meetings for one year, 
and shall respectively remain in office until the election 
of their successors. 

They shall perform such duties as are conmion to 
such officers or as may be prescribed in the By-Laws. 
Vacancies occurring from any cause in any of these 
offices may be filled by ballot at any special meeting, no- 
tice of such election being given in the notice of such 
meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall be chosen 
by ballot at the annual meetings, two members of 
which shall, from the time of the first election hereunder, 
hold their office until the next annual election of officers; 
two of them until the second such election; two of them 
until the third such election; and two of them until the 
fourth such election. The terms for which the first mem- 
bers so chosen at the first election shall hold their office, 
shall be determined by lot immediately after such election. 



ARTICLE III. 



OFFICERS. 
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Sec. 4. At each annual meeting thereafter there 
shall be elected by ballot two persons to fill the places 
vacant by the expiration of the term of those heretofore 
elected as members of the Executive Committee, and of 
those who shall hereafter be elected such members. 

On the expiration of the term of any of the members 
of said committee, their successors shall be elected by 
ballot for the term of four years. 

Vacancies in the Executive Committee during an un- 
expired term, caused by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or inability to act, may be filled by a majority of 
the remaining members of said committee, until the suc- 
ceeding annual election, at which time such vacancies 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner 
as members of said committee are elected for the full 
term of their office. 

Sec. S. The Executive Committee, constituted 
above, shall alone hold, manage, administer, and con- 
trol all the money, property, effects, and affairs of the 
Society: and said committee may appoint a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, a Secretary, and such assistants and employes 
. in the service of the Society as to said committee may 
seen; fit; and may prescribe the duties and fix the com- 
pensation of such officers, assistants and employes; and 
said committee may make investments of the Society's 
funds, provided that no fund bequeathed to or held by 
the Society for a specific purpose shall be appropriated 
to or used for any other purpose, and provided further 
that said committee shall not incur any liability on the 
part of said Society in any one year which shall exceed 
its annual income; and it shall be the duty of said com- 
mittee to make an annual report to the Society of all its 
acts and doings. 



Section 1. The annual meeting for the election of 
officers and the transaction of other business relating to 
the affairs of the Society shall be held on the third Tues- 
day of November in each year, and the fiscal year of the 
Society shall begin with the first day of November in 
each year and end with the thirty-first day of the following 
October. 

Sec. 2. The regular meetings shall be held at 
such times and conducted in such manner as shall be pre- 
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MEETINGS. 
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scribed in the By-Laws and directed by the Executive 
Committee, provided no such regular meeting shall 
occur at the same time with the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meetings not less than 
twelve members having the right to vote, and at the spe- 
cial business meetings not less than seven such members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings and special business 
meetings may be called by the President, or, in case of 
his absence, by one of the Vice-Presidents, of which due 
notice shall be given at least two days beforehand. 

ARTICLE V. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by 
a two-third vote at any annual or special meeting; pr<H 
vided that a printed or written copy of the proposed 
alterations or amendments shall have accompanied the 
notice of the meeting at which they shall be acted upon; 
and provided further that not less than twelve members 
having the right to vote shall be present when such vote 
is taken. 



BY-LAWS. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Art. L Section 1. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
and call such special meetings and special business meet- 
ings as he may deem necessary, or as he may, in writing, 
be requested to call by five members of the Society. 

Sec 2. The Vice-Presidents in the order of their 
seniority, shall perform the duties of the President in the 
case of the absence of the President from the meetings 
of the Society or from Chicago. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee may adopt 
such rules for their own action not in conflict with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Society, as they may 
find most convenient and necessary. 

Sec 4. All nominations to membership shall be 
submitted to the Executive Committee, and reported 
upon by them to the Society. 
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MEETINGS. 

Art. II. Section 1. The reg^ular meetings of the 
Society shall be held on the third Tuesday of each of the 
following named months, to-wit: January, April and 
October. 

Sec. 2. The annual meeting shall be held on 
the third Tuesday of November, the precise hour in the 
case of this and all other meetings of the Society being 
designated by the President and stated in the notice of 
the meeting. 

Sec 3. The exercises of the regular and special 
meetings of the Society shall be under the direction of 
the Executive Committee, and in general conformity 
with the objects of the Society. 

Sec. 4. The order of business at the special busi- 
ness meetings of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding 

business meeting. 

2. Reports of Ofl&cers. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Deferred business. 

6. New business. 

Sec. S. The order of business at the annual meet- 
ing of the Society shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes of the next preceding meet- 

ing. 

2. Reports of Officers. 

3. Reports of Committees and Trustees. 

4. Election of new members. 

5. Election of Officers. 

6. Deferred business. 

7. New business. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. III. Section 1. The dues of the annual mem- 
bers of the Society shall be payable annually in advance 
on the third Tuesday of November in each year. 

Sec 2. Should the dues of any member remain un- 
paid for the space of one month, the Executive Commit- 
tee shall notify him in writing, that unless his dues are 
paid within one month from the date of such notice his 
membership shall cease, and unless such dues are paid 
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pursuant to such notice, or such default is accounted for 
to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, such per- 
son shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Society. 



Art. IV. The By-Laws in whole or in part may be 
suspended during any special business or annual meet- 
ing, by vote of a majority of the members present at any 
such meeting. The By-Laws may be amended on the 
same conditions prescribed for amending the Constitu- 
tion. * 



SUSPENSION AND AMENDMENTS. 
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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
November 19, 1907. 



The annual meeting of the Chicago Historical Soci- 
ety was held in the Reading Room of the Society's Build- 
ing, corner of Dearborn Avenue and Ontario Street, on 
Tuesday evening, November 19, 1907, pursuant to notice 
as provided by its Constitution. 

During the fiscal year ending October thirty-first the 
Society had acquired by purchase the Albert Scharf 
Collection of Maps, Manuscripts and Relics of the Stone 
Age in the Chicago Region, and the Committee on House 
and Collections, with the assistance of the Librarian and 
Mr. Scharf had arranged the entire Collection as the 
special exhibit of the evening. The Collection consists of 
some forty original maps, one hundred and fifty pages of 
descriptive matter, and nearly two thousand Indian relics 
discovered in the immediate vicinity of Chicago, and is 
one of the richest local collections of its kind. Mr. Scharf 
was present. 

At the appointed hour, in the absence of President 
Head from the City, Vice-President Dent occupied the 
Chair and called the meeting to order. 

On motion of General Newberry, seconded by 
Bishop Cheney, Mr. Kerfoot was appointed Secretary 
of the Meeting. 

The following members were present: Henry 
Bartholomav, Jr., Myron H. Beach, Joseph T. Bowen, 
Clarence A. Burley, Charles Edward Cheney, 
Thomas Dent, Albert Dickinson, Elliott Durand, 
William A. Fuller, George H. Fergus, Julius 
Frankel, David Gilbert Hamilton, Henry E. 
Hamilton, Samuel H. Kerfoot, Jr., George Merry- 
weather, Walter C. Newberry, Erskine M. Phelps, 
Fred M. Schmidt, Otto L. Schmidt, and Lambert 
Tree; also the Librarian. A quorum being present The 
President asked if the reading of the minutes of the last 
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annual meeting was called for. On motion of Mr. Burley, 
seconded by Mr. Bowen, the reading was dispensed 
with inasmuch as the minutes had been printed in the 
Society's Year Book for 1907, and distributed among 
the members. 

The President announced as next in the order of 
business the Reports of Officers. Mr. Kerfoot stated 
that the originals of the Reports were in his possession 
and that in pursuance of recent custom the Reports had 
been printed and copies were in the hands of the members 
present; and that when approved they would appear in 
permanent form in the Year Book for the ensuing year. 
The President thereupon suggested that, if there were 
no objection, the reading of the Reports be dispensed 
with, and it was so ordered.

The Treasurer's Report is appended and appears on

We hereby certify that we have examined the 
accounts of the Chicago Historical Society and of Orson 
Smith, its Treasurer, for the year ending October 31st, 
1907, the vouchers for every disbursement, and the 
securities in the custody of the Treasurer, and that we 
find the same correct and as reported.

From the foregoing and the appended reports of the 
Treasurer and the Gilpin Trustees it is apparent that the 
Society remains, as it has for the last five years, entirely 
free from debt; that all of its trust funds are intact, safely 
invested and yielding income which is being expended in 
the lines of the Society's work for which they were estab- 
lished ; and that the cash balance in the treasury is slightly 
larger than at the beginning of the fiscal year. This 
showing should be as g^tifying to the members as it is to 
the Executive Committee. But a careful analysis of the 
reports should also convince the members of the inadequacy 
of die endowment for the work which the Society ought 
to accomplish. The membership should be largely increased 
in numbers and the Society's income augmented by their 
dues. The endowment should be multiplied many fold. 

At the celebration of the semi-centennial anniversary 
of the incorporation of the Society, on February seventh, 
President Head appealed to the members to make liberal 
contributions to its resources either by cash donations or by 
provision in their wills, and the Executive Committee heart- 
ily in(k>rses that appeal, and calls particular attention to that 
portion of the Librarian's report bearing upon the several 
purposes for which special funds are needed. The com- 
mittee does not hesitate to publish and reiterate the So- 
ciety's needs, nor will it feel justified in ceasing to do so 
until the necessity has been removed. 

The endurance of the Society is not imperiled, nor need 
its work be suspended; with the cash balance and the pres- 
ent income from annual dues the Executive Committee will 
continue to prosecute that work to the limit of its abilities, 
trusting that the liberality of its friends will enable the 
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Society to increase its usefulness and fulfill its mission un- 
hampered by its present poverty. 

For the mimificence of the Society's benefactors in the 
past the Executive Committee repeats the expression of its 
gratitude. The record should inspire the present genera- 
tion to emulate the example thus set, and put the Society 
upon so firm a foundation financially as to permanently in- 
sure its taking and holding the rank of which it is worthy 
among the institutions of this community. 



MEETINGS. 

On November 27, 1906, a joint meeting of the Chicago 
Historical Society and the Evanston Historical Society 
was held in the Lecture Hall, at which Mr. Frank R. Grover, 
Vice-President of the latter Society, delivered an address 
on "Father Pierre Fran9ois Pinet, S. J., and His Mission 
of the Guardian Angel of Chicago, 1696-1699." This ad- 
dress forms one of the publications of the year. 

On December 18, 1906, a special meeting of the So- 
ciety was held at which Mr. and Mrs. Gilbert McQurg, of 
Colorado Springs, delivered in the Lecture Hall tiieir joint 
travelogue and lecture, "Panoramic Colorado, Pre-Colum- 
bian and Present Day." Mrs. McQurg gave the Pre- 
Colimibian history, telling of the life and habits of the na- 
tives of that period gathered from the evidences remaining. 
Mr. McQurg presented the later history, describing the 
coming of the Spanish and the English. The lecture was 
beautifully illustrated with two hundred and fifty stereopti- 
con views, and was thoroughly enjoyed by the large audi- 
ence present. 

On January 11, 1907, at a special meeting of the So- 
ciety, Mr. Horace Hull, of Ottawa, III, delivered an ad- 
dress on "Starved Rock, Deer Park, and the Canyons of 
the Illinois," illustrated with stereopticon views showing the 
beautiful scenery of that region. Mr. Hull is a native of 
ttett locality and conunendably enthusiastic in his efiforts 
to have it established as a State Park, thus preserving, in 
a state of nature, one of the most interesting historic sites 
as well as one of the beauty spots of the State. 

On February 7, 1907, the Society celebrated the fiftiedi 
anniversary of its incorporation by tendering a reception 
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to its members and guests. Hon.Ezra B.McCagg,sole sur- 
viving Incorporator of the Society, gave a brief but most 
interesting sketch of the work of the Society down to the 
Chicago Fire of 1871. President Head spoke of the So- 
ciety's subsequent work. Governor Deneen was expected 
to make an address, but at the last moment was prevented 
by official business. The capacity of the Lecture Hall 
was exhausted by the audience and after the formal exer- 
cises, guests to the number of about 400 enjoyed the 
opportunity of renewing old acquaintance. A full re- 
port of the exercises and addresses of this meeting con- 
stitutes one of the Society's publications. 

On the afternoon of March 22, 1907, the Arche Club 
held an historical-art meeting in the Society's Building. The 
program consisted of a short address of welcome by Presi- 
dent Head and response by Mrs. C. F. Adams, President 
of the Arche Qub. This was followed by a s)miposium, 
"The Development of Art in Chicago." Mrs. LaVeme W. 
Noyes spoke on "The Artists," Mr. Walter C. Lamed on 
"The Collections," Mr. Franklin MacVeagh on "Municipal 
Art," and Mr. Wallace Heckman on "The Educational In- 
fluence of Art" A reception was then tendered to the 
club and its guests. 

On the evening of March 16, 1907, the Society's Build 
ing was visited by the Hiji Qub, of the Y. M. C. A., and 
on May 9th by the Scandinavian Society of the same asso- 
ciation, and on both occasions the collections were exhibited 
by the Librarian. 

On March 28, 1907, at a special meeting of the Society, 
Isaac Joslin Cox, Professor of History in tfie University of 
Cincinnati, delivered an address on "The Diplomacy and 
Intrigue of the Old North West." 

On April 16, 1907, a special meeting of the Society 
was held in its Building, the occasion being the unveiling of 
a bronze Memorial Tablet by Julia Bracken- Wendt, of 
Gurdon Saltonstall Hubbard, the gift of his widow, Mary 
Ann Hubbard. A large audience was entertained by the 
biographical sketch of Mr. Hubbard, delivered by his 
nephew, Mr. Henry E. Hamilton, and now in press as a 
publication of the Society. 
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The use of the Sode^s Building was granted to the 
Gennan-American Historical Society for its annual meet- 
ing on the evening of February 12, 1907, at which Dr. 
Evarts B. Greene, of the University of Illinois, delivered 
an address on "Gustav Komer, the Typical German-Ameri- 
can Statesman," and Hon. Otto C. Schneider spoke of 
"Abraham Lincoln und die Deutsdien."

During the past year the following names have been 
transferred from the roll of active members to the list of 
those who have passed from us: 

James Alexander Kirk was elected to Annual Mem- 
bership in the Society at the last annual meeting. He was 
bom in Utica, New York, January 24, 1840, the son of 
James S. Kirk. In 1859 his father moved his family to 
Chicago and established the James S. Kirk Company, which 
has become the largest soap manufactory in America. 
James A. Kirk with his brothers later became the active 
and directing members of the firm, and at the time of his 
death he was vice-president. Mr. Kirk was Alderman of 
the 1 8th ward 1 876-7* and took a keen interest in civic 
affairs, having devoted considerable energy toward ui>- 
building the Municipality after the Great Fire. The 
establishment of the Fire Department on a paid basis was 
largely due to his efforts. He was a charter member of 
the Union League and Union Qubs. Mr. Kirk died at his 
home at Hartland, Wis., from an attack of heart disease, 
Friday, February 22, 1907. 

Anthony Johnson Ludlam, Corresponding Member 
since 1879, was bom at Dennis Creek, Cape May County, 
N. J., July 6, 1827, the son of Jeremiah J. and Deborah 
Ann Ludlam. He attended the comm<m schools of that 
county. At the early age of twelve years he shipped on 
board a schooner and spent five years at sea. After suffer- 
ing the privations and dangers of shipwreck he concluded 
to try another mode of life and on returning home found 
a party made up for emigration to the West, his father and 
family being among the number. In September, 1843, fitted 
out with covered wagons, this company started on their 
journey west, arriving after six weeks of hard travel at 
Foster's tavern near Springfield, 111. The next five years of 
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his life were spent in farming. He next went to Springfield 
and engaged in mercantile pursuits, being clerk and sales- 
man in a general store. Later he moved to Eminence Town- 
ship, where the greater part of the remainder of his life 
was spent in farming. Mr. Ludlam saw the State of Illi- 
nois change from the uncultivated frontier to the great 
agricultural State it is today. He died at his home in 
Eminence Township, Saturday, April 20, 1907. 

Albert Keep, Annual Member since 1899, was bom in 
Homer, Cortland County, N. Y., April 30, 1826, of Puritan 
ancestors, the first of his name being John Keep, who 
came to Massachusetts in 1660. His early education was 
received at the common school and academy of his native 
place. He was employed in a general store in Homer from 
1841 to 1846, when he came west and located at White- 
water, Wis., where he acquired an interest in the mercantile 
firm of Philander Peck and Henry Keep. In 1851, Chi- 
cago holding out more alluring prospects the firm closed 
out its business at Whitewater, moved to this city and em- 
barked in the wholesale dry goods business under the name 
of Peck,Keep & Co. In 1857 this firm closed out its interests 
and sold to their successors, Harmon, Aiken & Gale. The 
great activity in real estate at this time attracted Mr. Keep's 
attention and from that time he engaged in that business, 
erecting many of Chicago's buildings of that period. In 
the Great Fire of 1871 many of these were destroyed, but 
he immediately replaced them by others and continued in 
that pursuit until June, 1873, when he became President of 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway Company, which positicm 
he held until 1887. At the beginning of his incumbency he 
found the property poorly maintained and equipped, he left 
it one of the strongest railroads in the country. Mr. Keep 
was a director of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad from 1862 to 1882 and at the time of his death 
in addition to his directorship in the Northwestern he was 
a director in the Merchants' Loan and Trust Company, also 
in the Chicago Home for Incurables, and the John Crerar 
Library. Mr. Keep died from the infirmities of old age, 
Sunday, May 12, 1907, at his residence in Michigan avenue. 

William Vocke, Annual Member since 1904, was boro 
in Minden, Westphalia (Germany), in 1839, the son of a 
government secretary in the Prussian service. Having lost 




his father at an early age he emig^ted to America in 
1856 and shortly after canie to Chicago, where he after- 
wards made his home. He first found employment with 
theStaatS'Zfiiung^nd in his spare time studied law. In 
response to Lincoln's first call for troops, Mr. Vocke en- 
listed in a three months' regiment and went with the first 
from this city, April 19, 1861. He later went into the 
Twenty-fourth Illinois Regiment and served throughout the 
war, passing through all the grades from private to cap- 
tain. Soon after his return he was admitted to the bar 
rapidly advancing in his profession until at the time of his 
death he was one of Chicago's leading lawyers. For many 
years Mr. Vocke acted as legal adviser for the German 
Consulate at Chicago and much of the work for which he is 
most widely known was in the interests of the German 
government. But he was no less a patriotic American and 
loyal in his devotion to his adopted country. He was a 
member of the Twenty-seventh General Assembly and took 
a prominent part in framing "The Burnt Record Act," made 
necessary by the Chicago Fire, and was a member of the 
Chicago Board of Education for many years. He was a 
man of high literary tastes and besides his contributions to 
legal literature was the author of a volume of poems, trans- 
lations from the German. Mr. Vocke died of heart failure 
at his residence in this city on Monday, May 13, 1907. 

Thomas Stronginthearm Wallin, Annual Member 
from 1900 to 1905 and Corresponding Member since that 
time, died at Phoenix, Arizona, Monday, May 13, 1907. 
Mr. Wallin was bom at Butternuts, Oswego Co., New 
York, December 23, 1829. In 1836 the family moved 
to the West and settled in the township of Buchanan in 
Berrien Co., Michigan. Mr. Wallin came to Chicago 
with his father in 185 1 and became a member of the firm 
of C. C. Wallin & Sons. At the time of the transfer of 
the interests of this company in 1906, it was the oldest 
continuous business enterprise under one management 
and firm name in Chicago. Originally a flour, feed and 
commission store, it soon changed to the leather trade 
and was for many years the sales agency of the Wallin 
Leather Company of Grand Rapids, Michigan, of which 
concern Mr. Wallin was President more than twenty years. 




He was a pronounced conservative amidst the aggres- 
sive business enterprises of the young city, carefully ob- 
servant of all obligations and of recognized justice in his 
dealings. Mr. Wallin was among the first to recognize 
the strength of Robert CoUyer, founder of Unity Church, 
whose civic service after the great fire of 1871 
was notable, and who was pastor of that Church 
for many years before and after that time. Mr. Wallin a 
few years since presented to the Society a marble bust by 
Volk, of Robert CoUyer, a member of the Society in 
1877. 

David McCulloch, Corresponding Member since 
1904, died at his home in Peoria on Tuesday, September 
I7> 1907- He was the son of Thomas and Isabelle (Blean) 
McCuUoch — born near Big Spring, Cumberland County, 
Pa., January 25, 1832. He received his academic educa- 
tion at Marshall College, Mercersburg, Pa., and after 
spending a short time teaching in his native village came 
west, arriving in Peoria, April 22, 1853. Here he con- 
ducted a private school for two years, when he entered the 
office of Manning and Merriman, two of the most prominent 
members of the Peoria bar at that time, to study law. In 
the fall of 1855 Judge McCulloch was elected School Com- 
missioner for Peoria County, a position he held by re- 
elections for six years, 1855-61. After the expiration of his 
term he went into law partnership with his preceptor, Julius 
Manning, having been admitted to the bar in 1857. In 
1879 he was elected Circuit Judge for the Eighth Circuit 
and by re-election held office until 1885, presiding over his 
court with signal ability and fairness. On retiring from the 
bench. Judge McCulloch entered into partnership with his 
son, E. D. McCulloch, which was maintained until his 
death. He devoted much time to the study of history and 
his knowledge of the history of Peoria and Peoria County 
was perhaps the most extensive and accurate of any citizen 
of that vicinity. While engaged in compiling a history of 
Peoria County, he found so many incidents closely asso- 
ciating the history of Peoria and Chicago, then in the same 
county, that he collected these in a condensed form and read 
a paper before this Society in January, 1904, entitled, "Early 
Days of Peoria and Chicago," which is one of the Society's 
recent publications. He was President of the Peoria His- 




torical Society at the time of his death. That Judge Mc- 
CuUoch was held in the highest esteem by the Peoria bar 
and sincerely loved by his fellow citizens, the tributes to 
him appearing in the Peoria papers abundantly testify. 
Judge McCulloch was a director in McCormick Theological 
Seminary, Chicago. 



The Executive Committee is pleased to report that 
additions to the collections of the Society through gifts 
from its friends continue to be liberal and valuable. The 
Librarian's Report on pages 296-320 gives special mention 
of the more interesting accessions to the Library during 
the year, and the List of Donors on pages 327-338 is an 
alphabetical list of persons and institutions that have 
contributed to the collections, and a tabulated statement 
of the articles given. Among the gifts of the year the 
following deserve special mention: 

From Messrs. Clarence A. Burley, Erskine M. 
Phelps and Orson Smith fifty dollars each, which en- 
abled the Society to purchase a selection of early Chi- 
cago manuscripts and imprints from the library of Rob- 
ert T. Martin, noted in the Librarian's Report. 

From Mr. Frank R. Grover, twenty-three dollars 
toward the cost of illustrating the Society's publication 
of his lecture, * 'Father Pierre Francois Pinet, S. J., and 
His Mission of the Guardian Angel of Chicago, A. D. 
16%-1699"; also several flint chippings picked up on the 
site of the Mission of the Guardian Angel. 

Mrs. Mary Ann Hubbard presented and installed 
in the Society's Building a massive bronze tablet bearing 
a bas-relief portrait of her husband the late Gurdon 
Saltonstall Hubbard, as a memorial to that Pioneer of 
Chicago. 

Mr. Charles F. Gunther presented to the Society 
a handsomely framed original oil portrait of Washington 
by the celebrated artist Charles Wilson Peale, which 
forms a notable addition to the Societv*s collections. 
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. From Mrs. W. W. Cheney has been received framed 
oil portraits of her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Philo 
Carpenter. These portraits are especially welcome in 
the Society's collections, as Mr. Carpenter was one of 
the very early members of the Society and its bene- 
factor. 

From Mrs. William J. Quan has been received a 
portrait photograph, appropriately framed, 'of the late 
William J. Quan, a Life Member of the Society from 1870 
to 1906, which now* hangs on the wall in the Society's 
portrait gallery with many other of the good friends of 
the Society who now belong to the honored list of de- 
ceased members. 

From Mrs. Joseph Kirkland, a framed steel engrav- 
ing of the late Major Joseph Kirkland, annual member 
of the Society from 1890 to 1894, which has been hung in 
the Society's portrait gallery. 

From the Estate of Lucretia Jane Tilton, a 
framed crayon portrait of the late Lucian Tilton, annual 
member of the Society from 1869 to 1875 and a member of 
its Executive Committee, fifty-six stereoscopic views of 
Chicago after the Great Fire, also a photograph of Lin- 
coln, a latch from the gate and several other relics of the 
Lincoln House at Springfield, 111., with photographs of 
the interior and exterior of the house. These come well 
authenticated, as Mr. Tilton took up his residence in the 
Lincoln Home immediately after Lincoln went to Wash- 
ington, the house being just as he left it. 

From Judge James B. Bradwell the Society re- 
ceived a large portrait photograph, nicely framed, of the 
donor, which has been given place on the walls of the 
Library. 

From Mrs. Julius S. Grinnell has been received a 
photograph of the late Julius S. Grinnell, annual member 
of the Society from 1894 to 1898. 

From the Family of the late Charles Benjamin 
Farwell, a granite pedestal for the bust of Mr. Farwell 
formerly presented by his widow. 

From Mrs. William H. Musham, a crayon portrait, 
framed, of William H. Musham, late Chief of the Chicago 
Fire Department.

From BuRLEY and Company, through Mr. H. E. 
Southworth, an historical pitcher designed by the late 
Frank E. Burley. The different groups of figures 
forming the decorations represent the history of Chicago 
from the first visit of Marquette, 1673, to the Columbian 
Exposition, 1893. 

From Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., six photographic 
views of old residences in Lake View, among them the 
house at the comer of Graceland Ave. and Halsted 
St. now occupied by Luther Laflin Mills, built by S. H. 
Kerfoot, Sr., in 1855 and occupied by him until 1866, also 
the Jas. B. Waller residence Buena" built in 1860. It 
would form an interesting collection to students, even of 
the very near future, to have this beginning enlarged 
upon, as these old landmarks are fast giving way to the 
modem apartment buildings. 

From Mr. A. J. W. Copelin, photographs of Rush 
Street Bridge and vicinity in 1860, a bird's-eye view of 
Chicago in 1856 and Libby Prison as it stood in Chicago. 

From Hon. Fred A. Busse, at the suggestion of Mr. 
S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., a frame containing a carpenter's 
square, said to have been used in building the first frame 
house in Chicago by N. L. Phillips, a whetstone given 
him at that time by Lieut. Jamison and a duplicate key 
to the Government strong box made by him for Lieut. 
Louis Titus Jamison. 

From Mrs. J. F. Depew, two pen and ink sketches, 
one an early scene in Chicago, the other the birthplace 
of Washington. 

From Dr. Samuel Willard, a number of photo- 
graphs of Chicago school groups and former pupils of the 
donor. 

From Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., a large framed pho- 
tograph of several hundred persons grouped in front of 
the First Presbyterian Church, Wabash Ave. near Con- 
gress St., before the Great Fire, also a photograph of the 
southwest corner of Michigan Ave. and Congress St. be- 
fore the erection of the Auditorium Annex; also a photo- 
gravure of the **Good Fellowship Supper" of the Chicago 
Commercial Association, March 12, 1907; also a stereo- 
scopic photograph from life of a group of Winnebago 
Indians, among them Wah-con-ja-z-gah (Yellow Thun- 
der), Warrior Chief, at the age of 120 years; also a pic- 
ture of the Old Dell House, Dells of the Wisconsin. 
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From the Estate of Joseph H. Andrews, a large 
framed view of Chicago in ruins, 1871, also a photograph 
of Mr. Andrews. 

From Mrs. Dudley Wilkinson, a framed photograph 
of the ruins of St. James* Church after the Great Fire. 

From Mr. William J. Onahan, two photographs of 
the old log church at Highland Park, **St. Mary's of the 
Woods.*' 

From Mr. Orson Smith, two membership tickets 
Chicago Board of Trade 1856 and 1857. 

From Mr. Charles Harpel, a collection of badges 
and buttons of the mayoralty campaign of 1907. 

From Mrs. Emma L. Petitclere has been received 
an almost perfect specimen of fossil nautilus found built 
into a cellar wall at Prairie Centre, 111. ; also a photo- 
graph of the ravine at the former junction of the Fox 
and Illinois Rivers, in which the first coal discovered in 
North America was found by Hennepin in 1679, and a 
photograph of the cabin near Petersburg, 111., in which 
Lincoln tried his first case. 

From Mr. Ossian Guthrie, a glacial marked speci- 
men found in clay in Blue Island brickyards in 1889. 

From Mrs. Oliver B. Green, a small collection of 
Indian relics consisting of arrows, an axe and several 
beautiful specimens of bead work. 

From Mr. J. W. Turner of Springfield, S. D., two 
photographs of a silver medal found in Charles Mix 
County, S. D. There is reason to believe that this medal 
is from the grave of a chief of the Yankton Sioux Tribe 
and was given him by Thomas Jefferson, then President 
of the United States, 1801. 

From Mrs. W. H. French, in the name of James 
Bowen French, was received an Indian stone axe found 
by him in 1881 at **Wildwood** on the north bank of the 
Calumet River, the home of his grandfather. Col. James 
H. Bowen, a Life Member of the Society, 1869-1881. 

From Mr. F. W. Munson, in the name of his father 
the late Francis Munson, a large folio volume containing 
a collection of Union War Envelopes. Many of the de- 
signs for these are the work of Mr. Munson. 
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From Mr. C. J. Mulugan, two photographs of mar- 
ble statues executed by the donor, one, "Lincohi" at 
Pana, 111., the other, * 'Lincoln the Rail-splitter." 

From Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., two small photo- 
graphs, Mary Todd Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglas^ 
these by the celebrated photographer Brady of New York; 
also a cane made from timber from the famous frigate of 
the War of 1812, the * 'Constitution.'' 

From Mr. Henry C. Strong, a steel engraving of 
Stephen A. Douglas published by Marsh, Rowe & Co., 
Chicago. 

From Mr. Charles W. Mann, a photographic copy 
of Jouett's painting of Henry Clay, also a photograph of 
' 'Ashland,'* Henry Clay's homestead at Lexington, Ky. 

From Mr. Albert F. Scharf, a photograph of the 
donor to place with the Society's collection of photo- 
graphs. 

From Mr. Frank R. Grover, a half-tone picture of 
his father, the late Aldin J. Grover of Evanston, 111. 

From Mrs. J. H. Gunn, a water-color portrait found 
with the manuscript on Kaskaskiaby the late J. H. Gunn, 
presumably of an early resident of that place. 

From Mrs. E. A. Webb of Gra)rville, 111., five pic- 
tures of historic buildings in Albion, 111., in 1819, 1821 
and 1842. 

From Mrs. Wm. R. Higgins of Spencer, la., photo- 
graphs of the graves of Henry Eddy, John McLean and 
Thomas Posey at Shawneetown, 111. 

From Mr. J. H. Hammill, a piece of the first Valen- 
ciennes lace made in America, it being the first run on 
the first pattern put on the machines at Zion City, 111., 
1901. 

From Dr. O. L. Schmidt, a pair of cotton and wool 
carders used in Kentucky and Ohio from 1795 to 1888; a 
photograph of Dr. John Cooper, Surgeon at Fort Dear- 
born, 1808-1810; also a picture of Chief ''Shabbona." 

From Mr. Charles H. Conover, a John Paul Jones 
medal issued by the American Numismatic and Archaeo- 
logical Society in commemoration of the removal of the 
remains of that illustrious hero from France to the United 
States in 1905. This is handsomely framed in double 
glass so that both sides may be seen. 
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From Mr. Erskine M. Phelps, a star from the flag 
of the famous ironclad, * 'Monitor," flown during the fight 
with the Merrimac March 9, 1862. This came to Mr. 
Phelps through Louis N. Stodder, Navigating Officer of 
the Monitor. 

Among gifts of special notice should be mentioned 
that of Mr. Richard E. Schmidt through whose gener- 
osity the outer iron doors of the building were refinished. 

The Matzene Co. presented a handsomely bound 
album containing photographs in uniform size, taken at 
the Matzene Studios, of one hundred Members of the 
Society. This volume is the first fruit of the letter of 
President Head dated Jan. 16, 1905, requesting the 
members to avail themselves and the Society of the 
Matzene offer to donate such an album. The Executive 
Committee hopes that all members who have not yet 
done so will, at their earliest convenience, give the 
Matzene Co. the opportunity of making their photo- 
graphs for the second volume of this album and thus pro- 
vide the Society with a complete collection of portraits 
of its members.

In March Mr. James W. Fertig, who had been for six 
years Secretary of the Society, moved from Chicago to 
reside in New England and his resignation of the secre- 
tarjrship was accepted. The i>osition still remains vacant 
and it is the policy of the Executive Committee to con- 
tinue the vacancy until it can be filled to their entire 
satisfaction. In the meantime no department of the 
Society's work is being neglected or retarded, and all of 
the duties of a Secretary are being zealously and eflFect- 
ively performed by the Librarian and the Recording 
Clerk and Accountant. 



Mr. Henry E. Hamilton moved that the Report of 
the Executive Committee be received, approved and 
placed on file. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Fergus and carried. 

The Librarian then presented her Report and on the 
request of several members read some of the more inter- 
esting portions of it, relative to special features of the 
Society's work and the most notable accessions of the 
year. The Report follows: 



To the Executive Committee of the Chicago Historical 
Society : 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit my Report 
as Librarian of the Chicago Historical Society for the 
year ending October 31. 1907. 

It is gratifying to note that certain of the activities 
of last year, notably the lectures for children, the work 
for women's clubs, special exhibits, co-operation with 
other libraries, and the publication of the Handbook, are 
beginning to make the Society more widely felt in the 
community as a factor in the city's educational forces 
today. The repeated visits of classes from public and

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private schools, of clubs of young men associated for the 
study of civic institutions, and of history groups from the 
women's clubs, prove this. These special visitors invari- 
ably leave the Building with expressions of surprise at 
the richness of the collections, and of gratitude to the 
Society for the privileges accorded by an institution sup- 
ported entirely by private means. Yet so modestly and 
quietly has its work been carried on for half a century 
that comparatively few of the rising generation realize 
that an historical collection, second to few in the country, 
has grown up at their very doors, and that it is as acces- 
sible to the youngest and poorest child struggling with 
Illinois history in the schools as it is to the members of 
the Society itself. This fact, however, has not seemed 
to abate the zeal of those who continue the labors of the 
founders of the Society, perhaps because they realize 
that they build for the Chicagoans of the future. 

Never in its history has the Society been the recipi- 
ent of so many gifts from other organizations as during 
the last five years. From the Mayor's Office, from the 
Fire Department, from the County Commissioners, from 
churches, clubs, and the various commercial organiza- 
tions, historical relics have come quite as a matter of 
course to be deposited in this Society's fire-proof Build- 
ing, until the Museum Department might be truthfully 
called **The Municipal Museum of Chicago Antiquities" 
as it covers almost every branch of civic interest down 
to the time of the great fire, thus dividing honors with 
the present Municipal Museum. 

There is food for reflection in the fact that outside 
our own city, and among historical students generally, 
the Chicago Historical Society enjoys an enviable repu- 
tation for actively encouraging and promoting research in 
the Central West. This reputation is based, of course, 
not upon its accumulation of local archives, but upon its 
collections of manuscripts, documents, and newspapers 
relating to this, its chosen field. Applicants for the use 
of the latter materials are in the majority of cases

Students from Illinois and the surrounding: states who, 
following the trail blazed some years ago by Professor 
Frederick J. Turner, of the University of Wisconsin, have 
made the history of the Central West the subject of 
special investigation, and many of the books soon to 
enrich the literature of this region were largely compiled 
in this Library. The repeated expressions of gratitude 
on the part of these students for the materials here pro- 
vided reflect great credit upon the foresightedness of the 
founders and the steadfastness of the later supporters of 
the Society's work. 

Can it be doubted that, if the usefulness of the work 
of the Society, partially equipped as it is, were more gen- 
erally known to the public-spirited business men of our 
city, the funds would be forthcoming for further equip- 
ment and for enlargement of the collections i Some of 
the lines along which extension might be made are, en- 
largement of the Society's Building to provide for the 
growth of its Library and Museum; increased wall space 
for hanging the many pictures, oil portraits, etc., now 
stored with faces to the wall; the preservation of all oil 
paintings now hung, by covering them with glass; the 
purchase or copying of original portraits of early govern- 
ors and pioneers of Illinois when the owners are unable 
or unwilling to donate them; the purchase of original 
manuscripts and maps relating to this region in archives 
in this country and abroad; the rebinding of early books 
and newspapers; the establishment of lectures on local 
history for young people, and the publication of the same 
for distribution throughout the State; and last and per- 
haps most important — the provision of funds for the early 
publication of the Society's collected manuscripts in ac- 
cordance with the object stated in its Constitution, **to 
spread historical information especially concerning the 
Northwestern States." 

It may not be out of place here to suggest that, 
should money be donated to establish a fund for any one 
of these objects, unless named for the donor himself, it 
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might be established as a memorial to some deceased 
member of his family whose devotion to the interests of 
the Historical Society in the earlier days has caused his 
name to be cherished by all who now remember him, but 
whose only enduring memorial is a paragraph or two in 
the record books of the Society. Examples of such funds 
bequeathed for specific purposes are the Henry D. Gilpin 
Fund and Library; the Edward Swan Stickney Library, 
with the Elizabeth Hammond Stickney Fund for its main- 
tenance; the Lucretia Pond Fund for the purchase of 
books, etc., for the Library; the Jonathan Burr Fund for 
the printing of the Society's publications; and the Philo 
Carpenter Fund for the binding of books. Beside the 
above are funds established by unrestricted bequests from 
Elias T. Watkins, Huntington W. Jackson, T. Mauro 
Garrett, Henry J. Willing, and Lucretia J. Tilton. 

The interest on these funds, adequate for the support 
of the Society in its earlier years, at the present time 
does not permit it to keep pace with other institutions nor 
to live up to its possibilities for usefulness to the com- 
munity.

Cataloguing — 

There have been catalogued 2,687 volumes for which 
2,271 cards have been typewritten for the public cata- 
logue, and 1,203 new entries added to the official 
catalogue. The total number of cards now in the general 
catalogue is 20,873. The Portrait Index contains 10,115 
entries, and the Index of Illinois Views 2,695. Total 
33,683 cards. 

The Scharf Collection — 

The most important purchase of the year was that 
by which the Society acquired Mr. Albert Scharf 's collec- 
tion of maps, manuscripts, and relics of the Stone Age 
in the Chicago region, the same, with the exception of 
the relics, being paid for from the Stickney Fund. The 
nucleus of this collection is a map entitled Indian Trails 
and Villages of Chicago^ and of Cook^ Dupage and 
Will Counties^ as Shown by Weapons and Implements 
of the Stone Age. 
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The Scharf Collection — (^Continued). 

This map, published in 1901, was gradually evolved 
by Mr. Scharf during years of study of the localities 
where Indian remains have been found. On foot or on 
the bicycle he has surveyed every mile of the trails 
diverging from Chicago, some of them many times over, 
examining not only on the surface but also beneath it 
for the stone utensUs and chippings that tell the story of 
Indian occupation. EspeciaJly vigilant was he in the 
spring and fall when plowing was in progress for then the 
harvest of relics was richest. Early and late, winter and 
summer, this ardent yet modest hunter has stalked the 
trails of the vanished Red man so well that he has sur- 
prised secrets even out of the common highway, as well 
as out of paths untrodden today. Incidentally every 
tavern and old homestead far or near has been located 
and a mass of information collected as to pioneer families. 

Accompanying this map is a manuscript of one hun- 
dred and fifty pages of descriptive matter and forty 
manuscript maps most accurately executed, illustrating 
in detail on a large scale every important feature of the 
original map. This book was written in response to 
interest awakened in the subject by the publication of 
the map, the cop3Tight of which is now assigned to this 
Society. 

But the manuscript is not the only proof furnished 
of the existence of the villages and trails as laid down 
upon the maps, for with the latter are 1,903 Indian 
relics picked up along those trails and on the village 
sites. These consist of stone arrows, axes, drills, knives, 
hammers, celts, silver ornaments and fragments of pot- 
tery of Indian workmanship, and bones from Indian 
mounds, each specimen labelled with the name of the 
locality where it was found. 

This collection, together with the Dilg collection, 
will serve to illustrate very creditably the primitive civili- 
zation which just preceded ours and will form a depart- 
ment deeply interesting and instructive to young as well 
as older students of the vanished race in the Chicago 
region. 

Shelving — 

The principal new undertaking of the past summer 
was the preparation of the Gilpin Library to receive the 
new steel bookcases which replace the temporary stacks 
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Shelving — ( Continued), 

that have occupied the center portion of that Library for 
several years. As the temporary shelves were filled to 
their capacity it was necessary to shift several thousand 
volumes, some temporarily and some permanently to the 
third floor. The remaining volumes were then placed very 
compactly on the shelves thus vacated. 

After comparing the merits of the metal stacks of 
various manufacturers the Library Committee decided 
that the Allen Twentieth Century Steel Stack with solid 
ends and top was the one best adapted to the needs and 
funds of this Library. The design of the shelves is in 
very simple Romanesque style to correspond with the 
other fittings of the room, and the metal is all finished in 
dead black. These stacks have a capacity of 12,000 
volumes. They are purchased from the Gilpin Fund. 
Binding — 

No binding was done during the past year for the 
reason that no funds were available for this purpose. 
There are on the shelves in the neighborhood of three 
thousand unbound volumes of Illinois serial publications 
consisting in part of reports of state officers and societies, 
and in part of trade journals, etc., published in Chicago; 
in addition to these a large part of the fine, old books in 
original bindings need reminding. Among the latter 
should be mentioned the Society's file of the Chicago 
Democrat originally collected by the Hon. John Went- 
worth. These veteran volumes have seen such long and 
hard service that they have not only become very dilap- 
idated in appearance but the file can no longer stand 
upright without reinforcements of various kinds. The 
early Illinois newspapers are in the same condition. As 
time goes on the accumulation of unbound material 
increases. If a fund could be established for binding that 
would produce two or three hundred dollars a year the 
accumulation would gradually be reduced and eventually 
these ''mute friends *' be as comfortably clothed as they 
are now housed in the new Gilpin Library stacks. 
Special Exhibits — 

On November 27, the evening of Mr. Frank R. 
Grover's address on "The Guardian Angel Mission at 
Chicago," an exhibit was made of relics of the Jesuit 
missionaries in the Mississippi Valley. This included 
photographs, maps, and the Society's extensive collec- 
tions of writings of the Jesuits. 
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On Jannary 11, when Mr. Horace Hall, of Ottawa, 
Illinois, gave his illustrated lecture on '^Starved Rock" 
there were displayed manuscripts signed by the explorers 
of the Illinois Countiy, La Salle, Tonty, De la Forest, 
and others, together with the first printed accounts of 
their expeditions. 

February 7, at the celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the incorporation of the Society, an exhibit 
was made which proved particularly interesting to the 
older members of the Society. It consisted of the follow- 
ing original manuscripts and portraits relating to the 
organization and early history of the Society:—

This photograph was received in 1897 from the 
Rev. Gustaf Unonius, of Stockholm, Sweden, a Cor- 
responding member of the Society for forty years, and 
one of the pioneer clerg3rmen of the Northwest, having 
emigrated to the vicinity of Pine Lake, Wisconsin, in 
1841. He established the first Swedish Mission at Chi- 
cago in 1849, the congregation worshiping in the base- 
ment of St. James Church, at Cass and Illinois Streets. 
This is perhaps the only print of the photograph in exist- 
ence today.

On March 22 the Building was thrown open to the 
Arch6 Club and its friends, the program being a "S3rm- 
posium On Art in Chicago." The papers read were 
mainly historical and the fact was recalled that the first 
exhibit of fine arts in the West was held under the 
auspices of the Chicago Historical Society, May 9, 1859. 
On this occasion we were glad to be able to exhibit the 
printed "Catalogue of Paintings and Statuary" of that 
first salon^ and two large, original, oil paintings which 
formed a part of it, namely: — 

Portrait of Miss Honora Sneyd, painted by G. P. A. 
Healy, and 

Landscape by G. P. Tracy. 

The latter picture was drawn as a prize at the sale 
at the close of the exhibition by a daughter of the Rev. 
William Barry, afterwards Mrs. Lawrence Proudfoot, 
who presented it to this Society. 

On April 27, the Chicago Chapter of the Biblio- 
graphical Society of America held its annual meeting in 
the Reading Room of the Society's Building by permis- 
sion of the Executive Committee. On this occasion a 
joint loan exhibit of early Chicago imprints was made by 
the Chicago Public Library, the John Crerar Library 
and the Chicago Historical Society. About one hundred 
books and pamphlets were shown, many of them quaint 
in appearance and yellow from age. Naturally the col- 
lection exhibited by this Library was the most extensive.

Field Work- 
On December 1, 1906, President Head, Mr. Kerfoot 
of the Executive Committee, and several members of the 
Society attended the formal dedication exercises of the 
old Cahokia Court House which had been given a perma- 
nent site on the Wooded Island in Jackson Park by the 
South Park Commissioners. The occasion was marked 
by the initial session of the new Municipal Court, the 
majority of the justices being present, and addresses were 
delivered by Mr. Chief Justice Olson, President Head, 
Mr. Fernando Jones, and others. 

The only excursion of the year was that of April 3, 
when Dr. Otto L. Schmidt. Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, Jr., and 
the Librarian revisited the site of Father Marquette's 
winter cabin which had been identified by a Committee 
of the Society under the guidance of Mr. Ossian Guthrie 
on May 23, 1906, as mentioned in the Report of last 
year, page 111. The Committee located the site at the 
point where Robey Street crosses the west fork of the 
South Branch of Chicago River, basing this location 
upon a careful comparison of the distances set down in 
Father Marquette's Journal with the surveys of the Com- 
missioners of the Drainage Canal. As thus located the 
site would be that now occupied by the lumber yard of 
Mr. Cameron L. Willey, just east of Slip E, upon a prom- 
ontory formed by that Slip and Slip D. Mr. Kerfoot ap- 
praised the value of the land per square foot and with 
Dr. Schmidt decided to recommend to whomever marked 
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Field Work— (Continued). 

the site (a club was then considering doing so) that an 
effort be made to secure a deed to a small plot at the 
point of land, to erect a permanent monument thereon, 
and to provide for perpetual care of the same. It was 
thought at the time that Mr. Willey would co-operate in 
this plan. He has since erected a wooden cross on the 
spot. 

Accessions — 

The additions to the Library by gift and purchase 
since November 20, 1906, are as follows: 

90 manuscripts, 1,536 pamphlets, 80 miscellaneous, 
1,145 volumes, 23 maps, Total, 2,874. 

Aside from the Scharf Collection before described 
there have been no large purchases of manuscripts or 
books during the year, the total expenditure amounting 
to $315. 19. It is therefore to the gifts that we must look 
for the more important additions to the Library. Of 
these the most notable is a collection of early Chicago 
manuscripts and printed books, jointly donated to the 
Society by Messrs. Erskine M. Phelps, Orson Smith, 
and Clarence A. Burley. These documents have lain 
in a vault for more than thirty years and it was owing to 
their being in the south part of the city that they were 
not destroyed in the great fire. The unusual character 
of the collection is indicated by the dates of the follow- 
ing manuscripts:
